FOREWORD 

In  presenting  this,  its  48th  annual  report,  the  State  Charities  Aid 
Association  again  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  its  work,  which  is 
non-partisan,  non-sectarian  and  State-wide,  is  supported  entirely  by 
private  funds ;  no  State  money  is  received.  The  organization  is  a 
State  organization  only  in  the  sense  that  it  is  State-wide,  it  is  not  a 
governmental,  but  a  volunteer  agency.  Its  expenditures  are  made 
in  behalf  of  neglected  children,  victims  of  tuberculosis  and  mental 
diseases,  in  improving  the  condition  of  public  charitable  institutions 
and  hospitals  and  promoting  public  health. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  October  a  budget  of 
$281,136  was  adopted  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  1920-1921.  This  is 
the  largest  budget  in  the  history  of  the  Association,  exceeding  last 
year's  by  about  $7,000.  It  does  not,  however,  contemplate  any  addition 
to  the  scope  or  activities  of  the  Association ;  the  increases  represent 
largely  the  increased  cost  of  services  and  supplies  of  every  description. 
The  estimated  expenses,  by  departments,  for  the  fiscal  year  are  as 
follows :

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FORTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

State  Charities  Aid  Association 


The  State  Charities  Aid  Association  herewith  presents  its  forty- 
eighth  annual  report  covering  the  fiscal  year,  October  1,  1919  to  Sep- 
tember 30,  1920.  Again  this  year  the  report  has  been  prepared  in 
brief  form,  covering  only  the  more  important  and  significant  activities 
of  the  Association  and  its  various  departments. 

The  year  was  marked  by  significant  developments  in  the  field  of 
remedial  legislation,  and  the  Association  was  active  in  directing  public 
attention  to  the  various  legislative  proposals  which  were  considered 
in  the  field  of  public  health,  charities  and  institutions. 

An  epoch-making  public  health  bill  generally  regarded  as  the  most 
notable  measure  of  its  kind  since  the  new  Public  Health  Law  of  the 
State  enacted  in  1913,  was  introduced  at  the  regular  session  of  the 
Legislature.  This  bill  provided  for  a  comprehensive  extension  of  the 
public  health  work  of  the  State  through  the  establishment  of  a  system 
of  State-wide  health  centers,  with  an  appropriation  of  State  funds 
to  supplement  the  expenditures  made  by  counties  and  cities  in  carrying 
on  the  work.  This  bill  was  introduced  so  late  in  the  session  that 
there  was  not  adequate  time  for  as  full  public  and  legislative  dis- 
cussion and  consideration  as  seemed  advisable  before  enacting  it. 
There  was  a  general  consensus  of  opinion,  however,  that  in  its  essential 
and  fundamental  principles  the  measure  is  sound.  It  is  expected  that 
it  will  be  reintroduced  this  year  and  receive  serious  consideration. 

In  the  field  of  child  welfare,  the  legislature  passed,  and  the  Governor 
approved  an  important  bill  creating  a  Children's  Code  Commission  of 
sixteen  members  to  make  a  thorough  study  and  propose  a  revision  of 
the  confused  and  archaic  laws  of  the  State  relating  to  children.  The 
Commission  consists  of  three  Senators,  three  Assemblymen,  five  rep- 
resentatives of  State  departments  and  five  citizens  appointed  by  the 
Governor.  The  Commission  is  now  at  work  studying  the  problem, 
and  the  State  Charities  Aid  Association  has  employed  special  assistance 
to  make  a  study  of  its  own  experience  in  child  caring,  to  help  modify 
*he  existing  laws,  and  to  furnish  this  data  to  the  Commission. 
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Governor  Smith  did  a  splendid  service  to  the  cause  of  public  health 
and  the  better  treatment  and  care  of  disease  by  vetoing  a  bill  passed 
in  the  closing  hours  of  the  Legislature  to  recognize  and  regulate  the 
practice  of  Chiropractic.  This  bill  would  have  given  public  recognition 
and  State  license  to  persons  claiming  to  be  able  "  to  locate  and  adjust 
by  hand  misplaced  or  displaced  vertebrae  of  the  human  spine  in  order 
to  relieve  the  nerve  pressure  caused  thereby."  Such  a  bill,  if  approved, 
would  have  been  a  real  and  serious  danger  to  the  health  of  the  people 
of  the  State.  Any  law  recognizing  chiropractic  and  licensing  practi- 
tioners in  it,  would  be  construed  by  large  numbers  of  people  as  the 
giving  of  authority  to  practice  medicine.  Persons  so  licensed  would 
of  course  have  no  adequate  education  as  to  the  nature,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  disease. 

Various  proposals  were  considered  by  the  Legislature  looking  toward 
a  reorganization  of  the  State  government.  These  included  numerous 
plans  for  the  reorganization  of  the  administration  of  State  institu- 
tions. There  was  widespread  public  interest  in  these  proposals,  but 
the  discussion  in  the  Legislature  and  the  public  press  did  not  appear 
to  sufficiently  clarify  the  issues  involved. 

So  far  as  the  State  institutions  are  concerned,  the  Legislature  finally 
passed  several  concurrent  resolutions  proposing  four  constitutional 
amendments  of  an  alternative  nature  to  be  considered  by  tins  year's 
Legislature  to  determine  whether  any  of  them  shall  be  submitted  to  a 
referendum  vote  at  the  next  election. 

One  of  these  proposals  would  transfer  the  inspection  and  visita- 
tion of  the  institutions  for  the  feebleminded  and  epileptic  to  a  State 
Commission  or  Commissioner  on  Mental  Hygiene  to  succeed  the 
present  State  Hospital  Commission.  Two  other  proposals  are  identi- 
cal so  far  as  the  State  institutions  are  concerned  (their  only  difference 
being  as  to  whether  the  State  Treasurer  shall  be  an  elective  or  an 
appointive  officer)  ;  they  provide  for  three  separate  departments  of 
mental  hygiene,  charities  and  correction  with  the  heads  thereof  ap- 
pointed in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law.  The  fourth  proposal 
would  consolidate  the  institutions  for  the  insane,  feebleminded  and 
epileptic,  and  the  charitable,  penal  and  correctional  institutions  into 
one  department,  the  head  of  which  would  be  appointed  in  a  manner 
to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

One  of  these  proposals  is  based  on  the  system  of  institutional 
administration  now  in  vogue  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  In  order  to 
obtain  accurate  information  about  the  operation  of  that  system,  the 
State  Charities  Aid  Association  engaged  the  services  of  Mr.  Henry 
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C.  Wright  to  make  a  thorough  study  and  prepare  a  report.  This 
report  is  now  in  process  of  preparation. 

A  thorough  discussion  of  these  alternative  proposals  will  doubt- 
less occur  during  the  1921  session  of  the  Legislature. 

In  spite  of  the  scarcity  of  building  materials  and  the  high  mst  of 
labor  and  materials,  considerable  progress  was  made  in  the  erection 
of  State  institutions  for  the  insane  and  feebleminded.  During  the 
year  the  State  appropriated  $4,821,000  for  the  housing  of  insane  and 
defectives.  Good  progress  has  been  made  toward  completing  Letch- 
worth  Village  in  Rockland  County.  Ground  was  broken  for  a  new 
State  hospital  at  Marcy,  near  Utica — the  first  new  State  hospital  to 
be  started  by  the  State  in  over  20  years.  At  a  special  session  of  the 
Legislature  held  in  September,  the  State  appropriated  $3,000,000  to 
erect  a  new  State  hospital  at  Creedmoor,  L.  I.,  to  care  for  New  York 
State  ex-soldiers  and  sailors  suffering  from  mental  diseases.  This 
action  was  taken  in  anticipation  that  an  arrangement  would  be  made 
whereby  the  federal  government  would  operate  the  institution  under 
lease  from  the  State. 

A  bill  was  passed  authorizing  the  construction  of  a  State  psycho- 
pathic hospital  in  New  York  City  to  serve  as  a  teaching  and  research 
center  for  the  State  hospitals,  and  to  treat  mild  and  short-term 
mental  cases. 

The  State  hospitals  continued  to  operate  effectively  their  out- 
patient departments  for  the  early  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  mental 
disorders.  During  the  year  a  total  of  3.858  patients  attended  the  38 
clinics.  The  number  of  social  workers  employed  by  the  State  hos- 
pitals was  increased,  the  number  now  being  fixed  at  one  worker  for 
each  100  patients  on  parole. 

A  bill  was  passed  increasing  the  compensation  of  the  employees  of 
the  State  hospitals.  The  total  increase  in  this  bill  was  about  $980,000. 
The  increases  throughout  the  service  range  from  about  20%  for  the 
lower  paid  positions  to  between  10%  and  15%  for  the  higher  paid 
clerical  positions,  etc.  The  new  wage  schedule  became  effective 
July  1.  but  experience  since  then  has  demonstrated  that  the  wages 
are  not  yet  high  enough  to  attract  sufficient  employees  of  the  right 
kind  to  properly  man  the  institutions.  There  is  a  serious  shortage 
of  employees  in  nearly  all  of  the  institutions. 

Governor  Smith  vetoed  a  bill  passed  by  the  Legislature  providing 
for  the  admission  of  New  York  State  veterans  of  the  World  War 
to  the  State  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Rath  He  vetoed  a  similar 
bill  the  previous  year,  holding  both  times  that  dependent  veterans 
should  not  be  relegated  to  a  forlorn  custodial  institution. 
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The  Association  joined  with  the  New  York  City  Visiting  Com- 
mittee, the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses 
at  Bellevue  Hospital,  and  the  New  York  League  for  Nursing  Edu 
cation  in  a  notable  dinner  at  the  Hotel  Diltmore  in  New  York  City 
to  commemorate  the  founding  of  trained  nursing  by  Florence  Night- 
ingale on  the  100th  anniversary  of  her  birth.  This  meeting  also  served 
to  direct  public  attention  to  the  serious  shortage  of  nurses  and  of 
pupils  in  training  schools  for  nurses,  and  to  assist  in  the  campaign 
for  recruits. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Association  acceded  to  the  request 
of  the  Association's  Committee  on  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  to 
change  its  name  to  the  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  and  Public  Health, 
inasmuch  as  the  Committee  has  concerned  itself  to  an  increasing 
degree  in  recent  years  with  the  general  field  of  public  health.  This 
broadened  scope  of  its  work  has  grown  out  of  the  necessity  of  con- 
sidering various  other  health  facilities  of  the  communities  in  order 
to  provide  efficient  facilities  for  the  care  and  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

In  accordance  with  what  has  become  an  annual  custom,  the  Nezi- 
York  Times  published  at  holiday  time  appeals  for  the  "  100  Neediest 
Cases  "  of  New  York  philanthropic  and  charitable  organizations,  which 
resulted  in  contributions  aggregating  $106,967.  Of  this  sum,  the 
State  Charities  Aid  Association  received  $20,462  for  its  26  cases. 
This  practice  of  publishing  holiday  appeals  by  the  Times  is  a  valuable 
public  service. 

Following  are  the  detailed  reports  of  the  various  committees  and 
departments  of  the  Association : 

report  of  committee  on  children 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Children  comprises  the  reports  of 
its  three  sub-committees — Mothers  and  Babies,  County  Agencies  and 
Placing-Out  as  follows : 

Sub-Committee  on  Assisting  and  Providing  Situations  for  Moth- 
ers with  Children 

During  the  year  the  Committee  has  been  of  assistance  to  1,652 
women  with  children.  982  of  these  were  mothers  who  had  not  been 
previously  assisted.  A  total  of  816  women  were  under  the  care  of 
the  Committee  in  situations.  The  number  of  situations  provided  was 
858  and  the  number  of  women  placed  for  the  first  time  was  302.  331 
of  our  new  mothers  came  to  us  from  the  social  service  departments 
of  hospitals.    Sloane  sent  us  123  mothers,  the  New  York  Lying-in

Hospital  66,  Bellevue  Hospital  41,  New  York  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital  12,  Manhattan  Maternity  19,  Harlem  Hospital  20,  and  hos- 
pitals under  Department  of  Public  Welfare  14.  Altogether  the  social 
service  departments  of  25  hospitals  co-operated  with  the  Committee. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  new  mothers  were  under  20  years 
of  age,  one  was  13,  three  were  15,  seven  were  16  and  thirteen  were  17. 
Of  these  young  mothers  106  were  unmarried,  and  46  were  married, 
but  of  these  two  had  illegitimate  children.  Of  the  whole  number  of 
new  mothers,  385  had  illegitimate  children.  We  have  made  a  special 
effort  this  year,  through  the  co-operation  of  the  hospitals,  and  the 
maternity  centers,  to  reach  friendless,  expectant  mothers,  with  the 
result  that  142  have  been  referred  to  us  during  the  year. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Washington  Square  Home,  Caro- 
line Rest,  Heartease  Home  and  other  agencies,  we  have  been  able 
to  furnish  prenatal  and  convalescent  care  to  many  very  young  mothers. 
The  Washington  Square  Home  alone  has  taken  118  of  our  mothers 
needing  special  care  and  training.  The  Emergency  Shelter  and  St.  Bar- 
nabas House  have  also  been  most  helpful  in  their  co-operation.  We  have 
been  fortunate  to  have  the  continued  aid  of  the  N.  Y.  Times  Christmas 
Fund  and  the  Havens  Relief  Fund,  enabling  us  to  give  further  con- 
valescent care  to  delicate,  undernourished  mothers  in  private  boarding 
homes.  From  the  N.  Y.  Branch  and  from  the  Dobbs  Ferry  Branch 
of  the  Needlework  Guild  of  America,  we  have  had  large  donations 
of  clothing. 

We  have  continued  to  employ  a  woman  physician  on  our  staff, 
a  medical  registrar,  and  a  registered  nurse  to  assist  her.  The 
medical  registrar  reports  that  3,219  examinations  were  made.  Of 
these,  1,403  were  of  new  applicants  not  previously  examined.  Of  the 
whole  number  of  examinations,  1,604  were  of  adults  and  1,615  were 
of  children.  In  addition  to  these  examinations,  the  doctor  examined 
403  children  for  the  S.  C.  A.  A.  Child  Placing  Department.  Of  these 
children,  134  had  not  been  previously  examined.  Of  the  total  number 
of  mothers  and  children  examined,  189  were  found  to  have  venereal 
disease. 

Our  Court  Worker,  who  looks  after  the  interests  of  the  children 
of  our  unmarried  mothers  and  who  brings  to  the  Court  of  Domestic 
Relations  irresponsible  husbands  and  fathers,  reports  the  total  number 
of  court  cases  was  83.  Of  these  83  cases,  73  were  for  the  support 
of  children  born  out  of  wedlock,  and  10  were  domestic  relations  cases. 
26  cases  were  won  for  the  unmarried  mothers;  5  were  lost.  Fifteen 
couples  intermarried,  and  3  babies  died  before  the  trial  of  the  cases. 
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19  cases  are  still  pending.  Of  three  rape  cases.  1  was  won  and  2 
are  pending;  1  casp  of  habeas  corpus  is  pending.  The  sum  of  $350 
was  recovered  for  one  mother  from  the  father  of  her  child  in  a  grand 
larceny  case.  In  the  Domestic  Relations  Court,  7  cases  for  support 
were  won  and  3  are  pending. 

Our  three  visitors  and  two  nurses  visited  the  mothers  in  the  hos- 
pitals, in  their  homes,  in  furnished  rooms  or  wherever  they  lodged. 
They  have  visited  the  children  in  the  boarding  homes.  They  have 
"assisted"  at  christenings  and  at  weddings,  and  sometimes  at  burials. 
To  the  mothers  marooned  on  Blackwell's  Island  for  long  periods  of 
treatment  in  one  of  the  city  hospitals,  they  have  been  welcome  visitors. 
They  have  visited  the  mothers  placed  in  situations,  in  the  city  and 
out  of  town,  and  they  have  everywhere  shown  by  their  patience  and 
spirit  of  understanding  a  friendliness  which  has  been  appreciated  by 
the  mothers. 

Following  are  a  few  typical  cases  dealt  with  by  the  Committee : 
We  cannot  claim,  of  course,  that  we  are  always  successful  as  in  the 
case  of  Matilda.  When  she  first  came  to  our  office  to  arrange  for 
prenatal  care,  there  were  tell-tale  signs  about  her  and  her  story  which 
experienced  eyes  and  ears  wrere  quick  to  detect.  A  little  skillful  and 
sympathetic  questioning  persuaded  her  to  discard  the  fiction  of  mar- 
riage. A  night  letter  to  the  putative  father  of  the  expected  child 
brought  the  response  that  "  Whatever  Matilda  said  was  true  "  and 
that  he  would  come  to  the  city  for  a  conference,  as  we  requested.  A 
marriage  was  arranged  and  consummated  with  the  aid  of  the  court 
worker.  Matilda's  family  were  successfully  approached  in  the  matter 
of  a  reconciliation,  and  the  child  which  is  soon  to  be  born  will  enter 
the  world  with  chances  for  a  normal  childhood.. 

Kathleen's  story  is  one  we  like  to  recall  when  Tillie  sits  back  and 
says  she  guesses  she  won't  take  the  position  which  we  have  secured 
for  her  at  the  cost  of  considerable  time  and  effort,  or  when  Hannah's 
irate  employer  telephones  that  he  is  discharging  her  because  he  wants 
a  servant,  not  a  guest.  One  Kathleen  should  compensate,  if  neces- 
sary, for  ten  such  Tillies  and  Hannahs.  Sixteen  years  ago  an  unmar 
ried  Irish  girl  with  delicate  little  baby  was  placed  by  us  in  a  home 
in  a  farming  district.  Her  first  Christmas  letter  said:  "1  have  a 
good  home.  They  are  all  kind  to  us.  Patrick  is  creeping  and  is  gain- 
ing every  day."  Mrs.  S.  wrote:  "  Kathjeen  is  doing  very  well,  and 
Patrick  is  a  nice  looking  boy — one  for  anyone  to  be  proud  of."  Two 
years  later  Kathleen,  still  in  the  same  place,  called  to  show  us  what  a 
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fine  sturdy  little,  chap  the  ailing  baby  has  grown  to  be.  Two  years 
later  we  received  a  picture  of  Patrick  with  her  employer's  little  son. 
"  He  gets  along  fine  with  the  boys,"  she  wrote,  "  and  he  goes  to  school 
everv  day."  Then  came  a  heartbroken  letter  telling  of  the  death  of 
Mrs.  S.,  Jr.  "  I  never  thought  I  could  feel  so  bad  after  anyone  out- 
side my  own  family."  When  Patrick  is  seven  she  wrote:  "  He  saves 
me  many  steps.  He  is  a  great  mother's  boy  and  I  hope  always  will 
be."  After  seven  and  a  half  years  Kathleen  had  to  leave  Mr.  S.,  as 
the  work  had  grown  too  hard  for  her,  but  she  takes  a  position  nearby 
and  the  friendly  relations  between  the  S.  family  and  herself  and 
Patrick  still  continue.  The  new  employer  has  a  fruit  farm  and  Patrick- 
is  able  to  earn  something  by  working  on  the  farm  during  vacations 
and  after  school  hours.  "  He  is  almost  a  man,"  she  wrote  when  the 
boy  is  ten.  Four  years  later  he  was  in  his  second  year  in  High  School 
and  planning  to  go  to  a  Normal  School.  This  Fall  a  letter  came  from 
the  daughter  of  Kathleen's  old  employer  telling  us  that  Kathleen  is 
married  and  that  she  now  has  a  comfortable  home  of  her  own.  "  We 
are  all  fond  of  her,"  the  letter  states,  "  and  we  appreciate  those  seven 
years  of  faithful  service."  Is  it  too  much  to  believe  that  "  The  Master 
of  All  Good  Workmen  "  has  watched  with  approval  Kathleen's  sixteen 
years  of  humble,  patient  labor,  and  has  seen  fit  to  reward  her  and  the 
manly  son  for  whose  sake  she  toiled  ? 

We  wish  that  some  day  we  might  put  up  on  the  walls  of  our  office 
all  the  pictures  of  the  children  which  have  been  pouring  in  upon  us 
in  the  27  years  since  our  Committee  was  organized.  They  would  make 
an  attractive  and  inspiring  exhibit,  and  not  the  least  prominent  place 
would  be  reserved  for  two  little  snap  shots  entitled  "  Kenneth  Loves 
His  Bath  "  and  "  Kenneth  Sits  Still  One  Minute."  Kenneth's  mother 
came  to  us  before  his  birth.  She  was  unmarried  and  we  were  not 
at  all  sure  that  she  had  much  sense  of  the  responsibility  which  would 
soon  be  hers.  After  the  baby  came,  however,  it  was  evident  that  her 
whole  life  was  wrapped  up  in  that  of  her  dimpled  little  red-headed 
son.  We  arranged  for  her  convalescent  care  and  when  she  became 
strong  enough,  she  and  Kenneth  were  sent  to  a  country  home  where 
we  knew  the  mistress  would  be  patient  and  considerate  with  the 
young  mother.  The  first  letter  from  Nancy  told  us  that  she  feared 
she  must  leave,  as  she  "  Cannot  be  regular  enough  about  Kenneth." 
Later  she  learned  to  arrange  her  work  better,  and  her  employer  wrote: 
"  Nancy  is  a  born  mother  and  takes  excellent  care  of  her  child."  She 
stayed  in  her  position  all  winter,  but  March  found  her  very  happy 
because  she  was  to  be  reunited  with  her  family.    M  Kenneth,"  she

wrote,  "  is  rosy  and  fat  and  has  sparkling  eyes."  Soon  he  had  his 
grandfather's  whole  farm  to  roam  over  and  "  He  plays  with  the  kit- 
tens, ducks,  chickens,  and  even  the  horses  and  cows — he  is  afraid  of 
nothing."  Grand-pa  says  "  He  is  a  gritty  little  chap) — never  cries 
for  a  bump."  Nancy  wrote :  "  I  love  my  boy  more  than  anything 
on  earth,  and  I  will  try  to  be  a  good  mother  and  bring  him  up  to  be 
an  honest  man — there  are  so  many  needed  in  the  world."  Now  Nancy 
tells  us  that  it  will  probably  not  be  long  before  she  and  Kenneth  have 
a  home  of  their  own.  A  young  man,  who  admires  her  all  the  more 
because  he  knows  that  he  cannot  come  between  her  and  her  child, 
has  asked  her  to  marry  him.  The  future  seems  bright  for  Nancy, 
but  she  writes :  "  Where  would  I  have  been  if  you  had  not  helped 
me  ?  You  were  a  friend  to  me  in  my  time  of  need.  I  am  grateful  for 
all  you  have  done." 

Caroline,  we  think,  is  especially  to  be  commended  for  keeping  hei 
baby,  instead  of  abandoning  it  to  an  institution,  as  she,  herself,  was 
abandoned.  After  her  father's  death,  Caroline,  then  two  years  old, 
was  placed  by  her  mother  in  an  institution  for  colored  children.  She 
remained  there,  until  she  was  fifteen,  when  her  mother  took  her  out 
and  put  her  to  work.  Accustomed  to  institutional  routine,  childish 
and  undeveloped,  even  for  her  sixteen  years,  she  was  ill  fitted  to 
protect  herself  in  a  world  which  has  many  pitfalls  for  trustful  little 
colored  girls,  and  she  had  been  outside  the  shelter  of  the  Home  only 
a  year  when  little  Alexander  was  born.  With  thoughts  of  her  own 
stunted,  unloved  childhood,  she  resolved  that  this  poor  little  mite 
was  to  know  a  mother's  love  and  care.  .  We  found  for  her  a  situation 
in  the  country  where  she  and  Alexander  would  have  kindly  treatment 
and  wholesome,  healthful  surroundings.  At  first,  child  as  she  is,  she 
was  very  lonesome,  but  she  writes :  "  I  will  try  to  be  happy."  Her 
employer  reports  that  "  she  seems  to  be  quick  and  anxious  to  learn." 
Later  letters  show  that  she  is  conquering  her  loneliness  and  that  she 
is  improving  in  her  work.  In  April,  she  writes :  "  I  am  learning  to 
cook — I  can  get  breakfast  now."  By  June  she  is  "  making  all  the 
bread,"  and  Alexander,  who  has  become  the  pet  of  the  whole  house- 
hold, is  "  growing  like  a  weed — I  give  him  his  soapy  bath  every 
morning,  even  though,"  she  naively  adds — "the  dirt  doesn't  show 
on  him." 

Juanita  illustrates  that  it's  a  good  rule  that  knows  its  own  excep- 
tions. As  a  usual  thing,  we  try  to  obtain  for  our  mothers  a  position 
at  dometsic  service,  preferably  in  the  country,  and  to  persuade  the 
mother  to  keep  her  baby  with  her.    We  did  something  quite  different 
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for  Juanita.  She  was  born  in  Porto  Rico  and  has  no  relatives  in 
this  country.  Her  husband  deserted  her,  soon  after  their  marriage, 
and  when  she  came  to  us  with  her  two-weeks-old  baby,  she  was  dis- 
couraged— even  desperate.  The  baby  was  very  delicate  and  cried  day 
and  night.  She  had  no  friends,  no  money,  and  she  was  a  stranger 
in  a  strange  land.  We  first  placed  her  as  a  wet  nurse,  but  she  had  to 
be  returned  because  "  both  she  and  her  baby  cried  all  the  time."  Then 
we  made  several  unsuccessful  attempts  to  fit  her  into  housework,  and, 
at  last,  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  wisest  course  was  to  let 
Juanita  return  to  her  accustomed  occupation — sewing — and  to  put  the 
baby  to  board.  Poor  little  Pedro  was  so  weak  and  emaciated  that 
he  had  first  to  spend  some  weeks  in  the  hospital,  but  now  he  bears 
eloquent  testimony  to  the  boarding  mother's  faithful  care.  Juanita 
goes  often  to  see  him,  and  she  is  now  earning  enough,  so  that  we  no 
longer  need  to  help  her  with  the  baby's  board.  She  expresses  herself 
as  delighted  with  the  arrangement,  and  she  smiles  once  more,  as  she 
tries  to  find  words  to  tell  us  of  her  gratitude  and  appreciation. 

Report  of  Sub-Committee  on  County  Agencies  for  Dependent 

Children 

The  State  Charities  Aid  Association  has  now  under  supervision 
fourteen  children's  agencies,  which  arc  working  under  county  commit- 
tees of  the  Association,  and  four  agencies  where  the  work  is  either 
under  public  'officials  or  organized  under  another  society. 

In  the  fourteen  counties  where  the  agency  is  under  the  direction 
of  a  local  committee,  the  agents  have  had  under  supervision  during  the 
year,  1536  children  who  were  public  charges,  and  1118  children  who  did 
not  become  public  charges,  making  a  total  of  2654  children  coming 
under  their  influence.  633  children  have  been  discharged  from  public 
care,  455  of  these  having  ceased  to  be  public  charges  as  the  direct 
result  of  the  activities  of  the  agents.  The  agents  in  these  counties 
have  collected  from  parents  and  relatives  $22,644.80  towards  the  sup- 
port of  children  who  are  public  charges.  Of  the  633  children  dis- 
charged from  care,  406  were  returned  to  parents  and  relatives.  79 
children  were  placed  in  free  homes,  58  by  the  State  Charities  Aid 
Association  and  21  by  institutions  or  by  poor  law  officials.  In  addi- 
tion, the  Association  placed  in  free  homes  33  children  from  the  other 
counties  which  are  under  supervision  but  not  under  county  commit- 
tees. 4  children  were  placed  in  free  homes  before  they  became  public 
charges.  60  children  were  transferred  from  boarding  homes  or  insti- 
tutions to  state  institutions  for  special  care,  and  78  were  sent  directly 
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to  state  institutions  without  first  becoming  dependent  upon  the  county 
for  support,  making  a  total  of  138  placed  in  suitable  state  institutions 
from  these  counties. 

The  other  88  children  who  were  public  charges  were  provided 
for  in  various  ways ;  26  were  discharged  to  private  institutions  will- 
ing to  receive  them  without  support  from  the  counties ;  19  became 
self-supporting  or  of  age;  21  died,  and  22  were  otherwise  provided 
for.  Of  the  1118  children  who  came  under  the  supervision  of  the 
agents,  but  did  not  become  public  charges,  297  were  found  to  require 
help  from  the  agency.  In  the  cases  of  650  children,  need  was  found 
within  the'  home  which  was  met  through  some  form  of  relief  other  than 
the  removal  of  the  children  from  the  home. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  agents  advised  or  directed  1807  families  ap- 
plying for  assistance  involving  the  welfare  of  children.  In  the  coun- 
ties under  consideration,  314  children  were  taken  before  the  courts, 
generally  because  of  improper  guardianship;  81  were  committed  to 
the  care  of  the  poor  law  officials  for  support;  46  were  committed  to 
private  institutions  for  care ;  60  were  sent  to  state  institutions ;  39 
were  placed  on  probation,  and  the  rest  were  discharged  from  court 
without  legal  commitment. 

To  accomplish  these  results,  the  agents  in  the  fourteen  counties  have 
made  26,528  visits  in  behalf  of  children,  and  4509  miscellaneous  visits. 
They  have  attended  204  county  committee  meetings,  and  199  other 
meetings  in  behalf  of  the  work,  and  have  made  129  addresses.* 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  agents  had  under  supervision  903  chil- 
dren who  were  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  at  public  expense. 

Six  agencies  received  increased  appropriations  for  the  year's  work 
from  their  county  Boards  of  Supervisors. 

Five  agents  resigned  during  the  year,  from  Chautauqua,  Chemung, 
Columbia,  Dutchess  and  Tioga.  These  positions  have  been  filled 
with  other  well  qualified  children's  workers. 

In  Suffolk  County  the  children's  agent  appointed  about  two  years 
ago  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  but  in  cooperation  with  the  State 
Charities  Aid  Association,  has  had  gratifying  results  from  her  work. 
By  her  individual  study  and  plan  for  each  child  it  has  been  found 
unnecessary  to  continue  the  county  home  for  children  at  Yaphank 
which  was  one  of  the  few  remaining  children's  institutions  supported 
by  public  funds.  In  May,  1920,  by  vote  of  the  Suffolk  County  Super- 
visors this  home  was  abolished,  the  children  having  been  either  re- 

*  This  volume  ol  work  was  accomplished  by  17  paid  agents  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  volunteer  county  committees. 
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turned  to  relatives,  placed  in  free  homes,  cared  for  by  state  institutions 
or  arranged  for  in  family  boarding  homes. 

In  Geneseo,  Livingston  County,  the  State  Department  of  Health 
conducted  a  rural  clinic  and  asked  this  Association  to  provide  a  social 
worker  to  do  medical  social  service  work  for  the  three  weeks  following 
the  clinic.  The  worker  placed  in  Livingston  County  on  this  basis 
found  so  many  social  problems  that  three  weeks  proved  to  be  all  too 
short  to  accomplish  results.  Funds  were  raised  by  private  subscription 
in  the  county  to  continue  the  work  for  five  months. 

The  Westchester  County  Children's  Association  has  increased  its 
aid  to  the  Department  of  Child  Welfare  (the  public  department 
charged  with  the  care  of  dependent  children  and  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  mothers'  allowance  fund)  to  the  extent  of  $9,000  this  year 
and  has  spent  $500  in  continuing  to  assist  in  the  after-care  of  polio- 
myelitis cases. 

The  aid  to  the  Department  of  Child  Welfare  has  been  ( 1)  in  salaries 
and  travelling  expenses  for  three  field  agents,  a  supervisor  of  boarding 
homes,  a  stenographer  and  a  clerk;  and  (2)  clothing  for  children  in 
boarding  homes  and  supplementary  relief  where  the  entire  need  could 
not  be  met  from  public  funds.  While  such  supplementary  private  relief 
will  probably  always  be  needed  because  of  the  inflexibility  of  public 
funds,  the  Association  looks  upon  its  aid  to  the  department  in  the 
matter  of  salaries,  and  partial  support  of  boarding  homes  work  as 
temporary,  tjo  be  eventually  covered  by  public  appropriation. 

In  Dutchess  County  where  the  work  is  under  a  County  Board  of 
Child  Welfare  the  superintendent,  Miss  Ougheltree,  resigned  and 
her  place  was  taken  by  Miss  Katherine  Brettle  of  Westchester  County. 
The  work  has  so  increased  in  the  county  that  a  fourth  agent  was 
added  to  the  staff. 

With  the  close  of  the  war  and  the  return  of  the  country  to  more 
normal  life,  the  County  Agencies  Department  of  the  Association  has 
been  able  to  renew  in  the  counties  of  the  State  more  general  interest  in 
a  child  caring  program.  The  superintendent  and  two  assistant  super- 
intendents have  visited  all  of  the  eighteen  children's  agencies  affiliated 
with  the  Association,  and  have  given  much  time  to  reorganizing  county 
committees,  often  assisting  in  membership  campaigns  to  enlarge  the 
moral  and  financial  support  of  the  agencies  already  established.  A 
third  assistant  superintendent,  Miss  Margaret  C.  Carey,  has  been  added 
to  the  staff  and  has  devoted  her  entire  time  to  developing  interest  in 
child  welfare  work  in  new  counties.  The  County  Agencies  staff  have 
visited  fourteen  county  committees  and  have  given  addresses  on  child 
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welfare  work  to  seventeen  women's  organizations,  five  church  societies, 
two  gatherings  of  school  officials,  two  Granges,  two  business  men's 
associations  and  twenty-two  miscellaneous  groups. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  department  has  been  called  into  confer- 
ence by  many  individuals  and  groups  interested  in  various  phases  of 
child  caring  work.  Some  of  these  conferences  have  been  with  the 
National  Child  Welfare  Association,  the  Prison  Association,  Commis- 
sion for  the  Blind,  the  Catholic  Charities  Association,  the  American 
Red  Cross,  the  Nassau  County  Association,  the  Child  Hygiene  Asso- 
ciation, the  State  Department  of  Health  and  the  National  Country 
Life  Association.  Social  workers  from  Sweden,  Belgium,  Japan  and 
France  have  called  to  consult  her  concerning  the  children's  work  of 
the  Association  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  county  and  rural  field. 
The  Superintendent  also  gave  a  course  of  lectures  on  Rural  Sociology 
and  on  Rural  Organization  at  the  summer  school  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina College  for  Women. 

An  interesting  development  in  children's  work  during  the  year  has 
been  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Commonwealth  Fund  to  the  Bureau 
for  Exchange  of  Information,  cf  whose  Executive  Committee  the 
Superintendent  has  been  chairman.  An  appropriation  of  $25,000  was 
made  for  the  first  year,  additional  appropriations  to  be  made  fcr  three 
successive  years.  Mr.  C.  C.  Carstens  of  the  Massachusetts  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  has  been  elected  Executive 
Secretary. 

Another  matter  of  interest  to  the  friends  of  children's  work  in  the 
State  of  New  York  is  a  study  of  children's  laws  which  the  Associa- 
tion has  entered  upon  in  the  light  of  its  own  experience  with  those 
laws.  A  special  assistant,  Miss  Emelyn  Peck,  has  been  appointed  to 
conduct  this  study. 

The  tenth  annual  conference  of  the  agents  for  dependent  children 
was  held  in  February,  1920.

Sixty-one  children  were  transferred  from  one  home  to  another 
during  the  past  year.  No  matter  how  carefully  homes  are  selected 
and  no  matter  how  carefully  children  are  selected  for  those  homes, 
certain  cases  are  bound  to  arise  in  which  the  child  and  the  home  are 
not  adapted  to  each  other.  In  such  cases  the  child  is  returned  by  the 
foster  parents  or  removed  by  the  Association  and  tried  in  another 
environment.  For  other  reasons,  also,  such  as  the  death  of  a  foster 
parent  or  a  serious  decrease  in  the  family  income,  it  sometimes  be- 
comes necessary  for  the  family  to  return  the  child  for  placement  else- 
where. Thus*  transfers  form  a  necessary  part  of  the  work  of  the 
Agency,  involving  an  expense  that  adds  greatly  to  the  cost  of  placing- 
out  work. 

The  children  placed  out  in  families  last  year  came  from  the  fol-

Two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  children  have  been  boarded  in  private 
families  while  they  were  awaiting  placement  for  the  first  time  or 
were  being  transferred  from  one  free  home  to  another.  Many  of  these 
children  required  special  physical,  mental  or  moral  treatment  before 
they  were  suitable  for  placement  in  homes  where  they  would  be 
accepted  as  members  of  the  family.  There  have  been  a  doctor  and  a 
psychologist  on  the  staff  to  give  the  children  examinations  and  re- 
examinations. 

During  this  last  year,  by  special  arrangement  with  the  New  York 
School  of  Social  Work,  the  Child  Placing  Agency  has  supervised 
the  field  work  of  three  groups  of  students  from  the  School.  Thirteen 
students  were  assigned  to  the  Agency  for  training  in  children's 
work.  Each  student  has  spent  two  days  a  week  under  direction  of 
the  Agency.  They  have  visited  children  in  free  homes  and  in 
boarding  homes,  have  studied  children's  records  and  have  had  indi- 
vidual instruction  by  means  of  frequent  conferences  with  the  super- 
visor in  chafge  of  the  work.  As  nearly  all  of  the  students  were  pre- 
paring for  some  special  phase  of  children's  work,  it  was  necessary 
to  adapt  the  case  work  and  instruction  to  the  needs  of  the  individual 
student. 

COMMITTEE  ON  TUBERCULOSIS  AND  PUBLIC 

HEALTH 

This  Committee  is  engaged  in  organizing,  coordinating,  unifying, 
standardizing  and  giving  leadership  and  direction  to  the  tuberculosis 
and  public  health  movement  on  the  private,  voluntary,  unofficial  side, 
as  distinguished  from  the  public,  governmental  side.  The  Committee 
operates  in  New  York  State  exclusive  of  New  York  City.  It  is  the 
representative  of  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association  for  that  ter- 
ritory, and  works  in  close  and  cordial  co-operation  with  the  New 
York  State  Department  of  Health. 

In  February.  1^20.  the  name  of  the  Committee  was  changed  from 
the  Committee  on  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  to  the  Committee 
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on  Tuberculosis  and  Public  Health.  This  change  seemed  desirable 
inasmuch  as  the  Committee  has  been  concerning  itself,  to  a  substantial 
and  steadily  increasing  degree,  with  public  health  affairs  generally 
since  the  enactment  of  the  new  Public  Health  Law,  and  re-organiza- 
tion of  the  State  Health  Department  in  1913 ;  and  inasmuch  as  the 
local  organizations,  to  whose  work  the  Committee  gives  assistance 
and  leadership,  have  found  it  more  practical,  in  operating  in  the 
smaller  cities  and  rural  districts,  to  conduct  their  work  along  general 
health  lines. 

WORK  DONE  AND  RESULTS  SECURED 

1.  Building  Up  Strong,  Well-Financed,  Efficiently  Operated  Local 
Organizations.  The  Committee  has  continued  to  devote  much  time 
and  effort  to  one  of  the  fundamentals,  one  to  which  much  attention 
was  paid  before  the  World  War,  and  which  the  Committee  has  had 
to  take  up  anew  as  a  result  of  the  dislocating,  disintegrating  effects  of 
the  war.  That  is,  the  building  up  of  strong,  well-financed,  efficiently 
operated  local  organizations.  This  work  has  involved  three  things : 
(a)  changing  in  many  instances  the  unit  of  local  organization  from 
the  city  or  village  to  the  county  as  the  unit,  forming  new  county 
committees  and  reorganizing  others  that  had  become  inactive ;  (b) 
helping  the  local  organizations  get  more  money  for  their  work;  (c) 
persuading  them  to  employ  and  helping  them  to  get  paid  workers 
with  training  or  experience  in  the  educational,  publicity,  organization 
and  cooperative  aspects  of  tuberculosis  and  closely  related  lines  of 
health  work. 

During  the  past  year  eleven  new  county  committees  were  organ- 
ized— in  Cattaraugus,  Orange,  Wayne,  Chenango,  Orleans,  Essex, 
Cortland,  Seneca,  Schoharie,  Suffolk  and  Yates;  the  one  in  Sara- 
toga was  reorganized  and  the  two  operating  in  the  cities  of  Auburn 
and  Glens  Falls  extended  their  work  to  cover  respectively  the  coun- 
ties of  Cayuga  and  Warren.  All  told,  the  Committee  on  Tuberculosis 
and  Public  Health  now  has  forty-five  county  committees  and  eleven 
city  committees. 

As  to  finances  for  their  work,  the  local  committees  have  had  a 
great  deal  more  money  this  past  year  than  ever  before.  The  sum 
of  $282,319  was  raised  by  them  under  our  leadership  for  their  local 
work  during  the  holiday  season  of  1919  through  the  sale  of  the  Christ- 
mas seals.  This  is  substantially  a  100  per  cent  increase  over  the  sum 
they  raised  in  the  preceding  sale  of  the  seals.  This  remarkable 
increase  in  their  local  finances  may  be  ascribed  to  the  following  fac- 
tors:    (1)  to  a  much  more  effective  organization  of  local  work,  in- 
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eluding  a  keener  visualization  of  needs  and  opportunities  and  the 
increased  employment  of  trained,  paid  service;  (2)  to  very  helpful 
and  valuable  cooperation  from  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  Hon.  Alfred  E.  Smith,  who  as  State  Chairman  of  the  Christ- 
mas Seal  Campaign,  placed  the  prestige  of  his  official  position  directly 
back  of  the  seal  campaign,  issuing  several  public  statements,  including 
a  proclamation,  and  persuading  influential  men  to  act  as  campaign 
chairmen  in  many  counties,  men  whose  participation  and  leadership 
probably  could  not  otherwise  have  been  obtained;  (3)  to  the  adapta- 
tion of  new  methods  of  money-raising  utilized  during  the  World 
War,  and  the  wider  and  more  intensive  application  of  fruitful  seal- 
selling  methods  developed  during  the  past  eight  years. 

Six  more  paid  workers,  with  training  or  experience  in  the  educa- 
tional, publicity,  organization  and  cooperative  aspects  of  tuberculosis 
or  public  health  work,  and  known  as  executive  secretaries,  are  being 
employed  by  our  local  committees,  making  a  total  of  twenty-nine 
committees  that  now  have  such  workers,  as  compared  with  five  in 
1918  and  twenty-three  in  1919.  Our  Albany  County  committee  has 
a  full-time  medical  director  in  addition  to  an  executive  secretary. 

It  is  within  the  bounds  to  say  that  the  volume  of  the  work  done 
last  year  by  the  local  committees  was  increased  manifold,  trebled  at 
least,  over  that  performed  in  any  year  up  to  and  including  1918. 
There  has  also  been  a  very  marked  broadening  in  the  scope  of  the 
activities  carried  on  and  a  decided  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the 
work  done. 

Expert  advice  and  assistance  along  organization,  medical,  nursing, 
educational  and  publicity  lines  were  furnished  to  our  local  organiza- 
tions, both  through  personal  visits  from  specialists  on  the  staff  and 
through  correspondence.  Particular  attention  was  devoted  to  encour- 
aging and  helping  the  local  organizations  formulate  programs  of  work 
so  as  to  make  it  more  likely  that  they  would  carry  on  activities  of 
a  practical  and  fruitful  nature,  and  not  initiate  or  continue  work  of 
relatively  little  value,  or  work  that  should  be  taken  over  and  main- 
tained by  duly  constituted  public  authorities. 

As  an  additional  means  of  promoting  efficient  work  on  the  part 
of  the  local  committees,  our  Committee  held  a  two-days'  conference 
in  New  York  City  on  March  31  and  April  1,  between  the  executive 
secretaries  employed  by  the  local  organizations,  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  its  staff.  Programs  of  activities,  methods  of  work  and 
pending  legislation  were  discussed  and  opportunities  afforded  for  the 
comparison  of  notes,  exchanging  of  experiences,  opinions  and  ideas. 
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To  develop  a  more  businesslike  administration  of  their  funds  and 
a  greater  sense  of  accountability  for  the  expenditure  of  the  same,  the 
Committee  prevailed  upon  most  of  its  local  organizations  to  adopt 
and  adhere  to  a  system  of  budget  making  and  accounting,  recom- 
mended by  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association. 

2.  Assisting  Localities  to  Secure  Free  Expert  Medical  Examina- 
tions for  Tuberculosis.  Our  Committee  has  continued  to  help  meet 
the  very  real  need  of  facilities  for  examinations  of  lungs  by  physi- 
cians especially  qualified  to  make  them,  in  the  case  of  communities 
that  are  too  small  to  have  regular  dispensaries,  and  which  ordinarily 
are  not  so  fortunate  as  to  have  resident  physicians  with  any  special 
training  and  experience  in  the  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis,  more  espe- 
cially in  its  early  stages. 

Two  physicians  and  two  nurses  on  our  Committee's  staff  have 
devoted  much  time  to  helping  our  county  committees  organize  and 
operate  a  series  of  clinics  at  which  expert  medical  examinations  were 
provided  at  irregular  and  rather  long  intervals.  This  work,  which 
was  first  started  by  our  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  and  Public  Health 
in  Westchester  County  in  May,  1918,  was  soon  taken  up  by  the  State 
Health  Department  and  during  the  past  year  the  Department  has 
made  this  one  of  its  major  activities  in  the  tuberculosis  field.  The 
head  of  its  Division  on  Tuberculosis  and  his  associate,  together  with 
a  staff  of  nurses,  have  been  giving  the  bulk  of  their  time  to  it.  All 
told,  such  clinics  have  been  held  and  are  now  being  held  in  36  counties. 
Most  of  them  are  carried  on  under  the  auspices  of  our  county  tuber- 
culosis committees,  or  of  tuberculosis  hospitals  in  counties  where 
such  are  in  operation  or  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  hospitals  and 
the  local  committees. 

The  medical  and  nursing  services  at  these  clinics  are  bein.q;  provided 
by  the  State  Health  Department,  by  our  Committee,  by  physicians 
connected  with  state,  county  and  local  tuberculosis  sanatoria  and 
hospitals,  and  by  state,  county,  local,  public  and  private  tuberculosis, 
public  health,  school  and  child  welfare  nurses.  Much  valuable  aid 
has  been  rendered  by  local  chapters  and  branches  of  the  American 
Red  Cross  and  by  private  individuals. 

This  conspiciously  successful  clinic  work  for  the  benefit  of  the 
smaller  cities  and  rural  districts  was  one  of  the  considerations  that 
led  up  to  the  organization  last  June  of  group  medical  diagnos- 
tic consultation  service  for  a  very  much  wider  range  of  dis- 
abilities, physical  and  mental,  under  the  leadership  of  the  State 
Department  of  Health,  and  with  the  cooperation  and  participation 
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of  the  State  Hospital  Commission,  School  Medical  Service  of  the  State 
Education  Department,  the  State  Commission  for  Mental  Defectives, 
the  Health  Service  of  the  x-\tlantic  Division,  American  Red  Cross,  and 
our  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  and  Public  Health.  The  plan  in- 
volves the  holding  of  a  series  of  group  consultation  clinics  for  three 
or  four-day  periods  in  various  parts  of  the  State,  and  the  purpose 
is  to  assist  the  members  of  the  medical  profession  practising  in  the 
smaller  cities  and  rural  districts,  who  generally  can  resort  in  only 
a  few  instances  to  the  aid  rendered  by  well-equipped  clinical,  bac- 
teriological and  chemical  laboratories  and  X-ray  facilities  and  who 
do  not  have  adequate  opportunities  for  consultation  with  specialists 
on  their  difficult  or  obscure  cases.  Such  group  consultation  clinics 
have  been  held  in  Geneseo  (Livingston  County)  in  June;  in  Goshen 
(Orange  County)  in  August;  and  in  Carthage  (Jefferson  County) 
in  September.  The  specialties  in  medicine  covered  include  pediatrics, 
diseases  of  the  chest,  diseases  of  adult  life,  pre-natal  care,  orthopedic 
surgery,  psychiatry  and  neurology,  venereal  diseases  and  oral  hygiene. 
The  work  of  the  specialists  at  these  clinics  is  of  a  strictly  consulta- 
tion character. 

3.  Three  New  Hospitals  Opened;  Tzvo  Others  Substantially  Com- 
pleted ;  A  Change  of  Hospital  Faeilities  in  One  County  and  Additions 
to  Existing  Institutions  in  Three  Other  Counties.  Three  new  county 
tuberculosis  hospitals  were  opened  during  the  past  year  in  Chautauqua, 
Nassau  and  Delaware  Counties,  with  a  combined  capacity  of  160  beds. 
Columbia  an5  Herkimer  Counties  have  completed  their  hospitals  but 
owing  to  considerable  delay  experienced  in  obtaining  movable  equip- 
ment, will  probably  not  receive  patients  before  the  close  of  the  calendar 
year.  All  of  these  hospitals,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  in  Dela- 
ware, (which  is  probably  too  small  as  yet)  have  full-time  resident 
medical  superintendents  with  previous  training  and  experience  in 
tuberculosis  sanatorium  work. 

All  told,  there  are  now  38  local  tuberculosis  hospitals  in  the  State, 
outside  of  New  York  City,  with  a  combined  capacity  of  2,846  beds. 
Twenty-three  of  these  38  hospitals  have  resident  medical  service,  and 
16  of  the  medical  superintendents  have  had  previous  training  and 
experience  in  tuberculosis  sanatorium  work. 

Our  Committee,  particularly  through  the  physicians  on  its  staff, 
has  assisted  the  authorities  in  charge  of  these  hospitals  with  advice 
as  to  equipment  and  the  employment  of  medical  and  nursing  personnel. 

Westchester  County  is  converting  its  new  almshouse  into  a  county 
general  hospital.    Alterations,  which  it  is  estimated,  will  cost  $320,000 
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are  under  construction.  One  hundred  and  twenty-one  beds  of  the 
total  general  capacity  of  500  beds  will  be  devoted  to  the  care  and 
treatment  of  tuberculosis  patients.  The  same  county  has  provided  a 
preventorium  for  children,  $10,000  having  been  spent  in  making  altera- 
tions for  this  purpose  in  one  of  the  existing  county  buildings.  Sixty- 
five  beds  have  thus  been  made  available  for  the  special  care  and  treat- 
ment of  children  with  inactive  tuberculosis,  or  who  are  pre-disposed 
or  exposed  to  the  disease  in  their  homes. 

The  sum  of  $800,000  has  been  appropriated  by  the  City  of  Buffalo 
for  enlarging  its  municipal  tuberculosis  sanatorium  for  incipient  cases 
at  Perrysburg,  N.  Y.  The  capacity  is  to  be  increased  from  320  to 
500  beds. 

The  Erie  County  supervisors  have  voted  to  expend  $300,000  for 
a  sanatorium  for  incipient  cases  and  are  looking  for  a  suitable  site. 

The  Onondaga  Sanatorium  has  received  an  appropriation  of 
$160,000  for  a  children's  pavilion,  and  the  contracts  have  just  been  let. 

These  appropriations  have  been  made  as  the  result,  chiefly,  of  the 
initiative,  power  and  drive  of  the  Buffalo  Tuberculosis  Association  and 
of  the  Onondaga  County  Tuberculosis  Committee. 

The  capacity  of  the  Oswego  County  Sanatorium  has  been  increased 
during  the  year  from  45  to  64  beds  through  alterations  made  in  the 
third  story  in  the  building  for  men  patients.  The  construction  of  a 
nurses'  home  has  also  been  authorized  and  plans  are  in  preparation. 

4.  Helping  the  Local  Tuberculosis  Hospitals  Improve  Their  Medical 
and  Administrative  Work;  Occupational  Therapy  Introduced  into  Four 
Hospitals.  The  Committee  continued  during  the  past  year  the  medical 
inspection  service  of  local  tuberculosis  hospitals  inaugurated  in  1918. 
Two  physicians  on  our  staff,  with  training  and  experience  in  sana- 
torium work,  inspected  the  28  county  hospitals  now  in  operation. 
Reports  embodying  their  findings  and  recommendations  were  trans- 
mitted to  the  medical  superintendents  and  to  the  individual  members 
of  the  board  of  managers.  A  summary  of  the  report  of  the  visit  made 
to  each  of  these  hospitals  will  be  found  printed  at  the  close  of  this 
report  of  our  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  and  Public  Health.  Our 
physicians  also  advised  and  assisted  the  hospitals  in  the  preparation 
of  their  annual  budgets ;  in  the  organization  of  clinics  and  in  the  use 
of  X-ray  equipment.  Service  was  also  rendered  to  the  State  Asso- 
ciation of  Managers  and  Superintendents  of  Local  Tuberculosis  Hos- 
pitals in  making  the  arrangements  for  its  annual  meeting  lu  Id  at 
the  Onondaga  Sanatorium  in  Syracuse  in  June,  1920,  and  in  preparing 
the  program  and  securing  speakers. 
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Since  June  1  our  Committee  has  undertaken  a  new  line  of  work 
by  introducing  occupational  therapy,  or  the  system  of  teaching  occu- 
pations to  the  sick,  as  an  aid  to  their  treatment,  in  the  tuberculosis 
hospitals  of  the  counties  and  cities  within  the  State.  A  full-time 
specialist  having  been  obtained,  the  Committee  entered  into  contracts 
with  its  local  organizations  in  Schenectady,  Rensselaer  and  Oswego 
Counties,  under  which  this  work  was  conducted  for  demonstration 
periods  in  the  sanatoria  of  those  counties  ranging  from  one  to  two 
months,  depending  upon  the  size  of  the  individual  institution.  This 
activity  was  quick  to  win  favorable  recognition  and  acceptance  by  the 
institutions.  The  Schenectady  county  hospital  decided  forthwith  to 
take  over  the  work  and  has  secured  a  full-time  specialist  through  our 
office ;  the  Oswego  County  Sanatorium  has  authorized  us  to  engage 
one ;  while  the  sanatorium  in  Rensselaer  County  has  asked  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  for  necessary  funds  to  employ  such  a  worker.  Similar 
provision  has  also  been  made  for  the  patients  in  the  Monroe  County 
Sanatorium  through  the  initiative  and  at  the  expense  of  the  Tuber- 
culosis Association  of  Rochester  and  Monroe  County.  The  specialist 
employed  by  that  organization  also  devotes  a  portion  of  her  time  to 
occupational  work  with  patients  who  are  confined  to  their  homes. 

Our  local  organizations,  through  the  suggestion  and  stimulus  of 
our  Committee,  contributed  materially  to  the  comfort  and  physical 
well-being  of  the  patients  in  the  hospitals  through  organizing  pro- 
vision for  religious  services,  special  clothing,  motion  pictures,  lectures, 
books,  magazines  and  entertainments. 

5.  Fourteen  More  Tuberculosis  Visiting  Nurses  Employed  by  Local 
Agencies.  Fourteen  additional  public  health  nurses  were  brought  into 
the  local  tuberculosis  work  during  the  year ;  two  by  our  Oneida  County 
Committee  and  one  each  by  our  Chenango,  Orange,  Essex,  Greene, 
Orleans,  Seneca,  Sullivan.  Cayuga  and  Yates  County  Committees,  and 
by  the  Herkimer  and  Delaware  County  Hospitals,  and  by  the  Piatt s- 
burgh  Red  Cross  Chapter  in  cooperation  with  our  Plattsburgh  Tuber- 
culosis Committee.  All  told,  two  hundred  and  eighteen  visiting  nurses 
are  now  employed  in  the  State  outside  of  New  York  City,  who  give 
full  or  part  time  to  the  discovery,  care  and  supervision  of  tubercu- 
lous patients. 

The  Dutchess  County  supervisors  appropriated  funds  for  the  salary 
and  expenses  of  the  tuberculosis  nurse  hitherto  employed  by  the 
County  Health  Association. 

6.  Inspecting  and  Assisting  tlie  Fresh  Air  Classes  for  Physically 
Sub-Nonnal  School  Children;  One  Fresh  Air  School  for  Tuberculous 
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Children  Established.  The  full  time  of  a  field  secretary,  with  experi- 
ence as  a  school  principal  and  physical  director  was  continued  for 
nine  months  of  the  year,  to  inspect  and  endeavor  to  improve  the 
quality  of  the  work  done  in  fresh  air  classes  maintained  by  school 
authorities,  and  devoted  to  building  up  the  resistance  of  physically  sub- 
normal school  children. 

The  forty-nine  classes  now  in  operation  in  the  State  were  visited 
and  reports  embodying  suggestions  for  raising  the  standards  of  their 
work  were  sent  to  the  superintendents  of  schools  and  school  medical 
inspectors  in  charge  of  these  classes.  The  State  Department  of 
Education,  impressed  with  the  constructive  character  of  this  activity, 
has  agreed  to  put  into  its  requests  for  funds  for  next  year  provision 
for  a  full-time  worker  to  develop  and  expand  this  fresh  air  class  work. 

A  fresh  air  school  for  tuberculous  children  was  provided  by  the 
educational  authorities  of  Schenectady  in  cooperation  with  our  local 
committee. 

7.  Service  as  an  Employment  Exchange  for  Trained  Tuberculosis 
Workers.  Our  Committee  has  continued  to  function  as  a  free  employ- 
ment exchange  for  trained  tuberculosis  workers.  Requests  were 
received  from  local  public  and  private  tuberculosis  and  health  agencies 
for  assistance  in  securing  executive  secretaries,  visiting  nurses  and 
medical  men  for  superintendents  of  tuberculosis  hospitals.  Consid- 
erable time  and  effort  were  devoted  to  interesting  workers  in  such 
positions  which  entailed  interviewing  many  applicants,  securing  state- 
ments of  their  training  and  experience  and  corresponding  with  their 
references. 

Three  new  executive  secretaries  were  obtained  for  our  local  com- 
mittees and  seven  vacancies  in  existing  positions  were  filled.  Six  new 
visiting  nursing  positions  and  two  existing  vacancies  in  the  service 
were  filled  through  our  office.  Assistance  was  rendered  in  filling  three 
medical  superintendences  of  tuberculosis  hospitals. 

8.  Publicity  and  Education.  The  Committee  continued  its  press 
service,  sending  forty-eight  news  bulletins  and  articles  for  editorial 
comment  to  daily  and  weekly  newspapers.  Thirty-eight  stories  on  the 
work  of  the  Committee  were  also  furnished  to  the  "  S.  C.  A.  A.  News." 
the  official  publication  of  the  Association.  The  members  of  the  staff, 
as  they  went  about  the  State  carrying  on  their  work,  availed  them- 
selves of  numerous  opportunities  to  put  before  the  public,  through  the 
local  press,  the  health  message  of  the  Committee. 

The  system  of  health  education  of  school  children,  known  as  the 
Modern  Health  Crusade,  has  been  continued  by  our  local  organiza- 
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tions  under  the  stimulus  and  leadership  of  our  Committee.  This 
method  of  training  the  youth  in  daily  health  habits  along  sound  peda- 
gogical lines  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  fruitful  methods  of  health 
education  devised  in  recent  years. 

Many  requests  have  been  received  from  our  local  organizations  and 
from  state  and  local  health  and  social  welfare  agencies  for  speakers, 
motion  pictures,  lantern  slides,  posters  and  literature,  and  these  have 
been  supplied  or  cleared  through  our  office. 

9.  Cooperation  with  State  and  Local  Public  and  Private  Tubercu- 
losis and  Public  Health  Agencies.  The  Committee  has  continued  its 
service  as  a  clearing  house  of  information  and  as  a  bureau  of  advice 
and  assistance  for  state  and  local  public  and  private  tuberculosis,  health 
and  social  welfare  agencies.  Conferences  have  been  held  between 
members  of  the  staff  and  representatives  of  the  State  Department  of 
Health ;  State  Department  of  Education ;  and  of  local  health  and  edu- 
cational departments ;  of  local  and  divisional  Red  Cross  officials ;  with 
legislative  committees ;  county  boards  of  supervisors  and  with  public 
and  private  relief  organizations. 

10.  Legislation.  The  Committee  took  an  active  part  in  securing 
state-wide  interest  in,  and  organizing  public  sentiment  for.  the  legis- 
lation known  as  the  Health  Center  Bill.  The  measure  was  drafted 
by  the  State  Health  Department  with  the  advice  and  assistance  of 
its  Public  Health  Council.  The  primary  purpose  of  the  bill  was  to 
meet  the  problem  of  unattended  sickness  in  country  districts  by  pro- 
viding better  medical,  diagnostic,  and  laboratory  facilities.  At  the 
same  time  the  measure  would  also  mean  better  care  of  the  sick  and 
more  effective  prevention  of  disease  in  the  cities. 

The  bill  was  considered  of  epoch-making  importance  and  com- 
manded immediate  public  interest  and  general  approval.  Unfor- 
tunately, it  has  been  introduced  late  in  the  session  and  enough  time 
was  not  left  before  adjournment  for  thorough  consideration  and  for 
clarifying  amendments.  As  the  matter  stands,  there  is  wide-spread 
and  general  agreement  that  its  fundamental  and  essential  features  arc- 
sound.  The  Committee  has  helped  to  maintain  a  public  discussion  of 
the  measure  during  the  year  with  the  expectation  that  it  will  be  intro- 
duced and  brought  up  for  more  thorough-going  consideration  at  the 
1921  session  of  the  Legislature. 

11.  The  Sale  of  the  Christmas  Seals;  An  Educational  and  Financial 
Campaign.  The  1919  sale  of  the  Christmas  seals  exceeded  all  previous 
records.   A  total  of  $373,180  worth  of  the  seals  were  sold,  as  compared 
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with  $176,666  in  the  last  preceding  sale,  that  of  1917,  an  increase  of 
111  per  cent.  This  was  the  largest  gross  sale  of  seals  in  the  United 
States ;  it  was  also  the  third  largest  per  capita  sale,  surpassing  in  this 
respect  all  states  having  upwards  of  450,000  population.  Larger  per 
capita  sales  were  had  only  in  such  small  states  as  New  Hampshire 
and  Delaware.  A  table  compiled  by  the  National  Tuberculosis  Asso- 
ciation, of  the  per  capita  sale  of  seals  made  by  the  various  state  tuber- 
culosis organizations  shows  that  while  our  Association's  Committee 
on  Tuberculosis  and  Public  Health  stands  third  on  the  list  with  a  per 
capita  sale  of  7.9  seals,  the  Pennsylvania  organization  stands  twenty- 
eight  on  the  list,  with  a  per  capita  of  3.6  seals ;  Ohio,  29th  on  the 
list  with  a  per  capita  sale  of  3.4  seals;  Massachusetts,  31st  on  the  list 
with  a  per  capita  of  3.1  seals ;  Missouri,  32nd,  with  a  per  capita  of  3.1 
seals  and  Illinois,  33rd,  with  a  per  capita  of  3.0  seals.  The  sale  of 
seals  in  New  York  City,  which  was  conducted  independently  of  our 
sale  in  the  rest  of  the  State,  brought  in  $341,873.  New  York  City 
stands  8th  on  the  list  with  a  per  capita  of  6.1  seals. 

Aside  from  its  remarkable  results  in  the  way  of  financial  support 
for  the  work  of  the  local,  state  and  national  tuberculosis  organizations, 
the  Christmas  seal  campaign  was  extremely  effective  from  an  edu- 
cational standpoint.  It  provided  the  occasion  for  a  very  wide-spread 
consideration  and  discussion  of  the  tuberculosis  problem  through  the 
medium  of  the  press,  the  pulpit,  the  motion  picture  screen,  the  schools 
and  the  fraternal,  labor,  church,  benevolent,  commercial  and  social 
organizations. 

Report  of  Inspections  of  County  Tuberculosis  Hospitals  Made 
During  the  Fiscal  Year  Ended  June  30,  1920,  by  the 
Staff  of  the  Tuberculosis  Committee  of  the 
State  Charities  Aid  Association 

The  twenty-eight  county  tuberculosis  hospitals  were  visited  and 
inspected  during  the  past  fiscal  year  by  various  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  and  Public  Health,  including  two 
physicians  widely  experienced  in  sanatorium  work,  Drs.  Stanley  L. 
Wang  and  Elliott  Washburn. 

Reports  of  visits  and  inspections  embodying  recommendations  were 
sent  to  the  various  hospital  superintendents  and  to  the  individual 
members  of  the  boards  of  managers.  Action  taken  as  to  previous 
recommendations  was  noted  and  further  action  urged  where  necessary.

The  superintendents  and  members  of  the  boards  of  managers  of  the 
hospitals  were  also  visited  a  short  time  before  the  beginning  of  the 
current  fiscal  year  of  their  institutions  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
them  in  making  up  their  annual  budgets. 

A  model  accounting  and  budget  system  was  devised  and  recom- 
mended to  the  State  Comptroller  for  consideration  for  u  e  in  the 
hospitals. 

A  two  days'  conference  of  superintendents  and  managers  of  the 
county  and  other  local  tuberculosis  hospitals  was  arranged  at  Syra- 
cuse, June  1  and  2.  The  program  included  addresses  by  State  Health 
Commissioner.  H.  M.  Biggs,  M.  D.,  and  Homer  Folks,  Secretary  of 
the  State  Charities  Aid  Association,  and  a  number  of  round-table 
discussions  of  hospital  problems  by  the  superintendents  and  managers. 

Many  of  the  hospitals  were  also  visited  frequently  by  the  local 
executive  secretaries  of  the  county  committees  of  the  Association. 

Broome  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital 

This  hospital  is  located  about  one-half  mile  from  the  Chenango 
Bridge  railroad  station,  five  miles  from  Binghamton.  The  site  com- 
mands a  charming  view  of  the  Chenango  River  valley  and  surrounding 
country.  The  hospital  was  opened  for  patients  during  the  latter  months 
of  1919,  and  has  a  capacity  of  seventy-eight  patients.  The  institution 
consists  of  three  buildings :  the  administration  building  and  the 
pavilions  for  male  and  female  patients.  These  buildings  are  of  a 
modern  type  of  construction  and  are  being  completely  equipped  with 
modern  appliances.  This  hospital  replaces  the  Mountain  Sanatorium 
which  was  of  inadequate  capacity,  poorly  located,  and  architecturally 
unfitted  for  the  purpose.  Four  inspections  were  made  by  members 
of  the  stafT  during  the  year.  In  response  to  a  telegraphic  request, 
Dr.  Wang,  the  Committee's  sanatorium  advisor,  visited  the  hospital 
during  October,  1919,  to  offer  suggestions  and  assistance  in  choosing 
equipment  and  establishing  the  administrative  organization. 

The  following  recommendations  were  made  and  all  but  the  first 
one  have  been  carried  out :  a  full  time  resident  medical  superintendent ; 
a  new  system  of  medical  charts  and  records ;  a  list  of  emplovees  neces- 
sary to  operate  the  institution ;  furniture  for  the  nurses'  reception 
room,  the  general  offices,  reception  room  of  the  administration  build- 
ing, the  helps'  sitting-room  and  the  patients'  recreation  rooms ;  dressers 
for  patients'  lockers ;  patients'  reclining  chairs ;  and  an  increase  in  the 
facilities  for  amusements  and  diversions. 

Dr.  Blinn  A.  Ruell  of  I'inghamton  i<  the  medical  superintendent, 
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having  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  A.  W.  Stoutenburgh.  He  is  non-resident  and  devotes  only  a 
part  of  his  time  to  the  work.  The  most  urgent  need  of  this  hospital  is 
a  full  time  resident  medical  superintendent.  This  recommendation 
was  not  carried  out  by  those  in  charge  of  this  hospital.  Other  unfilled 
needs  of  '^e  institution  are  a  complete  accounting  system ;  laboratory 
and  X-ray  equipment ;  and  instruments  for  minor  surgical  and  throat 
work. 

Miss  Margaret  A.  Hand  is  the  hospital's  county  visiting  nurse. 

Catarmcgus  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital  (Rocky  Crest  Sanatorium) 
This  hospital,  capacity  24  beds,  was  inspected  four  times  during 
the  year. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Stygall  has  been  appointed  resident  medical  superintendent 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  J.  N.  Elliott.  Dr. 
Stygall  has  had  previous  tuberculosis  sanatorium  experience  at  Saranac 
Lake,  N.  Y.,  and  in  the  Tuberculosis  Division  of  the  Medical  Corps 
of  the  United  States  Army  during  the  recent  war.  Upon  the  request 
of  the  hospital's  board  of  managers,  members  of  the  staff  of  our 
Association  assisted  in  interviewing  the  candidates  for  the  position 
of  superintendent  and  in  selecting  the  present  incumbent. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  successful  one  despite  difficulties  arising 
from  administrative  changes,  labor  turnover  and  the  lapse  of  inter- 
urban  trolley  car  service  due  to  a  strike.  The  hospital  is  usually 
filled  with  patients  now  and  there  is  a  list  of  patients  awaiting  admis- 
sion. The  public  has  a  good  opinion  of  the  institution.  The  super- 
intendent is  the  examining  physician  at  the  weekly  clinic  held  at  the 
tuberculosis  dispensary  at  Olean.1  Occasional  tuberculosis  clinics 
were  recommended  for  the  population  centers  outside  of  Olean  and 
those  are  being  conducted  by  the  superintendent  with  the  assistance 
of  the  county  nurse  employed  by  the  hospital.  Equipment  for  a 
laboratory  and  X-ray  apparatus  have  been  recommended  and  -•re 
under  consideration.  The  outstanding  need  is  a  separate  building  for 
the  staff  and  employees. 

Miss  M.  Wilson  is  the  hospital's  county  visiting  nurse.  Miss  Wilson 
was  formerly  head  nurse  of  the  Oswego  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital. 

Chemung  Comity  Tuberculosis  Hospital 

This  hospital  was  visited  twice  during  the  past  year.  It  is  an 
attractive  and  well  kept  institution. 
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The  capacity  for  patients  has  been  increased  from  25  to  30  by 
equipping  a  shack  in  the  rear  of  the  hospital  for  male  ambulant 
patients.  This  increase  has  been  taken  up  and  there  is  still  a  need 
for  more  beds  for  bed  patients.  A  linen  room  has  been  fitted  for 
use  as  a  patient's  room ;  a  Ford  runabout  has  been  obtained  for  the 
county  nurse ;  a  portable  garage  has  been  purchased ;  the  hospital 
grounds  have  been  improved  and  a  part  has  been  drained ;  a  sterilizing 
dish-washer  has  been  installed ;  a  dumb-waiter  has  been  built  between 
the  kitchen  and  the  second  floor;  the  hospital  interior  has  been  painted ; 
linen  closets  have  been  constructed  and  moulding  has  been  placed 
around  the  baseboard  throughout  the  building. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1919  the  bed  capacity  for 
patients  was  utilized  to  89%,  an  increase  of  9 Jo  over  the  part  of  the 
previous  fiscal  year.  The  daily  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  of 
patients  was  stated  to  have  been  $2.12,  a  decrease  of  $.15  from  the 
part  of  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

The  need  for  a  county  nurse  was  recognized  and  Mrs.  Bertha 
Tayntor  has  been  appointed.  Another  outstanding  need  is  a  system 
of  occasional  tuberculosis  clinics.  The  superintendent  is  investigating 
methods  of  conducting  them. 

Chenango  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.     (Brookside  Crest  Sana- 
torium) * 

This  hospital,  capacity  22  beds,  was  visited  twice.  It  was  found 
to  have  been  utilized  by  patients  during  its  past  fiscal  year  to  only 
60%  of  its  capacity.  The  reason  that  more  tuberculosis  patients 
of  this  county  do  not  avail  themselves  of  treatment  at  this  hospital 
is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  lack  of  a  county  nurse  to  search  out  patients 
with  tuberculosis  and  promote  their  admission  to  the  institution. 
This  need  has  been  pointed  out  several  times  to  the  superintendent 
and  the  members  of  the  board  of  managers ;  also  the  mandatory  char- 
acter of  the  law  regarding  the  employment  of  county  nurses  has 
been  brought  to  their  attention. 

A  county  tuberculosis  committee  will  be  organized  soon  and  steps 
will  be  taken  to  inform  the  people  of  this  county  regarding  the  needs 
of  this  institution,  its  facilities  and  possibilities. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  improvements  were  made :  the 
construction  of  a  dishwashing  closet;  the  installation  of  a  dumb- 
waiter ;  painting  and  dustproofing  the  basement ;  obtaining  a  grapho- 
phone,  pictures  and  books;  and  an  orchard  of  110  trees  was  set  out 
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Needs  of  the  hospital  are,  in  addition  to  the  county  nurse,  occa- 
sional clinics  throughout  the  county ;  painting  of  the  hospital  buildings, 
and  grading  and  improvement  of  the  grounds. 

The  daily  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  October  31,  1919,  was  stated  to  be  $1.88,  a  decrease  of 
$.86  from  the  part  of  the  previous  fiscal  year. 


Monroe  County  Tuberculosis  H'ospital.     (Monroe  County  Tubercu- 
losis Sanatorium) 

Three  visits  were  made  to  this  hospital,  capacity  235  beds.  It  was 
the  impression  of  the  visitors  that  it  is  a  well  administered  institu- 
tution.  The  high  regard  in  which  the  care  and  treatment  at  this 
hospital  is  held  by  tuberculosis  patients  of  this  county  is  evidenced 
by  the  utilization  of  the  bed  capacity  during  the  past  year,  which  was 
93% .  This  is  about  the  extent  possible.  It  was  94%  during  the 
previous  year. 

During  the  past  year  an  additional  resident  physician  and  several 
nurses  were  added  to  the  personnel.  An  investigator  has  been  em- 
ployed to  ascertain  if  patients  or  those  legally  liable,  arc  able  to 
contribute  to  their  support.  The  porch  of  pavilion  C-2  has  been 
equipped  with  windows  and  is  used  for  the  reception  of  patients. 
The  establishment  of  a  reception  ward  had  been  previously  recom- 
mended by  this  Association.  The  old  frame  "  childrens'  pavilion  "  has 
been  repaired  and  is  being  used  for  child  patients.  The  X-ray  plant 
has  been  improved  by  the  purchase  of  two  Coolidge  tubes,  screens,  and 
an  auto-transformer.  An  occupational  therapy  instructor  has  been 
added  to  the  stafT.  Her  salary  is  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Associa- 
tion of  Rochester  and  Monroe  County.  The  physicians  of  the  hos- 
pital have  been  examiners  at  occasional  clinics  conducted  in  a  number 
of  villages  throughout  the  county.  They  have  also  continued  to 
furnish  the  medical  service  for  the  tuberculosis  dispensary  in  Roches- 
ter.   The  hospital  employs  two  county  visiting  nurses. 

The  chief  needs  are:  a  new  pavilion  for  children;  an  increase  in 
the  capacity  for  adult  patients ;  and  the  installation  of  electric  gen- 
erators. 

The  daily  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  Sept.  30th,  1919  was  said  to  have  been  $2.37  (exclusive 
of  construction).  In  the  previous  fiscal  year  the  average  cost  per 
patient  per  day  was  stated  to  have  been  $2.14. 
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Fulton  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.    (Summit  View  Sanatorium) 

This  hospital,  capacity  26  beds,  was  visited  twice  during  the  past 
year.  It  was  clean  and  in  good  order.  The  utilization  of  the  bed 
capacity  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1919  was  75%,  a 
decrease  of  9%  from  the  previous  fiscal  year.  It  is  believed  that  this 
lack  of  patronage  of  the  hospital  is  due  to  the  failure  to  employ  a 
county  nurse.  Energetic  efforts  are  being  made  to  demonstrate  the 
need  for  such  nurse  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  it  is  probable 
that  an  appropriation  for  her  employment  will  be  made  at  the  close 
of  the  present  fiscal  year. 

During  the  past  year  the  barn,  which  has  long  been  located  in  a 
place  where  it  was  unsightly,  was  removed  and  reconstructed  on  a 
new  site.  Parts  of  the  interior  of  the  hospital  have  been  repainted.  A 
new  chicken  house  has  been  built.  The  road  from  the  sanatorium 
to  the  state  road  has  been  improved. 

The  medical  superintendent  has  assisted  in  the  medical  examinations 
at  the  occasional  tuberculosis  clinics  conducted  by  the  Fulton  County 
Tuberculosis  Committee  throughout  the  county. 

The  chief  needs  of  the  hospital,  in  addition  to  the  employment  of 
a  county  nurse,  are :  a  children's  pavilion  and  a  comprehensive  plan 
of  amusements  and  diversions  for  patients. 

The  daily  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1919  was  stated  to  have  been  $2.05, 
an  increase  of  if. 34  over  the  previous  year. 

Montgomery  Comity  Tuberculosis  Hospital.     (Montgomery  Sana- 
torium) 

This  hospital,  capacity  38  beds,  was  visited  three  times  during  the 
past  year.  It  appeared  much  the  same  as  when  previously  visited. 
The  hospital  is  usually  filled  with  patients  and  frequently  there  is  a 
list  of  patients  awaiting  admission.  The  popularity  of  the  institution 
is  evidenced  by  the  utilization  of  the  bed  capacity  by  patients  which 
was  90%,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1919,  an  increase 
of  15%  over  the  previous  year.  The  daily  per  capita  cost  of  main- 
tenance of  patients  for  the  same  period  was  stated  to  have  been 
$2.10,  a  decrease  of  $.25  from  the  preceding  year. 

During  the  past  year,  the  capacity  has  been  slightly  increased  by  a 
rearrangement  of  patient  beds.  An  auxiliary  water  pump  has  been 
installed.  An  X-ray  equipment  has  been  obtained.  A  card  index 
system  of  recording  patients'  data  has  replaced  the  loose  leaf  system 
in  former  use.    An  appropriation  has  been  made  for  interior  paint- 
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ing  and  plastering,  for  removing  the  older  part  of  the  barn,  and  for 
reconstructing  a  part  into  a  garage.  The  medical  superintendent  has 
been  one  of  the  examining  physicians  at  occasional  clinics  in  Mont- 
gomery and  in  nearby  counties.  Miss  Catherine  Kenney  has  been 
employed  as  county  nurse. 

The  needs  of  this  hospital  are :  the  construction  of  the  "  West 
Pavilion  "  for  twenty  additional  patients,  fire  escapes  for  the  patients' 
building  and  a  vegetable  cellar. 

Niagara  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.    (Niagara  Sanatorium) 

This  hospital  has  completed  its  first  fiscal  year.  During  this  time 
and  the  ensuing  nine  months  an  efficient  administration  has  been 
developed,  and  the  number  of  unoccupied  beds  has  decreased.  The 
capacity  of  the  hospital  is  132  patients.  There  is  a  need  for  addi- 
tional beds  for  bed-ridden  patients.  The  institution  was  inspected 
three  times  during  the  year. 

Important  recommendations  made  at  the  time  of  the  initial  survey, 
which  have  been  carried  out  are :  the  employment  of  a  county  nurse ; 
follow-up  work  of  discharged  cases ;  employment  of  a  matron ;  a 
store  room  inventory  system ;  an  X-ray  equipment ;  improvement  of 
the  grounds  and  interior  appearance  of  the  buildings ;  employment  of 
a  teacher  for  children  patients  and  the  holding  of  fire  drills.  Other 
recommendations  which  have  not  yet  been  carried  out  are:  (1)  in- 
creasing the  number  of  beds  for  infirmary  patients;  (2)  constructing 
a  recreation  room  for  male  ambulant  patients  in  the  basement  of  the 
building  for  these  patients;  (3)  employment  of  a  dentist  to  visit  the 
institution  regularly;  and  (4)  the  organization  of  an  entertainment 
committee  to  promote  entertainments  for  patients. 

Other  urgent  needs  of  this  institution  are :  an  assistant  physician ; 
a  laboratory  and  X-ray  technician ;  a  children's  playground  with  the 
necessary  equipment ;  and  occupational  therapy. 

During  the  past  year,  occasional  clinics  have  been  conducted  through- 
out the  county  at  which  the  superintendent  has  been  examining 
physician.  An  appropriation  has  been  obtained  for  the  construction 
of  a  nurses'  home  and  plans  for  it  are  being  drawn. 

Miss  Marion  Sheehan  has  been  employed  as  county  visiting  nurse. 

For  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  October  31,  1919,  the  utilization 
of  the  bed  capacity  by  patients  was  49%.  The  low  utilization  is  due 
to  this  being  the  first  fiscal  year.  The  daily  per  capita  cost  of  main- 
tenance for  this  period  was  stated  to  have  been  $1.85.

Oneida  County  Hospital  for  Care  of  the  Sick 

This  institution,  capacity  100  beds  for  tuberculosis  and  100  beds  for 
general  cases,  was  visited  twice  during  the  past  year.  It  was  clean 
and  in  good  order. 

This  hospital,  as  has  been  previously  noted,  is  handicapped  by  its 
location,  being  immediately  adjacent  to  the  almshouse,  and  by  the.  type 
of  its  architecture,  which  is  not  at  all  in  keeping  with  modern  ideas 
of  tuberculosis  hospital  construction.  It  is  believed  that  the  large 
wards  may  be  made  more  attractive  for  patients  by  partitioning  them 
into  smaller  wards  and  some  individual  rooms.  This  could  be  done 
economically  with  wall  board  and  it  would  modify  the  serious  draw- 
back of  the  present  ward  arrangement. 

In  1918  the  following  recommendations  were  made  after  the  initial 
survey:  (a)  the  employment  of  a  county  nurse;  (b)  the  establish- 
ment of  a  tuberculosis  dispensary  at  Rome;  (c)  obtaining  greater 
co-operation  between  the  Utica  free  dispensary  and  the  hospital;  (d) 
the  holding  of  occasional  clinics  in  the  villages  and  rural  sections  of 
the  county.  These  have  been  carried  out  during  the  past  year  and 
undoubtedly  are  bringing  about  improved  service  to  the  tuberculosis 
population  of  this  county. 

Other  recommendations  in  addition  to  the  partitioning  of  the  large 
wards  are :  the  construction  of  a  building  for  children  patients ;  the 
appointment  of  an  assistant  medical  superintendent  with  previous  ex- 
perience in  tuberculosis  sanatorium  work  to  care  for  tuberculosis 
patients  exclusively  and  to  act  as  examining  physician  at  the  occasional 
tuberculosis  clinics  held  in  various  parts  of  the  county ;  and  the  ap- 
pointment of  an  occupational  therapy  instructor. 

Miss  Elizabeth  L.  Frank  has  been  appointed  county  visiting  nurse 
and  an  automobile  has  been  purchased  for  her  work. 

The  utilization  of  the  bed  capacity  of  this  hospital  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  October  31,  1919  was  60%,  a  decrease  of  4%  from  the 
previous  year.  The  daily  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients 
was  stated  to  have  ben  $1.71,  an  increase  of  $.23. 

Onondaga  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.    (Onondaga  Sanatorium) 

This  hospital,  capacity  100  beds,  was  inspected  three  times  during 
the  past  year. 

The  hospital  year  has  been  a  successful  one.  The  greatest  needs, 
which  were  pointed  out  in  the  initial  survey,  are  two  pavilions — one 
for  children  and  one  for  adult  patients.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
has  appropriated  $200,000,  plans  have  been  drawn  and  the  contracts 
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for  construction  will  soon  be  let.  The  employment  of  a  county  nurse 
was  also  recommended.  An  appropriation  for  her  salary  and  expenses 
has  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  each  year  for  the  past 
four  years,  but  no  appointment  of  such  a  nurse  has  been  made  yet 
by  the  superintendent.  A  garage  was  constructed  which  will  accom- 
modate four  cars.  The  auditorium  has  been  repaired.  An  auxiliary 
was  organized  to  provide  entertainments  and  amusements  for  patients. 

Occasional  clinics  have  been  conducted  in  the  rural  sections  by  the 
Onondaga  County  Tuberculosis  Committee  with  the  hospital  superin- 
tendent assisting  in  the  medical  examinations. 

The  New  York  State  Association  of  Managers  and  Superintendents 
of  Local  Tuberculosis  Hospitals  held  their  spring  meeting  in  Syracuse 
and,  upon  the  invitation  and  request  of  the  board  of  managers,  the 
sessions  of  the  second  day  were  held  at  this  sanatorium. 

The  utilization  of  the  bed  capacity  of  the  hospital  by  patients  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1919  was  97%,  an  increase  of 
6%  over  the  previous  period,  and  the  daily  per  capita  cost  of  main- 
tenance of  patients  including  all  expenditures,  during  the  periods  was 
stated  to  have  been  $2.56,  a  decrease  of  $.23. 

Ontario  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.    (Oakmount  Sanatorium) 

Three  visits  were  made  to  this  hospital,  capacity  22  beds,  during 
the  past  year. 

The  year  has  been  an  eventful  one  for  this  institution.  The  advent 
of  full  time  resident  medical  attendance  has  brought  about  a  reorgan- 
ization of  the  hospital  methods  and  administration  which  should 
modernize  the  care  and  treatment.  This  institution  was  one  of  the 
first  county  tuberculosis  hospitals  established  in  the  state,  and  the 
effort  to  bring  about  these  improvements  has  long  been  overdue. 
One  of  the  first  steps  taken  has  been  the  transfer  of  children  patients 
to  a  pavilion  attached  to  the  Thompson  Memorial  Hospital  in  Canan- 
daigua.  The  reason  for  the  transfer  was  that  there  were  no  educa- 
tional or  other  facilities  for  children  at  Oakmount. 

At  present  the  superintendent  lives  in  the  neighboring  village  of 
East  Bloomfield  pending  the  erection  of  a  residence  on  the  hospital 
grounds.  It  is  planned  to  then  move  the  county  pathological  labora- 
tory to  the  hospital  in  order  to  permit  the  superintendent  to  combine 
more  advantageously  the  position  of  county  pathologist  with  that  of 
hospital  administrator. 

During  the  past  year  the  Ontario  County  Tuberculosis  Committee 
has  conducted  a  series  of  occasional  clinics  throughout  the  county,  at 
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which  the  superintendent  has  been  one  of  the  medical  examiners. 
Miss  Anna  M.  Suter  continues  as  the  county  visiting  nurse  and  has 
helped  organize  the  clinics. 

In  response  to  a  request  from  the  superintendent,  the  sanatorium 
advisor  of  this  Association  recently  visited  the  hospital  and  made 
the  following  recommendations :  the  county  visiting  nurse  should 
work  under  the  direction  of  the  county  hospital  superintendent  as 
provided  in  the  county  law ;  the  present  system  of  patients'  charts 
and  other  medical  records  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  and  modern 
system  ;  a  new  financial  accounting  system  ;  a  locker  or  a  dresser  should 
be  bought  for  each  patient ;  a  diet  kitchen  and  record  room  should  be 
arranged  on  the  first  and  second  floors  of  the  main  building ;  a  dining 
room  for  nurses  should  be  provided ;  cleaning  utensil  cupboards ; 
annual  medical  and  financial  reports  should  be  made  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors ;  and  a  patients'  trunk  room  should  be  provided  in  the 
basement. 

The  daily  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1919  was  stated  to  have  been  $1.73,  an  increase 
of  $.29  over  the  previous  year  ;  and  the  utilization  of  the  bed  capacity 
of  the  hospital  by  patients  was  95%  which  was  an  increase  of  22% 
over  the  preceding  period. 

Orange  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.    (Odell  Memorial  Sanatorium) 

This  hospital,  capacity  48  beds,  was  visited  twice  during  the  past 
year. 

Dr.  Raymond  A.  Miller,  who  has  long  been  superintendent,  resigned 
and  Dr.  M.  Waterbury  has  been  appointed  acting  superintendent. 
Dr.  Waterbury 's  position  is  the  same  as  Dr.  Miller's  was,  being  non- 
resident and  part  time.  The  need  for  a  full  time  resident  medical 
superintendent  has  been  stressed  by  this  Association.  The  present 
time  seems  especially  opportune  for  the  adoption  of  this  policy. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  have  repeatedly  refused  the  request  of 
the  hospital's  board  of  managers  for  an  appropriation  for  the  em- 
ployment of  a  county  visiting  nurse.  The  acute  need  for  a  county 
visiting  nurse  was  never  more  apparent  than  at  the  present  time. 
This  hospital  was  utilized  by  patients  to  only  69%  of  its  capacity 
during  the  past  fiscal  year  which  is  equivalent  to  a  daily  average  of 
15  unoccupied  beds  out  of  a  total  of  48  beds.  It  was  utilized  less 
by  patients  during  the  past  year  than  during  either  of  the  two  previous 
years.    The  lack  of  patients  is  largely  due  to  there  being  no  county 
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nurse  to  search  out  patients  and  promote  their  admission  to  the 
hospital. 

Regular  monthly  clinic  service  in  Newburgh  with  an  examining 
physician  from  this  Association  has  recently  been  provided  by  the 
Newburgh  Anti-Tuberculosis  Committee.  This  has  resulted  in  an 
increased  attendance  of  patients  at  the  dispensary  and  some  use  of  the 
examiner's  services  as  a  consultant  by  local  physicians.  The  dis- 
pensary is  now  leading  a  greater  number  of  patients  to  seek  treatment 
in  the  sanatorium.  Occasional  clinic  service  should  be  provided  for 
all  sections  of  the  county  outside  Newburgh  and  Middletown. 

The  daily  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  Oct.  31,  1919  was  stated  to  have  been  $1.67,  an 
increase  of  $.44  over  the  previous  year. 

Oswego  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.    (Oswego  County  Sanatorium) 

Three  inspections  of  this  hospital  were  made  during  the  past 
year. 

It  is  the  impression  of  the  visitors  that  the  institution  is  making 
favorable  progress.  The  capacity  of  the  hospital  has  been  increased 
from  45  to  64  patients.  The  added  beds  have  been  filled  and  there 
is  a  list  of  patients  awaiting  admission.  There  is  an  increasing  num- 
ber of  the  county's  tuberculosis  population  who  show  no  hesitancy  in 
availing  themselves  of  the  care  and  treatment  at  this  hospital. 

Improvements  made  during  the  past  year  were :  equipping  the  third 
story  of  the  men's  building  for  sixteen  additional  patients ;  arranging 
recreation  rooms  in  the  basement  of  the  main  building  and  in  the 
room  formerly  used  as  a  director's  room ;  increasing  the  heating  plant ; 
setting  out  flower  beds;  grading  the  grounds  and  holding  regular 
religious  services. 

Outstanding  needs  are :  a  nurses'  home ;  an  automobile  for  the 
county  visiting  nurse ;  and  a  program  of  occupations,  amusements, 
and  diversions. 

Mrs.  Florence  Welch  of  Fulton  continues  as  county  nurse. 

The  utilization  of  the  bed  capacity  by  patients  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  October  31,  1919  was  98%,  an  increase  of  24%  over 
the  previous  year;  and  the  daily  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  of 
patients  for  this  period  was  stated  to  have  been  $2.23,  a  decrease 
of  $.24. 
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Otsego  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital  (Otsego  County  Sanatorium) 
This  institution,  capacity  27  beds,  was  visited  twice  during  the  past 
year.  It  has  completed  its  first  fiscal  year.  In  this  time,  it  has 
developed  into  an  efficient  institution,  in  which  the  atmosphere  is 
one  of  cheerful  comfort. 

It  is  urgently  necessary  that  those  in  charge  of  this  sanatorium 
endeavor  to  extend  the  hospital  service  and  its  teachings  throughout 
the  county.  This  can  be  done  by  a  system  of  occasional  clinics  and 
by  a  comprehensive  campaign  of  educational  work.  A  promising  be- 
ginning has  been  made  along  these  lines,  a  series  of  clinics  having 
recently  been  instituted  by  the  hospital  superintendent,  assisted  by  the 
county  nurse,  and  educational  work  having  been  started  by  the  execu- 
tive secretary  of  the  Otsego  County  Tuberculosis  Committee.  A 
patients'  recreation  room  and  further  improvement  of  the  grounds 
are  other  outstanding  needs. 

Improvements  this  year  are :  an  additional  bath  tub  has  been  in- 
stalled in  the  second  floor  of  the  hospital  building;  the  fire  escapes 
have  been  improved;  and  a  road  has  been  built  from  the  sanatorium 
to  the  highway. 

Miss  Carrie  Ennis  of  Schenevus  is  the  county  visiting  nurse,  having 
been  employed  since  May,  1919. 

The  utilization  of  the  bed  capacity  by  patients  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  October  31,  1919  was  62%  and  the  daily  per  capita  cost 
of  maintenance  of  patients  was  $2.00. 

Rockland  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital 

This  new  hospital  was  opened  for  patients  in  October  1919.  It  is 
located  one-half  mile  north-east  of  Summit  Park  on  a  site  of  126 
acres.  It  has  a  capacity  of  48  beds  and  the  estimated  cost  was  $120,000. 
A  survey  of  the  institution  was  made  on  December  30th  and  Janu- 
ary 7th. 

The  sanatorium  appears  to  be  well  planned  except  there  is  need  of 
a  building  for  employees'  quarters.  Also  it  is  probable  that  the 
number  of  beds  available  for  bed  patients  will  prove  insufficient. 

The  hospital  has  a  full  time  resident  medical  superintendent,  Dr. 
E.  H.  Restin,  who  was  formerly  on  the  resident  medical  staff's  of  the 
Onondaga  Sanatorium  at  Syracuse  and  the  Loomis  Sanatorium  at 
Liberty. 

Needs  and  defects  revealed  by  the  survey  were  that  the  salary  of 
the  county  nurse  was  not  adequate  for  holding  a  worker  and  that  an 
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automobile  should  be  provided  for  her  work  ;  occasional  clinics  should 
be  conducted  throughout  the  county ;  a  consulting  staff  should  be 
appointed;- a  follow-up  system  should  be  devised;  the  employment  of 
a  dentist ;  enlarging  the  record  system ;  increased  toilet  facilities  for 
the  help ;  additional  fire  protection  and  the  improvement  of  the  appear- 
ance of  the  institution.  These  recommendations  were  embodied  in  a 
report  which  was  appreciatively  received  by  the  superintendent  and 
members  of  the  board  of  managers. 

The  daily  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients  was  estimated 
in  January  1920,  to  be  $2.25. 

Schenectady  County  Hospital.     (Glenridge  Sanatorium) 

This  hospital,  capacity  112  beds,  was  visited  three  times  during  the 
past  year.  Full  time  resident  medical  service  is  still  the  outstanding 
need  at  this  institution.  This  has  been  recommended  for  the  past 
five  years  but  the  board  of  managers  have  not  yet  taken  affirmative 
action.  Their  inaction  in  regard  to  meeting  this  all  important  need  has 
retarded  the  development  of  the  county's  tuberculosis  hospital  service 
and  has  kept  this  hospital  from  being  among  the  most  progressive 
institutions  of  its  kind  in  the  state. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  superintendent  to  the  board  of  man- 
agers at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31.  1919.  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations  were  made :  the  appointment  of  an  office 
assistant ;  the  appointment  of  a  county  visiting  nurse ;  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  extra  nurse  for  relief  duty;  the  purchase  of  a  carriage 
to  take  the  nurses  to  the  trolley  line;  the  purchase  of  a  refrigerator 
for  the  administration  building ;  the  appointment  of  a  Roman  Catholic 
chaplain ;  the  appointment  of  an  additional  sanatorium  laborer ;  the 
purchase  of  a  sterilizer  for  bed  pans ;  the  purchase  of  a  moving  pic- 
ture machine ;  increasing  the  illumination  of  the  hospital  grounds ; 
provision  of  an  isolation  room  in  the  building  for  advanced  cases ;  the 
appointment  of  a  general  utility  work  employee ;  the  appointment 
of  a  consulting  staff ;  and  the  appointment  of  a  sanatorium  dentist. 
Most  of  these  needs  and  defects  had  been  pointed  out  in  previous 
reports  and  in  the  initial  survey  of  this  hospital.  The  newspapers 
of  Schenectady  noted  the  recommendations  and  commented  favorably 
in  editorials  upon  them.  The  board  of  managers  has  also  discussed 
the  erection  of  a  cottage  for  the  superintendent  and  the  enlargement 
of  the  administration  building. 

During  the  past  year  the  roads  around  the  hospital  wen-  improved  ; 
the  sewage  disposal  plant  was  overhauled;  the  pump  was  repaired  and 
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plastering  done  where  needed.  The  County  Tuberculosis  Committee 
has  provided  an  occupational  therapy  instructor  for  a  two  months' 
period  of  demonstration,  which  has  not  yet  been  concluded. 

The  daily  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  October  31,  1919  was  stated  to  have  been  $1.67,  a  decrease 
of  $.02  from  the  previous  year.  The  utilization  of  the  bed  capacity  of 
the  hospital  for  this  year  was  72%,  a  decrease  of  16%  from  the 
previous  year. 

Steuben  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.    (Pleasant  Valley  Sanatorium) 

The  past  fiscal  year  was  this  institution's  first  complete  year.  Dur- 
ing this  time  the  hospital,  capacity  28  beds,  has  been  visited  twice. 

Dr.  Elliott  I.  Dorn,  the  medical  superintendent,  resigned  on  April 
1,  1919  to  accept  the  position  of  resident  medical  superintendent  at 
the  new  Chautauqua  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.  His  place  has 
been  filled  by  Dr.  C.  E.  Cobb.  For  eleven  years  Dr.  Cobb  was  in 
the  Army  and  Navy  Hospital  Corps,  after  which  he  became  assistant 
physician  at  the  Connecticut  State  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  at  Shelton. 
He  then  became  resident  physician  at  the  Brooklyn  Home  for  Con- 
sumptives, resigning  from  this  position  to  accept  the  appointment  as 
superintendent  of  the  Saint  Joseph  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital, 
South  Bend,  Indiana.  Mrs.  Cobb  has  been  appointed  head  nurse. 
She  has  had  previous  tuberculosis  hospital  experience  on  the  nursing 
staff  at  Sea  Vie^r  Hospital,  Staten  Island,  New  York  City,  and  as 
superintendent  of  nurses  at  the  Saint  Joseph  County  Tuberculosis  Hos- 
pital, South  Bend,  Indiana. 

During  the  past  year  the  value  of  the  hospital  has  been  demon- 
strated to  the  county.  Its  rapid  development  into  a  going  institution 
is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  employment  at  the  outset  of  an  experi- 
enced full  time  resident  medical  superintendent  and  to  the  interest  of 
its  board  of  managers.  The  hospital  authorities  have  been  very  suc- 
cessful in  extending  the  hospital's  service  and  teachings  to  patients 
outside  of  the  hospital  through  the  occasional  clinics  and  the  count v 
nursing  service.  During  the  year  731  persons  were  examined  at  the 
clinics  and  it  is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  county  nurse  that  121 
cases  of  tuberculosis  were  discovered.  In  July  1919,  the  records  of 
the  county  nurse  showed  an  increase  of  107  positive  cases  and  93 
suspected  cases  over  the  records  of  July  1918. 

The  chief  need  of  this  institution  as  revealed  from  its  compara- 
tively short  time  of  operation  is  an  increase  in  the  existing  facilities, 
namely,  additional  beds  especially  for  terminal  cases.    This  has  been 
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pointed  out  in  the  previous  year.  Other  needs  are :  an  additional 
county  nurse;  an  X-ray  equipment;  and  a  recreation  room. 

Miss  Hazel  I.  Stewart  is  the  county  nurse.  She  works  in  the 
county  outside  of  Hornell  and  Corning. 

The  daily  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  October  31,  1919  was  stated  to  have  been  $2.83  and  the 
utilization  of  bed  capacity  was  71%. 

Herkimer  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital 

This  hospital  is  not  yet  opened  for  patients.  It  is  located  about 
two  miles  from  Salisbury  Center.  It  will  have,  when  completed,  a 
capacity  of  64  patients.  Upon  the  request  of  the  board  of  managers, 
the  sanatorium  advisor  of  this  committee  visited  this  hospital  with 
the  Hospital  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  board 
of  managers  to  assist  them  in  choosing  a  superintendent  and  to  offer 
suggestions  regarding  the  selection  of  the  hospital  equipment. 

Dr.  P.  J.  Hirst,  the  superintendent  of  the  Saratoga  County  Tuber- 
culosis Hospital,  has  been  tendered  the  appointment  as  superintendent. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  have  been  requested  to  make  an  appro- 
priation for  the  erection  of  a  residence  for  the  superintendent. 

Occasional  tuberculosis  clinics  have  been  held  throughout  the  county 
under  the  direction  of  the  executive  secretary  of  the  County  Tuber- 
culosis Committee  and  the  county  nurse. 

Suffolk  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.    (Suffolk  Sanatorium) 

This  hospital,  capacity  46  beds,  was  visited  three  times  during  the 
past  year.  It  has  been  open  for  patients  since  July  11,  1916.  The 
efforts  of  the  board  of  managers  and  the  able  administration  of  the 
superintendent  have  developed  it  into  an  excellent  institution.  It  is 
usually  filled  with  patients  and  the  county  Board  of  Supervisors  have 
recently  granted  the  board  of  managers'  request  for  funds  with  which 
to  build  an  infirmary.  The  need  for  the  infirmary  was  made  plain 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  a  dinner  and  meeting  at  the  hospital 
which  was  well  attended.  Upon  invitation,  the  sanatorium  advisor 
of  our  Association  attended  this  meeting  and  told  of  the  hospital 
work  being  done  in  other  counties. 

According  to  the  hospital's  last  annual  report,  there  are  almost 
400  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  county.  It  is  obvious  that 
this  hospital,  with  its  capacity  of  46  patients,  is  able  to  care  for  but 
a  small  fraction  of  them.    The  aim  of  the  authorities  in  charge  of 
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this  institution  should  be  to  extend  the  hospital  service  to  the  people 
who  are  unable  to  enter  the  hospital.  The  teachings  and  standard 
principles  of  prophylaxis  and  care  of  tuberculosis  can  be  extended  to 
them  through  a  system  of  occasional  tuberculosis  clinics  in  the  centers 
of  population  over  the  entire  county  and  by  employing  an  additional 
county  nurse. 

In  connection  with  the  erection  of  the  infirmary  building  it  is  planned 
to  repair  the  walls  of  the  patients'  buildings,  provide  additional  quar- 
ters for  employees,  enlarge  the  heating  plant  and  to  locate  the  dining 
room  and  kitchen  in  the  proposed  building,  enlarging  both. 

During  the  past  year,  two  tuberculosis  clinics  were  held ;  a  list 
has  been  compiled  of  all  cases  of  tuberculosis,  also  of  the  deaths 
which  have  occurred  during  the  past  five  years  in  the  county  and 
efforts  are  being  made  to  have  all  members  of  such  families  examined ; 
at  the  request  of  physicians  in  the  county,  the  meclical  superintendent 
examined  130  of  their  patients;  a  large  amount  of  laboratory  work 
has  also  been  done  for  the  physicians  of  this  county ;  the  grounds  in 
front  of  the  building  have  been  graded  and  planted  in  grass  ;  walks 
have  been  constructed ;  additional  fire  escapes  were  built ;  an  anti- 
tuberculosis exhibition  was  conducted  at  the  county  fair  at  Riverhead ; 
and  donations  of  a  piano,  an  organ,  a  victrola,  books,  magazines,  pre- 
serves, bushes,  trees,  etc.,  were  received  by  the  hospital. 

Miss  M.  Weaver  continues  in  the  position  of  county  visiting  nurse. 
During  January  1920  she  attended  The  Institute  for  Tuberculosis 
Workers  conducted  by  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1919  the  daily  per  capita  cost 
of  maintenance  of  patients  was  stated  to  have  been  $2.08  an  increase 
of  $.14  over  the  previous  year;  and  the  utilization  of  the  bed  capacity 
by  patients  was  91%.  a  decrease  of  8%. 

Chautauqua  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.    (Newton  Memorial  Hos- 
pital) 

This  hospital  is  not  yet  open  for  patients.  It  is  located  near  Lily 
Dale.  It  will  have  a  capacity  of  about  100  patients.  One  visit  was 
made  to  this  institutions  upon  the  request  of  a  member  of  the  board 
of  managers  to  offer  suggestions  regarding  the  selection  of  a  medical 
superintendent. 

Dr.  Elliott  1.  Dorn  has  been  employed  as  full  time  resident  medical 
superintendent.  At  the  time  of  his  appointment  he  was  superin- 
tendent of  the  Steuben  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital  and  he  was 
formerly  a  member  of  the  resident  medical  staff  of  New  York  Citv's 
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sanatorium  at  Otisville.  Dr.  Dorn  assumed  the  duties  of  his  new  posi- 
tion on  April  1,  1920. 

New  equipment  and  supplies  are  being  obtained  and  it  is  planned 
to  be  ready  to  receive  patients  soon.  Occasional  clinics  are  being  con- 
ducted throughout  the  county  at  which  the  medical  superintendent  is 
the  examining  physician.  The  clinics  are  being  arranged  and  organ- 
ized by  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Chautauqua  County  Tubercu- 
losis Committee  and  local  nurses,  and  have  resulted  in  the  listing  of 
a  number  of  tuberculosis  patients  for  hospital  care. 

Tompkins  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital 

This  hospital,  capacity  31  beds,  was  visited  twice  during  the  past 
year.  There  was  good  order  and  discipline  and  the  institution  seemed 
neat  and  well  kept. . 

It  has  been  previously  noted  that  this  hospital  is  located  in  one 
corner  of  the  county  and  it  is  not  easily  reached  from  all  other  parts 
of  the  county.  The  drawbacks  and  handicaps  in  the  architecture  of 
the  main  building,  which  was  formerly  a  country  hotel,  still  exist. 
The  need  for  remodeling  the  main  building,  as  previously  recom- 
mended, is  still  urgent.  This  institution  is  making  progress  but  a 
larger  number  of  the  county's  tuberculosis  patients  would  avail  them- 
selves of  sanatorium  care  if  the  sanatorium  were  more  accessibly 
located  and  the  buildings  were  of  more  modern  and  attractive  con- 
struction. 

Other  recommendations  are :  the  west  porch  of  the  women's  build- 
ing should  be  enclosed  with  windows ;  two  single  rooms  for  bed  patients 
should  be  added  to  the  rear  of  the  main  building;  the  construction  of 
a  building  for  the  office  and  laboratory  ;  and  the  road  to  the  railroad 
should  be  repaired. 

During  the  past  year  Miss  J.  Stratton  has  been  appointed  head 
nurse  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Talbot. 
Miss  Stratton  was  county  nurse  at  the  Rockland  County  Sanatorium 
for  a  short  time.  The  buildings  have  been  painted  within  and  with- 
out; additional  bedding  and  dishes  have  been  purchased;  new  fly 
screens  have  been  obtained  and  a  new  chimney  for  the  nurses'  home 
was  built. 

The  utilization  of  the  bed  capacity  by  patients  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  October  31,  1919  decreased  6%  from  the  previous  year, 
being  71%  and  the  daily  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients 
was  stated  to  have  been  $2.27,  which  was  an  increase  per  diem  over 
the  previous  year  of  $.39. 
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•Miss  Susie  [lowland  was  appointed  county  nurse  on  November  1, 
1919  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  E.  Mac 
Mandeville.    Miss  I  lowland's  headquarters  are  in  Ithaca. 

Nassau  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.     (Nassau  Sanatorium) 

This  hospital  was  opened  for  patients  very  recently.  It  is  located 
near  Farmingdale.    The  present  capacity  is  48.    It  was  visited  once. 

Dr.  A.  J.  Davis  has  been  appointed  full-time  resident  medical  super- 
intendent. He  has  had  previous  tuberculosis  sanatorium  experience 
while  a  member  of  the  resident  medical  staff  of  the  New  York  State 
Hospital  at  Raybrook. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  sufficient  quarters  for* the  staff  and  employees, 
it  has  been  necessary  to  use  the  rooms  in  the  administration  building 
for  employees  which  were  designed  for  patients.  This  has  diminished 
the  capacity  for  patients  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  recently 
made  an  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  an  infirmary.  A  super- 
intendent's cottage  and  a  garage  will  also  be  constructed. 

The  present  patient  capacity  is  filled  and  the  additional  beds  which 
are  being  constructed  will  undoubtedly  be  utilized  as  soon  as  they 
become  available. 

Ulster  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital 

This  hospital,  capacity  22  beds,  was  visited  twice  during  the  past 
year.  The  ufgent  need  for  additional  beds,  which  has  long  been 
emphasized  by  this  committee,  has  received  active  consideration  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  appointed  a  special  com- 
mittee which  has  visited  a  number  of  other  county  tuberculosis  hos- 
pitals and  has  held  several  conferences  to  consider  methods  of  best 
meeting  the  county's  needs.  Their  problem  has  been  either  to  enlarge 
and  improve  the  present  institution  or  to  abandon  it  and  build  a  new 
hospital  on  a  different  site.  The  consensus  of  local  opinion  has  been 
that  the  present  institution  should  be  retained  and  that  the  necessary 
enlargement  and  improvements  be  made.  Plans  for  carrying  this 
out  have  been  forwarded  to  the  State  Health  Department  for  approval. 

In  view  of  the  generally  unsettled  condition  outlined  above  there 
have  been  no  unusual  changes  during  the  past  year.  Only  absolutely 
necessary  repairs  have  been  made.  Individual  interest  in  the  hospital 
continues,  as  evidenced  by  the  many  gifts  of  fruit,  clothing,  etc.,  given 
by  the  Ulster  County  people. 

A  regular  system  of  occasional  clinics  has  developed  as  a  result 
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of  the  demonstration  clinics  conducted  under  the  joint  auspices  of 
the  State  Department  of  Health  and  the  Ulster  County  Tuberculosis 
Committee  last  summer  during  which  a  series  of  seven  clinics  were 
held.  At  present  two  clinics  are  held  each  month,  one  in  Kingston 
and  one  in  various  population  centers  throughout  the  county.  These 
have  been  conducted  regularly  for  more  than  one  year  and  they  con- 
tinue to  be  well  attended.  An  increasing  number  of  definite  and 
suspected  cases  of  tuberculosis  consult  the  clinic  physician.  This 
gives  him  and  the  nurses  an  opportunity  to  impress  on  them  the  need 
for  hospital  treatment  and  to  promote  their  admission  to  the  hospital. 
The  clinics  have  undoubtedly  done  much  to  awaken  the  people  of 
this  county  to  the  need  for  a  large  hospital  by  establishing  the  fact 
that  a  really  large  number  of  people  are  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
and  cannot  be  cared  for  in  the  present  institution  because  of  its  inade- 
quate number  of  beds. 

Delaware  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital 

This  hospital  which  was  completed  late  in  the  present  fiscal  year, 
is  located  near  Delhi.  It  has  a  capacity  of  28  patients.  It  was  visited 
once,  shortly  before  it  was  opened  to  receive  patients. 

Dr.  Grover  A.  Silliman,  of  Delhi,  has  been  appointed  non-resident 
and  part  time  medical  superintendent.  He  was  a  member  of  the  U.  S. 
Army  Medical  Corps  during  the  recent  war. 

This  institution  should  be  a  splendid  hospital  when  it  is  completely 
equipped  and  organized  for  the  work.  A  competent  staff  of  em- 
ployees is  being  assembled. 

In  the  past  year,  a  series  of  occasional  tuberculosis  clinics  were 
held  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  and 
this  Association  in  various  towns  and  villages  in  the  county.  The 
clinics  were  well  attended  and  a  number  of  tuberculosis  patients  were 
discovered.  At  the  time  of  the  visit,  it  was  stated  that  a  county  visiting 
nurse  would  be  appointed  soon  and  that  her  duties  would  include  the 
following  up  of  the  clinic  patients  with  the  view  of  bringing  about 
their  admission  to  the  hospital. 

Rensselaer  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.    (Pawling  Sanatorium) 

This  new  modern  hospital  of  200  beds,  located  about  three  miles 
from  Troy,  was  opened  during  the  past  summer.  It  has  supplanted 
"  Lakeview  Sanatorium,"  the  former  county  tuberculosis  hospital, 
w  hich  was  located  on  the  almshouse  grounds  and  had  a  capacity  of  only 
59  beds.    Three  visits  were  made  to  this  new  sanatorium. 
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The  year,  since  the  removal  to  the  new  hospital,  has  been  a  difficult 
one  due  to  obstacles  which  are  always  encountered  in  the  establish- 
ment of  an  administration,  assembling  a  staff  and  completing  the 
equipment  of  a  new  institution.  However,  these  are  being  overcome 
and  it  is  hoped  that  a  smooth  running  organization  will  soon  be 
developed. 

An  assistant  physician  is  employed,  who  is  now  taking  a  course  of 
instruction  at  the  State  Tuberculosis  Hospital  at  Raybrook.  A  count) 
visiting  nurse  has  been  employed  for  work  in  the  county  outside  of 
Troy.  An  automobile  is  provided  for  her  use.  A  modern  and  com- 
plete X-ray  equipment  and  laboratory  have  been  installed  and  an  experi- 
enced technician  appointed.  The  sanatorium  advisor  of  this  Associa- 
tion was  requested  by  the  superintendent  to  visit  the  hospital  and 
assist  him  in  improving  their  X-ray  service.  Three  days  were  spent 
at  the  hospital  for  this  purpose. 

A  number  of  ex-soldier  patients  have  been  sent  to  this  hospital  for 
treatment  by  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service.  A  building  with  a 
capacity  of  40  patients  has  been  set  aside  for  their  use.  Unfor- 
tunately some  have  felt  that  the  care  was  not  entirely  satisfactory 
and  more  or  less  criticism  has  been  aimed  at  the  institution.  Energetic 
efforts  are  being  made  to  correct  the  existing  shortcomings  or  faults. 

The  superintendent  has  been  furnished  a  residence  on  the  sana- 
torium property.  It  is  a  very  attractive  eight  room  stucco  cottage 
located  at  the  entrance  to  the  grounds.  Rensselaer  County  is  the  first 
county  to  furnish  a  separate  residence  for  the  county  tuberculosis 
hospital  superintendent. 

The  clinics  which  were  held  last  year  throughout  the  county  under 
the  auspices  of  the  State  Health  Department,  the  State  Charities  Aid 
Association  and  the  Rensselaer  County  Tuberculosis  Committee  are 
being  continued  during  the  present  year  by  the  county  committee. 
The  medical  superintendent  of  the  hospital  is  one  of  the  examining 
physicians  and  a  nurse  has  been  loaned  by  the  State  Health  Depart- 
ment to  assist  in  the  clinic  work. 

The  capacity  of  the  hospital  has  not  yet  been  utilized  by  patients 
to  the  extent  that  it  should  be.  However,  the  daily  census  has  gradu- 
ally increased  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  and -thirty  and  it  is  believed 
that  it  will  continue  to  increase. 

Colmhbia  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital 

This  hospital  was  completed  during  the  past  year.  It  is  located 
outside  of  Philmont  on  the  state  road  leading  to  Harlemville.  The 
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site  commands  a  charming  view  of  the  surrounding  country.  The 
capacity  for  patients  is  fifty  heds.  The  sanatorium  consists  of  one 
large  building  of  three  stories  and  basement.  The  interior  is  finished 
in  white  and  the  fittings  are  of  modern  design.  It  will  be  opened  for 
patients  in  the  near  future,  the  delay  having  been  caused  by  slow 
delivery  of  supplies  and  equipment.  One  visit  was  made  to  this 
hospital. 

Dr.  Charles  A.  'Parcells  has  been  appointed  full  time  resident  med- 
ical superintendent.  He  assumed  the  duties  of  his  new  position  in 
June  1920.  Dr.  Parcells  has  had  extended  tuberculosis  sanatorium 
experience  at  the  Monroe  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital  where  he  was 
a  member  of  the  resident  medical  staff  for  several  years.  At  the 
present  time  he  is  assembling  a  staff  and  selecting  necessary  equipment. 

Jefferson  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.     (Jefferson  County  Sana- 
torium) 

This  hospital  was  visited  four  times  during  the  year.  The  past  year 
has  been  an  eventful  one.  Dr.  George  P.  Heard,  the  full  time  resi- 
dent medical  superintendent,  resigned  in  November  1919  and  Dr. 
H.  L.  Smith,  of  Watertown,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Dr. 
Smith  does  not  reside  in  the  institution  and  devotes  only  part  time 
to  the  work.  The  head  nurse  also  resigned  and  her  successor  has  been 
appointed.  Differences  with  the  board  of  managers  of  a  business 
nature  were  the  cause  of  the  resignations.  Unfortunately  the  contro- 
versy was  aired  in  the  newspapers  and  that  did  not  do  the  hospital 
any  good. 

Our  sanatorium  advisor  upon  the  request  of  the  former  medical 
superintendent  visited  the  institution  to  assist  and  instruct  him  in 
the  use  of  the  X-ray.  Three  days  were  spent  at  the  hospital  in  this 
work.  The  present  superintendent  has  also  made  a  request  for  a 
visit  of  the  Association's  sanatorium  advisor  to  consult  with  him  in  the 
diagnosis  and  sanatorium  care  of  tuberculosis,  which  will  be  made  soon. 

Miss  Romang  has  been  reappointed  county  nurse,  taking  up  her 
work  on  March  1st,  1919.  She  had  held  this  position  during  a  part 
of  the  previous  year  having  been  let  go  because  of  a  shortage  of  funds. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  board  of  managers  have  failed  to  appre- 
ciate the  value  of  full  time  resident  medical  service  to  the  hospital. 
The  reversion  to  part  time  non-resident  medical  attendance  is  a  dis- 
tinctly backward  step.  The  hospital  cannot  render  to  the  county  the 
service  it  needs  with  only  part  time  medical  supervision. 
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Saratoga  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital.     (Homestead  Sanatorium) 

This  hospital  was  visited  twice  during  the  past  year.  It  was  found 
to  have  been  utilized  by  patients  during  the  year  to  100%  of  its  capacity. 
This  is  the  second  year  that  the  utilization  by  patients  has  been  com- 
plete.   The  capacity  for  patients  is  35. 

During  the  past  year,  there  has  been  considerable  agitation  to  change 
the  location  of  this  hospital  to  a  site  along  the  railroad.  Plans  for 
this  were  drawn  and  an  interested  friend  offered  to  donate  a  suitable 
site.  After  a  good  deal  of  discussion  it  has  apparently  been  decided 
to  continue  the  present  location. 

The  central  tuberculosis  clinic  at  Saratoga  Springs,  which  was 
established  last  year,  continues  to  be  well  attended.  The  superin- 
tendent attends  this  clinic  together  with  physicians  from  the  staff 
of  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company's  sanatorium  at  Mt. 
McGregor.  The  field  work  of  the  sanatorium  has  been  further  ex- 
tended by  the  doctors  of  the  county  utilizing  the  services  of  the  med- 
ical superintendent  as  a  consultant  in  cases  of  lung  disease  occurring 
in  their  private  practice.  At  present  the  superintendent  is  working 
in  this  capacity  with  physicians  in  six  of  the  county's  cities  and  villages. 

The  following  improvements  have  been  made :  the  porch  across  the 
east  end  of  the  "  old  "  pavilion  has  been  completed  and  affords  three 
private  rooms  for  infirmary  patients ;  the  porches  have  been  rearranged 
in  such  a  manner  that  they  can  be  heated  in  inclement  weather;  the 
power  plant  has  been  improved  by  a  kerosene  engine  and  an  elec- 
tricity generator;  the  ventilation  of  the  kitchen  has  been  increased; 
the  cook's  living  quarters  have  been  improved ;  a  coffee  urn  has  been 
obtained  and  a  good  deal  of  painting  and  necessary  repair  work  has 
been  done.  The  patients  have  an  amusement  fund  with  which  enter- 
tainments, moving  pictures,  etc.,  are  provided.  Occupational  therapy 
has  been  started. 

The  outstanding  needs  are :  an  increase  in  the  capacity  for  patients ; 
the  employment  of  a  county  nurse  as  required  by  law ;  and  the 
improvement  of  the  road  to  Saratoga  Springs.  The  question  of 
relocating  the  hospital  is  said  to  have  been  settled  and  the  hospital 
will  continue  on  its  present  site.  This  decision  is  regrettable  but  if 
it  is  conclusive,  the  question  of  enlarging  the  present  plant  should 
receive  immediate  attention.  At  present,  the  crowded  condition  of  the 
hospital  prevents  the  complete  stage  of  disease  and  sex  separation  that 
is  desirable. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  HOSPITALS 

The  Committee  on  Hospitals  has  not  maintained  an  executive  staff 
or  carried  on  any  special  activities  during-  the  current  year. 

SUB-COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  CHARITABLE  INSTITU- 
TIONS, FORMERLY  SUB-COMMITTEE  ON  STATE 
CHARITABLE  INSTITUTIONS 

The  scope  of  the  work  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  State  Charitable 
Institutions  was  enlarged  during  the  year  so  as  to  embrace  the  county 
and  city  almshouses,  the  supervision  of  which  for  the  past  few  years 
was  assigned  to  various  departments  of  the  Association.  In  view  of 
this  change,  it  seemed  desirable  to  change  the  name  of  the  Committee 
and  place  an  Executive  Secretary  in  charge  of  the  work.  The  name 
was  accordingly  changed  to  Sub-Committee  on  Public  Charitable 
Institutions,  and  Frank  Kiernan,  of  the  staff  of  the  Committee  on 
Tuberculosis  and  Public  Health  and  formerly  an  inspector  of  institu- 
tions of  the  City  of  New  York,  was  appointed  Executive  Secretary. 

Inspections  of  practically  all  the  public  charitable  institutions,  except 
the  State  hospitals  and  schools  for  mental  defectives,  were  made  by 
the  visitors  of  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Secretary  during  the 
year.  The  almshouses  were  also  inspected  by  the  Association's  visitors 
and  ten  of  them  in  addition  by  the  Executive  Secretary.  Reports  on 
the  inspections  of  both  groups  of  institutions  follow  in  this  report. 

The  out-standing  need  of  the  State  institutions  inspected  is  the 
need  of  additional  quarters,  both  for  the  pupils  and  employees.  The 
almost  prohibitive  cost  of  building  in  the  past  few  years  has  brought 
about  a  shortage  of  living  quarters  and  other  accommodations  that  has 
created  a  situation  of  overcrowding  in  practically  all  the  institutions. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  State  will  inaugurate  a  building  program  to  relieve 
this  situation  as  soon  as  conditions  warrant. 

The  shortage  of  efficient  employees  reported  last  year  has  con- 
tinued. The  increase  in  compensation  made  by  the  State  has  not 
kept  pace  with  the  marked  increases  in  fields  of  work  outside  of  the 
State  service.  It  has  consequently  been  impossible  to  secure  and  hold 
enough  high-class  employees  for  the  important  work  of  caring  for 
the  charges  of  the  State  in  these  institutions.  It  should  be  stated,  how- 
ever, that  at  most  of  the  State  institutions  there  are  some  employees 
who.  because  of  their  devotion  to  their  work  and  loyalty  to  the  State, 
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have  withstood  the  allurement  of  more  attractive  compensation  outside 
and  remained  at  their  posts  steadfastly. 

The  plants  of  the  institutions  have  been  uniformly  well  maintained 
and  the  State  has  been  generous  in  the  appropriations  for  maintenance 
and  upkeep.  Increased  production  on  the  institutional  farms  and  the 
conservation  of  farm  products  has  effected  a  considerable  saving  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

The  committee  has  studied  the  proposals  introduced  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  to  change  the  administrative  control  of  State 
charitable  institutions.  These  are  in  the  form  of  concurrent  reso- 
lutions proposing  amendments  to  the  Constitution.  They  are  to  be 
considered  again  at  the  forthcoming  session  of  the  Legislature.  The 
Committee  is  preparing  to  follow  carefully  the  Legislature's  consid- 
eration of  these  proposals  and  to  disseminate  information  about  them. 

REPORTS  OF  VISITORS  TO  STATE  SCHOOLS  FOR 
MENTAL  DEFECTIVES 

The  following  reports  of  the  Association's  visitors  to  the  State  in- 
stitutions for  mental  defectives  are  submitted : 

ROME  STATE  SCHOOL  FOR  MENTAL  DEFECTIVES 

The  visitors  of  the  Association  to  the  Rome  State  School  for  Mental 
Defectives  submit  the  following  report: 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  population  of  the  Rome  State 
School  for  Mental  Defectives  reached  and  passed  2,000  in  mid-July 
1920.  The  average  number  of  inmates  in  June  1919  was  1.939  and 
in  June  1920  it  was  1,961.  From  July  1  to  17,  1920,  over  80  cases 
were  admitted  and  the  aggregate  number  was  2,026.  The  school  build- 
ings at  the  central  plant  accommodate  over  1,400  but  by  reason  of 
the  parole  and  colony  systems  over  2,000  are  accommodated  without 
great  overcrowding.  Of  the  inmates,  200  are  absent  on  parole  or 
serving  in  families,  and  in  the  22  colonies  there  are  400  cared  for 
and  by  their  work  contributing  much  to  their  support.  There  is  no 
crowding  among  the  men  in  the  institution.  On  the  women's  side 
there  are  about  500  cared  for  in  buildings  which  are  designed  to  care 
for  350. 

Shortage  of  Help:  The  shortage  of  help  has  continued  through  the 
past  year,  and  the  number  in  service  has  been  about  fifty  per  cent 
below  normal.    This  shortage  applies  not  only  to  attendants,  but  to 
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outside  help  such  as  drivers  and  men  to  oversee  the  cultivation  of 
the  farm.  The  hakeshop  was  designed  to  furnish  bread  for  500  inmates 
only,  and  the  balance  now  needed  is  purchased  daily  at  reasonable 
prices.  Since  September  1919  it  has  been  impossible  to  find  an  assistant 
to  the  baker,  and  the  services  of  such  an  assistant  are  needed  to  keep 
the  bakery  working  to  capacity.  On  the  basis  of  250  employees,  as 
a  sufficient  corps  for  the  whole  establishment,  the  number  has  been 
from  40  to  50  short.  January  1  an  application  was  made  to  increase 
the  wages  of  the  employees  and  about  April  1  fifty  of  the  employees 
left  because  of  the  failure  of  the  Legislature  to  act.  An  appropriation 
was  then  made  available  July  1,  granting  the  attendants  both  male 
and  female  an  increase  of  $10  per  month.  There  is  still  some  dis- 
satisfaction because  attendants  in  State  hospitals  for  the  insane  re- 
ceived a  larger  increase,  and  it  is  hard  to  keep  attendants  when  they 
can  get  higher  pay  elsewhere.  It  is  especially  hard  to  get  and  keep 
attendants  to  care  for  the  little  children  who  are  paralytics  and  others 
whose  condition  is  such  that  they  require  constant  care. 

To  meet  these  conditions  it  has  been  necessary  as  a  temporary  make- 
shift to  employ  some  of  the  inmates,  and  while  this  relieves  the  situ- 
ation to  some  extent,  it  does  not  remedy  it.  About  a  dozen  inmates 
are  now  so  employed.  The  shortage  in  the  number  of  the  attendants 
has  had  the  effect  of  increasing  the  number  of  inmates  who  have 
run  away,  but  so  far  this  has  not  been  attended  by  serious  consequences. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  difficulty  in  supplying  food  and 
clothing  promptly,  due  to  steadily  increasing  prices  and  bad  shipping 
conditions,  but  these  problems  have  been  met  and  solved  in  a  measure 
by  doing  without  or  using  different  articles  of  food. 

Last  spring  an  appropriation  was  made  for  a  new  power  house, 
but  the  building  of  this  has  not  been  started  owing  to  unfavorable 
conditions  which  still  e  xist.  Among  these  are  the  difficulty  of  getting 
cement  or  cars  in  which  to  ship  it,  and  the  almost  prohibitive  cost  of 
building.  The  institution  is  trying  to  piece  along  by  changes  in  its 
system  to  tide  over  the  situation.  Lumber  for  rebuilding  the  barn 
at  the  Brush  farm  has  been  secured  and  it  is  expected  that  work  on 
the  new  structure  to  take  the  place  of  the  one  destroyed  over  a  year 
ago  by  fire  will  begin  this  fall. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  some  changes  in  the  movement 
of  inmates,  due  to  the  changed  character  of  the  institution  and  to 
other  causes.  About  fifty  men  have  been  sent  to  the  State  Farm  at 
Valatie,  Columbia  County,  and  this  colony  is  successfully  conducted. 
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The  institution  has  received  36  women  from  Newark  and  45  men 
from  Syracuse. 

The  Colony  System:  The  colony  system  is  still  carried  on  suc- 
cessfully and  the  number  of  colonies  has  increased.  A  second  colony 
for  women  has  been  established  at  East  Aurora,  and  this  with  the  one 
already  there  will  give  employment  in  domestic  service  to  about  fifty 
women.  The  girls  from  the  Evans  colony  at  Rome  have  been  removed 
to  larger  quarters  at  the  Robinson  colony.  The  two  Kossuth  colonies 
at  Rome  have  been  combined  in  one  building  which  now  houses  27 
men.  They  find  employment  in  stores,  in  the  commons  or  lunch 
department  of  a  large  industrial  establishment,  in  working  in  gar- 
dens and  lawns  and  in  a  cheese  factory.  The  Lawrence  colony  at. 
Rome  is  on  a  farm  of  1,300  acres,  of  which  but  100  acres  are  avail- 
able for  agricultural  purposes.  The  remaining  1,200  acres  are  of  sandy 
soil  and  suitable  only  for  reforestation,  but  this  farm  is  hired  and  not 
owned  by  the  State.  On  a  small  portion  of  this  farm  about  a  million 
pine  seedlings  received  from  the  State  have  been  planted  as  nursery 
stock,  and  these  are  being  cultivated  under  the  direction  of  an  expert 
from  the  Conservation  Commission.  When  they  have  attained  a  suf- 
ficient size  they  will  be  sold  by  the  State  for  purposes  of  reforestation. 

In  Syracuse  the  Shelter  which  was  in  use  as  a  colony  for  women 
has  been  taken  over  by  the  State  for  educational  purposes,  and  another 
building  has  been  hired  by  the  Rome  State  School,  and  since  May 
15  ,it  ,has  been  used  as  a  colony  for  women  in  which  there  are  2& 
employed  in  domestic  service. 

These  colonies  not  only  save  the  State  a  large  amount  annually 
by  not  having  to  provide  bed  capacity  in  institutions,  but  they  are 
also  good  economy  because  they  are  made  as  far  as  possible  self- 
supporting,  and  they  give  the  inmates  something  in  the  way  of  pin 
money  or  savings  funds.  Not  the  least  of  their  value,  however,  lies 
in  the  fact  that  the  inmates  live  under  conditions  more  nearly  normal 
than  those  in  an  institution  can  ever  be,  and,  while  the  daily  life  of 
the  inmates  is  supervised,  they  are  brought  into  relation  with  outside 
life  and  are  being  trained  to  live  and  maintain  themselves  in  the 
normal  world  of  which  they  are  a  part.  There  will  always  be  a  con- 
siderable number  who  must  have  institutional  care ;  but  from  the 
large  number  committed  it  will  always  be  possible  to  select  those 
who,  after  having  had  for  a  sufficient  time  the  benefit  of  institutional 
care  and  training,  have  shown  themselves  worthy  of  being  given  a 
trial  in  a  colony  where  their  training  is  continued  under  supervision 
and  where  they  will  eventually  be  able  to  live  in  the  outside  world 
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The  fact  that  400  of  the  inmates  committed  are  now  living  in  colonies 
shows  how  far  this  experiment  has  progressed  in  solving  some  of  the 
problems  which  the  mentally  deficient  present. 

At  Delta,  in  the  vicinity  of  Rome,  a  camp  has  been  established  in 
which  from  20  to  24  men  are  employed  this  summer  in  clearing  land 
on  the  Country  Club  property. 

In  September  it  is  expected  to  start  in  the  institution  a  class  for 
young  women  in  which  they  can  be  trained  for  service  as  attendants, 
and  they  will  receive  such  instructions  in  the  care  of  the  sick  as  will 
enable  them  on  graduation  to  go  out  into  service,  not  as  trained  nurses, 
but  fitted  to  care  for  paralytics,  the  aged  and  infirm,  in  short  to  act  as 
domestic  nurses.  This  may  also  aid  in  relieving  the  present  shortage 
of  help  in  the  institutions.

SYRACUSE  STATE  SCHOOL  FOR  MENTAL  DEFECTIVES 

The  general  conditions  of  the  institution  are  little  changed  from 
previous  years,  inasmuch  as  the  crying  need  is  for  a  new  plant  on  a 
new  location.  The  possibility  of  this  need  being  met  seems  almost  as 
remote  as  ever,  though  the  need  increases  yearly  as  the  city  of  Syra- 
cuse presses  to  its  very  doors.  The  Franklin  Automobile  Company 
has  now  purchased  one  whole  block  immediately  across  from  the  school, 
bringing  the  factory  section  of  the  city  much  too  near. 

Improvements  Made:  However,  the  teachers  and  officers  do  not 
remain  stationary,  even  though  the  plant  does,  as  many  small  improve- 
ments in  recreational  and  educational  facilities  have  been  added.  For 
the  first  time,  both  boys  and  girls  are  enjoying  tennis.  The  courts 
were  made  and  are  maintained  by  the  boys  themselves.  They  seem 
to  take  great  interest  in  the  game.  New  swings  and  other  equipment 
have  just  been  put  up  on  the  playground. 

Picnics  off  the  grounds  under  the  care  of  the  officers  have  been 
a  break  in  the  monotony  of  daily  work.  Long  exploring  trips  in 
search  of  botanical  specimens  have  been  both  recreational  and  full 
of  interest.  The  children  have  been  delighted  to  find  over  fifty  varieties 
within  the  grounds. 

The  school  buildings  are  old  and  poor.  The  Governor,  after  a 
personal  visit,  ordered  the  top  floor  of  the  main  building  to  be 
vacated.  This  crowded  its  75  occupants  on  other  floors.  He  con- 
sidered the  fire  risk  too  great  and  the  fire  escapes  inadequate.  As 
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the  present  number  of  pupils  is  595,  with  66  on  the  waiting  list, 
crowding  is  inevitable.  However,  the  day  following  my  visit  40 
pupils  were  to  be  transferred  to  Rome.  This  should  improve  condi- 
tions somewhat.  On  July  1  the  school  took  over  the  buildings  formerly 
occupied  by  the  Shelter  for  Unprotected  Girls.  These  will  house  about 
75  additional  pupils. 

Safeguards  have  been  placed  over  uncovered  laundry  machinery, 
-  reducing  the  risk  of  accident  to  limbs  and  clothing.  A  pasteurizing 
plant  is  being  installed. 

The  general  health  of  the  pupils  has  been  good.  All  have  just 
been  vaccinated.  There  have  been  no  measles  or  diphtheria,  although 
these  have  been  prevalent  in  the  city. 

The  school  is  short  three  teachers  and  unless  these  can  be  sup- 
plied before  fall  the  work  will  be  much  hindered. 

Social  Worker  Employed:  A  social  investigator  has  been  added  to 
the  staff,  who  has  carefully  graded  incoming  pupils  and  is  about  to 
follow  up  some  sixty  parole  cases.  In  this  way  constructive  work 
may  be  carried  on  outside  the  school.  It  is  hoped  that  great,  good 
results  may  come  from  this  new  field  of  work.  It  is  of  course  too 
early  yet  to  say  just  what  the  results  may  be. 

The  institution  badly  needs  some  sort  of  building  for  its  delinquents. 
The  whole  plant  is  so  crowded  now  that  there  is  no  part  of  any 
building  even,* that  can  be  used  for  this  purpose.  This  is  an  ever 
present  problem,  i.e.,  the  care,  disposition  and  discipline  of  delinquent 
pupils,  and  some  sort  of  temporary  structure  must  be  put  up  until 
such  time  as  the  new  school  is  built. 

The  farm  colony  at  Fairmount  is  doing  well.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  more  boys  cannot  be  sent  out  there  as  they  respond  best  to  the 
farm  life.  The  girls  are  getting  their  first  taste  of  weeding  and 
gardening.  They  were  at  work  in  the  carrot  bed  and  seemed  to 
enjoy  it  and  were  more  thorough  than  the  boys. 

New  School  Needed:  The  school  always  seems  to  be  in  good  order, 
neat  and  clean,  with  fresh  interior  painting  and  decorating  this  year. 
There  are  many  flowers  and  pleasant  spots  about  the  grounds  but 
we  know  that  the  school  is  not  able  to  do  the  work  that  those  interested 
in  it  would  like  to  do.  Will  you  not  help  us  to  help  them  to  get  the 
much  needed  new  Syracuse  School  for  Mental  Defectives?

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NEWARK  STATE  SCHOOL  FOR  MENTAL  DEFECTIVES 

The  visitor  to  this  institution  is  more  and  more  impressed  with 
the  evident  intimate  acquaintance  of  the  officers  with  the  individual 
cases  under  their  charge  and  their  unfeigned  interest  in  them,  and 
likewise  with  the  general  kindly  and  even  affectionate  responsiveness 
shown  on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 

The  imposing  buildings  so  splendidly  located,  are  no  less  attrac- 
tive within  than  without.  Everything  is  fleckless  and  flawless  as  to 
cleanliness. 

The  fine  new  cottage  for  which  the  appropriation  was  voted  about 
three  years  ago,  delayed  in  completion  by  untoward  conditions,  is 
ready  for  its  furnishings.  It  will  increase  the  housing  capacity  of  the 
home  by  about  seventy. 

The  new  hospital,  well  equipped  in  all  particulars,  is  in  constant 
use.  It  has  facilities  for  medical  and  surgical  treatment  and  is  a 
model  building  of  its  kind. 

Improvements  Needed:  The  crying  needs  of  the  school  in  the  way 
of  buildings  are  those  reported  from  year  to  year.  An  adequate  gen- 
eral storage  room  and  a  modern  cold  storage  plant  would  prove  in  a 
short  time  a  money-saving  investment.  The  one  general  laundry  to 
replace  the  present  seven  separate  ones  is  still  a  vision  of  the  future. 

In  spite  of  the  greatly  advanced  cost  of  provisions,  the  standard  of 
food  in  quality  and  variety  has  been  well  maintained. 

There  are  few  idle  hands  in  the  Newark  school  for  Satan  to  find 
mischief  for.  It  is  a  busy  hive.  There  is  a  schedule  of  work  and 
play  for  each  girl's  day. 

The  silent  half-hour  before  dinner  is  a  valuable  feature  of  the 
regime.   Work  is  stopped  and  the  time  is  spent  in  relaxation  and  quiet. 

In  the  educational  department,  strictly  so  called,  there  is,  I  believe, 
at  present  no  music  teacher  and  no  director  of  physical  exercise,  both 
departments  so  helpful,  even  necessary,  in  a  school  of  this  kind. 

In  regard  to  the  religious  activities, — a  preaching  service  is  con- 
ducted by  some  clergyman  from  the  village  every  Sunday  afternoon, 
and  in  the  morning  Sunday  School  is  regularly  held  by  the  superin- 
tendent.   These  services  seem  to  be  generally  appreciated  and  enjoyed. 

Outstanding  among  the  more  commonplace  recreational  events  of 
the  year,  the  attendance  of  the  three  hundred  and  more  honor  pupils 
at  an  entertainment  of  the  Redpath  Chautauqua  in  its  big  tent  was  a 
red-letter  day. 

Field  Day  in  the  fall  with  its  contests  and  attendant  prizes  is  the

day  of  days.  The  baseball  game  was  especially  noteworthy.  In  it 
was  shown  not  only  a  good  development  of  muscle  but  a  very  com- 
mendable alertness  and  comprehension  of  what  the  moment  demanded. 

Shortage  of  Employees:  The  trying  problem  of  the  hour  is  the 
question  of  help,  as  doubtless  in  all  similar  institutions.  The  difficulty 
of  securing  and  retaining  competent  and  reliable  help  is  an  acute  one. 

This  is  a  position  where  the  true  missionary  spirit  of  Christian 
service  may  be  nobly  exercised,  but  few  feel  the  dignity  and  inspira- 
tion of  it — and  the  lure  of  better  pay  elsewhere,  shorter  hours  and 
greater  freedom  prevails.  The  institution  is  in  danger  of  being  seri- 
ously crippled  and  of  faithful  officers  broken  in  health.  On  the  occa- 
sion of  my  last  visit  the  matron  had  been  doing  the  work  of  four. 

At  present  the  Newark  school  is  not  full  to  the  limit  of  its  capacity 
as  23  of  the  978  enrolled  during  the  year  have  been  sent  out  on  parole. 

The  general  health  of  the  school  family  has  been  this  year  excep- 
tionally good.  This  fact  is  the  more  remarkable  considering  the 
severity  of  last  winter  and  the  seriousness  of  the  epidemic  the  pre- 
vious year — a  recurrence  of  which  was  suffered  in  many  places — an 
immunity  which  speaks  louder  than  words  for  the  healthful  condi- 
tions of  the  institution  and  for  the  ever-watchful  oversight  of  those 
in  charge. 

This  report  should  not  close  without  some  mention  of  the  character 
and  valuable  service  of  Mrs.  Phoebe  Vary  who  died  during  the  year, 
aged  91.  Sin^e  the  small  beginnings  she  has  been  one  of  its  constant 
and  faithful  visitants,  intensely  interested  in  every  movement  for 
its  enlargement  and  betterment.  She  was  a  woman  of  great  heart  and 
sympathy,  great  force  of  character,  clarity  of  judgment,  definite  and 
independent  convictions,  and  was  an  important  factor  in  bringing 
about  the  present  satisfactory  condition  of  the  school,  which  through 
late  years  has  been  to  her  a  source  of  great  joy  and  profound  satis- 
faction.

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REPORTS  OF  VISITORS  TO  STATE  CHARITABLE 
INSTITUTIONS 

The  following  reports  of  the  Association's  visitors  to  the  State 
charitable  institutions  are  submitted : 

STATE  HOSPITAL  FOR  CRIPPLED  AND  DEFORMED 
CHILDREN,  AT  WEST  HAVERSTRAW 

The  care  and  treatment  of  the  children  at  this  institution  remain 
on  the  high  level  hitherto  maintained.  The  hospital  continues  to  run 
full  to  its  capacity  with  a  waiting  list. 

School  Building  Needed:  The  educational  work  is  good  although 
it  is  seriously  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  a  proper  school  building. 
The  classes  are  held  in  improvised  school  rooms  which,  while  well 
ventilated  and  lighted,  are  not  well  adapted  for  school  purposes.  Funds 
for  a  new  school  building  have  been  authorized.  It  is  hoped  this 
building  will  be  erected  without  undue  delay. 

A  play  director  for  the  summer  of  1920  was  a  new  departure  in 
the  work  at  this  institution  and  the  first  few  weeks  of  his  activity 
demonstrated  the  wisdom  and  value  of  this  addition  to  the  activities 
of  the  hospital. 

The  staff  at  the  institution  is  adequate.  The  children  are  well 
nourished.  A  problem  of  the  past  year  has  been  to  provide  children 
with  sufficient  clothing. 

Services  have  been  held  regularly  on  Sundays  by  clergymen  from 
the  Protestant  and  Catholic  churches. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  cement  walks  have  been  laid  greatly 
facilitating  the  movement  of  the  children  and  improving  the  appear- 
ance of  the  institution. 

A  water  tower  has  also  been  erected  which  will  provide  ample 
pressure  for  fire-fighting  purposes  as  well  as  the  normal  require- 
ments of  the  hospital. 

The  greatest  present  need  of  this  institution,  after  the  school  build- 
ing mentioned  above,  is  a  nurses'  home.

CRAIG  COLONY 
I  beg  to  advise  you  that  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Craig 
Colony  I  visited  the  Colony  on  September  27  and  submit  the  following 

report : 

The  Craig  Colony  is  an  institution  unique  in  the  State's  charity 
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and  institutional  work.  Its  surroundings  are  admirable  in  every 
respect  and  its  internal  management  commands  nothing  but  the  good 
will  and  support  of  both  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York  and 
advisory  authorities  at  Albany. 

Many  Needs  Reported.  There  are  many  needs  apparent  to  one 
who  has  been  closely  associated  with  the  work  of  the  institution.  Many 
of  these  neep!s  have  been  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Legislature 
repeatedly  for  a  number  of  years  past.  Those  particularly  interested 
in  the  Colony  see  the  very  great  need  for  help  along  these  lines.  The 
Colony  is  now  asking  for  funds  to  be  made  available  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible for  the  following  items,  the  amounts  being  given  in  the  list 
enclosed.  Explanation  in  greater  detail  covering  these  particular  items 
is  as  follows : 

1.  Retaining  Wall.  This  retaining  wall  is  to  protect  the  water 
softening  plant  and  further  extend  the  present  wall  south  of  the  bridge. 
The  amount  of  money  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  in  1920  for 
extending  the  retaining  wall,  to  the  north  and  south,  on  the  west  side 
of  Kishaqua  Creek,  so  as  to  adequately  protect  the  water  softening 
plant,  was  insufficient.  Need  of  walls  approved  by  State  Engineer 
and  .State  Architect. 

2.  To  provide  fire  escapes  for  Aster,  Bluet,  Hospital  Letchworth 
House,  Schuyler  Infirmary  and  Spratling  Hall. 

3.  Developing  central  heating  plant  to  heat  the  entire  Villa  Flora 
group  for  females,  the  laundry,  school,  etc.,  and  to  provide  facilities 
for  unloading  and  storing  coal.  Present  situation  is  a  menace  to  the 
Colony. 

4.  Nurses'  Home.  Urgently  Needed  and  repeatedly  requested. 
With  this  structure  available,  there  would  be  vacated  space  for  at 
least  fifty  female  patients. 

5.  East  Wing  to  Jeanette  R.  Hawkins  School.  Very  much  needed. 
Lack  of  space  hampers  educational  effort  at  the  Colony. 

6.  West  wing  to  Peterson  Hospital,  to  provide  additional  accommo- 
dations for  female  patients  in  the  hospital  and  also  rearrange  the  hos- 
pital for  various  purposes  in  the  way  of  advancing  treatment. 

7.  Extension  to  Laboratory.  Very  much  needed  for  routine  investi- 
gations and  for  research  studies. 

8.  To  provide  for  building  a  cottage  for  the  First  Assistant  Physi- 
cian, who  now  resides  in  hospital  in  rooms  needed  for  patients ;  cot- 
tage for  physician  in  charge  of  the  West  Group  where  there  will 
reside  over  three  hundred  patients ;  for  the  physician  now  living  at  the 
Schuyler  Infirmary ;  and  two  cottages  for  married  employees. 
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9.  Widening  South  Subway.  This  is  used  a  great  deal  and  is  but 
a  one-way  passage,  thus  inviting  accidents. 

10.  Placing  of  additional  piling  in  Kishaqua  Creek,  where  it  passes 
through  the  farm  land  and  also  at  a  point  south  of  the  Colony  laundry. 
Due  to  frequent  freshets,  this  piling  is  urgently  needed. 

11.  Purchasing  of  a  milking  machine.  Patient  help  is  neither  effi- 
cient nor  ample. 

12.  Replacing  of  greenhouse  with  an  iron  frame  superstructure. 
This  building  is  very  essential  for  starting  various  garden  plants,  etc. 
The  present  wooden  structure  is  rotten  and  may  collapse  at  any  time. 

13.  Building  a  blacksmith,  implement  and  tool  shop.  The  blacksmith 
shop  is  at  present  located  in  the  Trades  School  and  this  portion  is 
needed  for  other  departments.  Many  costly  farm  implements  and 
equipment  cannot  be  properly  stored  during  the  winter. 

14.  Remodeling  Cherry  Cottage.  The  work  is  needed  for  provid- 
ing better  quarters  for  some  male  employees  and  for  increasing  space 
for  male  patients'  industrial  activities. 

15.  Installing  fire  hydrants  at  the  barn  in  the  West  Group  and  dairy 
farm. 

16.  Wiring  and  lights  for  five  employees'  cottages  now  lighted  by 
kerosene  lamps.  This  fire  hazard  should  not  continue. 

17.  Installing  water  pipe  and  fire  hydrants  at  seed  house  and  garden 
cottage,  with  inside  hose  reels. 

18.  Replacing  electric  light  cable  with  2,300  volt,  from  power  house 
to  village  green  and  Spratling  Hall.  The  present  old  cable  was  orig- 
inally used  for  1,100  volt  current.  Several  times  the  cable  has  burnt 
out,  leaving  the  Colony  without  lights  for  several  nights. 

19.  Erection  of  building  for  hose  cart  at  the  dairy  barn. 

20.  Building  storm  water  drains  from  employees'  cottages. 

21.  Installing  additional  plumbing  at  Schuyler  Infirmary.  Present 
plumbing  entirely  inadequate. 

22.  Installing  hot  water  for  Elms  and  Cherry  Cottages. 

23.  Installing  street  light  east  of  south  subway.  A  very  dangerous 
situation. 

Scientific  work.  The  Craig  Colony  is  purely  a  medical  institution, 
and  should  never  be  considered  a  custodial  one.  The  work  of  the 
laboratory  should  be  advanced  and  suitable  appropriation  made  for 
enlarging  upon  the  work  along  research  lines.  More  assistants  should 
be  provided  for  the  laboratory,  these  assistants  being  paid  sufficient 
salaries  to  retain  them  in  the  service  of  the  State.  An  immense  amount 
of  clinical  material  passing  through  the  Colony  each  year  should  be 
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made  available  for  the  medical  men  of  the  State  as  well  as  the  nation, 
and  this  can  only  be  done  by  enlarging  upon  the  research  work  now 
being  carried  on  at  the  Colony  laboratory.  The  entire  medical  staff 
should  receive  salaries  equal  to  similar  grades  in  the  State  Hospitals. 

In  an  institution  the  size  of  the  Craig  Colony,  caring  for  this  class 
of  patients,  ample  provision  should  be  made  for  repairs.  This  is  an 
item  that  unfortunately  has  been  neglected  in  the  past  by  the  super- 
visory authorities. 

The  direction  of  the  educational  work  at  the  Colony  has  been 
assumed  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  is  now  under  the 
immediate  supervision  of  the  principal  and  faculty  of  the  Geneseo 
Normal  School,  which  institution  is  located  ten  miles  from  Sonyea. 
This  work  was  very  recently  taken  up  and  it  promises  to  prove  a  great 
help  to  the  younger  colonists.  A  force  of  eight  teachers  is  now  em- 
ployed at  the  Colony. 

The  spiritual  life  of  the  institution  is  cared  for  by  a  resident  Protest- 
ant chaplain,  a  resident  Catholic  chaplain  and  a  visiting  Jewish  rabbi. 
A  number  of  years  ago  the  Right  Reverend  B.  J.  McQuaid,  Bishop  of 
Rochester,  presented  the  State  with  a  very  beautiful  chapel  for  use  of 
the  Catholic  patients  of  the  Colony.  The  Protestant  and  Hebrew 
patients,  however,  have,  since  the  opening  of  the  institution,  wor- 
shipped in  the  House  of  Elders,  a  building  which  is  used  for  amuse- 
ment  purposes  during  the  week  and  religious  purposes  on  Sunday. 
It  is  a  general* meeting  hall  for  the  institution  and  seats  about  350 
patients.  This  building  is  very  poorly  arranged,  and  it  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  some  provision  will  be  made  for  a  suitable  house  of  worship 
for  Protestant  patients  at  the  Colony.  It  does  not  seem  right  or  fair 
that  these  unfortunate  wards  of  the  State  should  be  asked  to  worship 
and  play  in  the  same  room,  for  the  spiritual  life  is,  as  recognized  by 
all  who  have  come  in  close  contact  with  the  patients,  a  big  part  of 
their  lives.

HOUSE  OP  REFUGE,  RANDALL'S  ISLAND 
A  visitor  of  the  Association's  central  office  staff,  reports  as  follows : 
This  institution  occupies  thirty-seven  acres  on  the  southern  end  of 
Randall's  Island.  It  is  a  reformatory  for  boys  charged  with  and  con- 
victed of  crime,  vagrancy  or  disorderly  conduct.  The  capacity  of  the 
institution  is  1,000.  During  the  past  year  the  average  number  of 
inmates  has  been  600.  The  institution  is  supported  wholly  by  the  State, 
although  it  is  conducted  by  the  Society  for  the  Reformation  of  Juvenile 
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Delinquents,  an  incorporated  body.  The  Governor  of  the  State,  the 
Comptroller  and  the  Attorney  General  are  ex-officio  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

The  boys  are  given  a  common  school  education  and  industrial  in- 
struction. The  buildings  of  "  The  Refuge  "  although  old,  are  in  good 
repair  and  kept  extremely  clean.  A  military  system  and  a  corps  of 
disciplinary  officers  maintain  the  order  of  the  institution. 

The  boys  are  well  trained,  receive  an  abundance  of  good  food, 
clothing,  medical  and  dental  service. 

Protestant,  Catholic  and  Hebrew  clergy  conduct  services  for  their 
respective  charges  each  Sunday.  Entertainments  are  frequently  given 
by  and  for  the  boys.  A  parole  system  with  a  chief  officer  and  four 
assistants  takes  care  of  the  large  number  of  boys  who  are  paroled 
on  good  behavior.  The  supervision  and  follow  up  of  the  parole  system 
continues  until  the  boys  reach  their  majority. 

This  institution  is  well  conducted  and  commands  the  admiration  of 
its  visitors. 

WESTERN  HOUSE  OF  REFUGE  FOR  WOMEN,  ALBION 

Inasmuch  as  the  administration  of  this  institution  has  been  the 
subject  of  inquiry  by  a  special  representative  of  the  Governor  within 
the  year,  no  formal  inspection  has  been  made  by  visitors  of  this 
Association. 

NEW  YORK  STATE  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  TREATMENT  OF 
INCIPIENT  PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS, 
AT  RAY  BROOK 

Dr.  Stanley  L.  Wang,  of  the  Association's  Committee  on  Tuber- 
culosis and  Public  Health,  reports  as  follows : 

Ray  Brook  is  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis in  its  early  stage.  Patients,  past  the  age  of  16,  with  incipient 
tuberculosis  are  admitted  from  any  county  or  municipality  of  New 
York  State,  provided  the  patient  is  without  funds  and  is  a  citizen 
of  the  State.   Application  for  admission  is  made  to  local  health  officers. 

The  hospital  building  is  a  red,  three  story,  brick  structure,  con- 
sisting of  a  central  administrative  section  and  four  patient  pavilions, 
two  on  each  side,  connected  by  corridors.  The  other  buildings  are 
the  employees'  building,  laboratory  building  and  the  power  plant  which 
is  below  and  slightly  removed  from  the  hospital  building.  The  chief 
executive  officer  is  Dr.  H.  A.  Bray,  Superintendent. 
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The  capacity  for  patients  is  330.  It  is  said  that  the  institution  is 
usually  filled  and  there  is  *  waiting  list. 

The  approximate  number  of  the  staff  and  employees  is  80.  There 
were,  at  the  time  of  the  visit,  two  assistant  resident  physicians  and 
a  student  interne.  The  plan  of  the  institutional  organization  is  that 
the  superintendent  is  in  charge  of  the  hospital  and  he  is  responsible 
to  the  Board  of  Managers.  Business  routine  is  largely  delegated  by 
the  superintendent  to  the  steward. 

The  buildings  were  neat,  clean  and  in  good  order.  The  equip- 
ment and  fittings  seemed  sufficient  for  the  purpose. 

The  floors  and  walls  were  in  good  repair. 

The  patients'  rooms  and  wards,  the  treatment  porches  and  the 
dining  room  were  cheerful  and  attractive. 

The  discipline  of  the  patients  appeared  good.  Patients  who  are 
physically  able,  are  assigned  to  exercise  for  their  benefit  in  the  form 
of  light  work  about  the  institution. 

There  are  four  amusem^pts  and  diversions :  Moving  pictures  each 
week ;  a  library ;  properly  chaperoned  outing  parties  and  picnics  for 
those  whose  condition  permits  and  an  entertainment  committee  which 
provides  frequent  entertainments. 

The  present  popular  conception  of  occupational  therapy,  namely 
craftwork,  etc.,  is  not  taught  to  patients.  This  field  is  covered  by 
therapeutic  exercise  administered  in  the  form  of  housekeeping,  care 
of  the  sanatorium  property  and  the  care  of  patients'  personal  effects. 
Since  practically  all  patients  are  ambulant  and  are  able  to  take  more 
or  less  exercise,  the  present  plan  is  applicable. 

The  hospital  grounds  are  not  extensively  improved,  which  has  been 
noted  in  previous  reports.  Plans  for  a  children's  building  are  being 
considered.    A  director  of  laboratories  is  also  under  consideration. 

At  the  time  of  the  visit,  several  of  the  county  tuberculosis  hospital 
superintendents  were  receiving  a  course  of  instruction  at  the  hospital 
in  the  diagnosis  and  sanatorium  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  The  med- 
ical superintendent  was  also  an  instructor  at  the  Trudeau  School  of 
Tuberculosis  which  was  in  session  at  that  time. 

Recommendations :  1.  That  the  teaching  service  of  this  hospital  be 
made  more  widely  available  to  the  physicians  of  this  State  by 

(a)  Issuing  a  leaflet  monthly  or  semi-monthly  to  physicians  which 
contains  instructions  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 
(Such  a  leaflet  woftld  be  more  widely  read  by  physicians  than  a  book 
because  it  would  occupy  less  of  their  time.) 

(b)  Holding  short  courses  of  instruction  in  the  diagnosis  and  care 
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of  tuberculosis  for  hospital  or  practising  physicians.  Such  courses 
should  be  without  charge  and  should  be  held  often  enough  to  permit 
any  and  all  physicians  in  the  State  to  attend. 

2.  The  appointment  of  an  individual  whose  duties  would  be  that 
of  "  hostess,"  to  assist  newly  admitted  patients  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  hospital  and  to  adjust  themselves  to  hospital  life.  The  duties 
of  this  position  should  be  neither  medical  nor  business  but  should 
consist  of  such  services  as  will  help  the  patients  through  the  dis- 
comforts that  are  necessarily  attendant  on  the  change  from  living  in 
their  homes  to  living  in  a  public  institution.  A  properly  qualified 
hostess  should  be  able  to  ameliorate  much  of  the  lonesomeness  and 
homesickness  which  prevents  many  recently  admitted  patients  from 
benefitting  to  the  extent  possible  from  the  sanatorium  care.  This 
work  should  include  not  only  assistance  in  the  adaptation  of  new 
patients  but  it  should  also  be  applied,  to  the  extent  possible,  to  in- 
creasing the  comfort  of  the  other  patients. 

3.  Local  physicians,  throughout  the  State,  who  are  examiners  for 
Ray  Brook  might  advantageously  be  advised  to  emphasize  to  pros- 
pective patients  the  probability  of  their  having  to  engage  in  some 
form  of  work,  for  their  benefit,  while  they  are  patients  at  this  hos- 
pital. Also  that  the  food,  which  is  wholesome,  sufficient  ir  quantity 
and  well  prepared  very  naturally  seems  different  in  a  hospital  where 
it  is  prepared  in  large  quantities  than  it  does  in  the  private  home. 
Also  that  the  homesickness  is  probable  because  of  the  hospital's  loca- 
tion which  precludes,  in  most  instances,  frequent  visits  from  relatives. 

Patients  occasionally  object  to  sanatorium  care  because  of  the  food, 
homesickness,  or  their  being  required  to  do  work  as  a  therapeutic 
measure.  It  is  believed  that  these  objections  would  be  less  frequent 
if  patients  were  better  informed  before  their  admission  to  the  hospital. 

NEW  YORK  STATE  SOLDIERS  AND  SAILORS  HOME,  AT 

BATH 

Inasmuch  as  the  administration  of  this  institution  has  been  the  sub- 
ject of  inquiry  by  a  special  representative  of  the  Governor  within  the 
year,  no  formal  inspection  has  been  made  by  visitors  of  this  Association. 

STATE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS,  AT  HUDSON 
The  following  report  is  submitted  by  a  member  of  the  State  Charities 

Aid  Association's  Columbia  County  Committee: 

This  school,  as  stated  in  previous  reports,  is  well  conducted  and 

has  a  large  waiting  list.    The  shortage  of  teachers  continues  because

of  more  attractive  salaries  offered  on  the  outside,  but  there  has  been 
little  loss  of  time  from  the  educational  work  because  of  the  employ- 
ment of  instructors  during  the  summer  vacation  period  of  private 
and  public  schools. 

The  well  articulated  course  of  study  embodying  academic  work, 
manual  training,  crafts,  gardening,  housekeeping,  physical  training, 
organized  games  and  music  seems  a  model  for  the  type  of  pupils 
in  this  school. 

A  system  of  credits  for  good  conduct  and  the  reward  of  extended 
privileges  for  exemplary  behavior  largely  eliminates  the  disciplinary 
problem  by  putting  the  emphasis  on  the  value  of  social  conduct. 

During  the  year  some  notable  additions  to  the  collection  of  pic- 
tures throughout  the  institution  were  made.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  selections  of  copies  of  the  masterpieces  were  made  by  the 
girls  after  a  full  opportunity  to  study  numerous  catalogs  of  pictures. 

The  buildings,  with  the  exception  of  a  portion  of  the  industrial 
school  which  is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  State  architect,  are  in 
good  condition.  The  newest  cottages,  the  school  building  and  hos- 
pital, are  admirably  planned  and  furnished  with  the  most  advanced 
equipment.  The  high  cost  of  construction  work  has  prevented  any 
additions  to  the  plant  within  the  year. 

An  improvement  in  the  recreational  life  of  this  school  would  be  the 
introduction  of  rnotion  pictures  which  play  so  important  a  part  in  the 
entertainment  of  the  pupils  and  inmates  of  other  State  institutions. 

Valuable  assistance  in  the  conduct  of  the  poultry  farm  has  been 
rendered  through  the  State  Department  of  Farms  and  Markets  in 
conjunction  with  the  State  Agricultural  College  at  Cornell. 

This  institution  needs  better  quarters  for  some  of  its  officers.  When 
the  cost  of  construction  ceases  to  be  prohibitive  the  school's  capacity 
should  be  expanded  to  meet  the  larger  demand  that  is  constantly 
made  upon  it.

NEW  YORK  STATE  REFORMATORY  FOR  WOMEN,  AT 
BEDFORD  HILLS 

Inasmuch  as  the  administration  of  this  institution  has  been  the 
subject  of  inquiry  by  a  special  representative  of  the  Governor  within 
the  year,  no  formal  inspection  has  been  made  by  visitors  of  this 
Association. 
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STATE  AGRICULTURAL  AND  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  FOR 
BOYS,  AT  INDUSTRY 

This  school  continues  to  show  improvements  over  its  previous 
excellent  work.  The  members  of  the  Committee  visited  the  school 
during  the  year  and  desire  to  report  that  the  institution  both  as  to 
plant  and  administration  is  worthy  of  great  commendation.  The 
Superintendent  shows  an  especial  aptness  in  handling  the  pupils  of 
this  school  who  present  a  peculiar  problem,  and  efficiently  manages 
the  large  plant  on  behalf  of  the  State. 

The  building  to  serve  as  a  home  for  the  guards  mentioned  in  last 
year's  report  has  not  yet  been  erected.  The  urgent  need  for  it  con- 
tinues. While  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  any  large  building  program 
for  State  institutions  can  be  undertaken  under  present  conditions  it 
seems  to  the  visitors  that  the  building  of  this  home  should  not  longer 
be  delayed.  The  men  who  are  employed  *at  the  institution  are  not 
provided  with  anything  like  satisfactory  living  quarters.  This  makes 
it  extremely  difficult  to  hold  satisfactory  employees  and  seriously  im- 
pairs the  work  of  the  school. 

During  the  year  only  minor  improvements  were  made  in  the  exist- 
ing plant  because  of  the  high  cost  of  materials.  The  farm  and  shop- 
work  has  progressed  very  satisfactorily  and  it  is  hoped  that  when 
building  conditions  have  changed  for  the  better  new  shops  may  be 
erected. 

The  health  conditions  at  the  school  have  been  excellent  during  the 
year.  The  Committee  is  altogether  satisfied  that  everything  possible 
is  being  done  to  give  the  pupils  at  this  school  the  fullest  opportunity 
to  become  good  citizens.

THOMAS  INDIAN  SCHOOL,  AT  IROQUOIS 
This  institution  was  visited  from  the  central  office.  It  is  for  the 
care  and  education  of  Indiafl  children  from  the  several  reservations 
within  the  State.  The  children  are  received  at  the  minimum  age 
of  five  and  the  average  age  at  discharge  is  seventeen.  There  were 
one  hundred  eighty-four  children  (seventy-six  girls  and  one  hundred 
eight  boys)  at  the  school  at  the  time  of  inspection. 

The  plant  was  found  to  be  in  splendid  condition  and  living  quar- 
ters of  both  the  children  and  the  staff  are  adequate  and  attractive. 
The  school  was  inspected  and  the  following  lines  of  work  found  to 
be  in  operation :  Scholastic  studies,  domestic  science,  carpentry,  dress- 
making, plain  sewing,  farm  and  gardes  work  and  instruction  in  steam 
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and  electric  work  at  the  power  house  These  subjects  are  being 
taught  by  competent  and  interested  instructors.  The  children  are 
manifestly  receiving  a  well  co-ordinated  training. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  good.  The  hospital  building 
of  10  beds  is  the  one  part  of  the  institution  that  is  below  par.  The 
building  is  antiquated  and  not  suitable  for  hospital  purposes.  The 
institution  is  much  in  need  of  a  modern  small  hospital  building.  The 
school  physician  is  in  attendance  once  each  week  and  visits  on  call 
from  the  neighboring  village  of  Gowanda.  There  is  in  course  of 
construction  a  new  building  for  industrial  training  which  is  admir- 
ably designed  for  this  purpose.  It  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  be 
transferred  from  the  present  cramped  quarters  to  the  new  building 
by  the  close  of  the  year.  This  new  building  is  being  constructed  under 
the  supervision  of  the  school  instructor  in  carpentry  and  allied  sub- 
jects. The  work  is  being  done  by  the  employees  and  the  pupils  and 
the  building  is  a  credit  to  them. 

This  school  is  in  need  of  a  gymnasium  for  organized  physical 
training  and  indoor  recreation.  The  plant  would  also  be  greatly 
improved  by  a  building  designed  to  care  for  the  children  from  five 
years  of  age  to  eight  years  who  come  to  the  school  in  large  numbers. 
A  device  for  unloading  the  institution's  coal  at  the  railroad  station 
three  miles  away  would  effect  a  decided  economy  in  time  and  money. 

The  religious  life  of  the  children  is  cultivated  under  the  appropriate 
sectarian  auspices  and  the  plan  is  meeting  with  general  satisfaction. 

The  children  at  this  school  are  evidently  in  good  hands  and  are 
given  an  unusual  opportunity  to  fit  themselves  to  take  their  place  in 
the  ranks  of  useful  citizens  of  New  York  State. 

reports  of  county  visiting  committees 

Brief  extracts  from  the  annual  reports  of  local  visiting  committees 
to  almshouses  are  herewith  submitted  : 

Allegany  County. — Two  visits  of  the  committee  were  made  to  the 
almshouse  during  the  year.  The  water  supply,  drainage,  plumbing, 
ventilation  and  fire  protection  were  found  to  be  good.  The  order  and 
cleanliness  of  the  almshouse  could  only  be  described  as  fair.  During 
the  year  lockers  were  installed  for  the  safe  keeping  of  clothing  and 
other  belongings  of  the  inmates  of  the  men's  building.  Painting  and 
the  necessary  repairs  were  made.  No  special  provision  is  made  for 
the  care  of  the  sick  at  this  almshouse.  The  acutely  ill  are  sent  to 
the  hospitals  in  Wellsville,  Hornell  or  Buffalo.  Papers  and  magazines 
have  been  provided  by  the  committee  during  the  year  for  the  inmates. 
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Religious  services  have  been  held  once  a  month  by  visiting  ministers. 
At  Christmas  time  the  schools  of  the  county  provided  presents  and 
entertainment  for  the  inmates.  The  almshouse  farm  was  examined 
by  the  State  Department  of  Farms  and  Markets  and  advice  given  as 
to  its  development. 

Columbia  County. — Eleven  visits  by  members  of  the  committee 
were  made  to  this  almshouse  during  the  year.  A  new  hot-water  boiler 
in  the  women's  wing  and  a  general  painting  of  the  interior  of  the  build- 
ing were  the  principal  improvements  during  the  year.  The  plumbing 
and  drainage  systems  are  in  need  of  improvement  but  it  has  been 
impossible  to  have  these  done  because  of  the  lack  of  labor.  The 
administration  of  the  institution  has  been  satisfactory  and  the  com- 
mittee commended  the  work  of  the  superintendent  and  matron.  The 
sick  of  the  institution  are  cared  for  in  an  infirmary  by  a  competent 
domestic  nurse.  The  physician  visits  the  institution  twice  a  week 
and  at  other  times  when  summoned.  Religious  services  have  been 
held  once  a  month.  A  Christmas  party  and  extra  meals  on  other 
holidays  were  provided  by  the  management  of  the  almshouse.  A 
phonograph  was  also  installed  during  the  year.  The  county  farm 
was  examined  by  the  State  Department  of  Farms  and  Markets  and 
advice  given  as  to  its  development. 

Chautauqua  County. — Two  visits  to  the  almshouse  were  made 
during  the  year  by  four  members  of  the  committee.  The  annual  con- 
ference of  County  Superintendents  of  the  Poor  was  also  held  during 
the  year  at  a  nearby  point  and  many  of  the  superintendents  and  others 
interested  in  almshouse  work  visited  the  institution.  The  visitors 
found  the  building  and  administration  to  be  excellent.  New  floors, 
new  equipment  in  bathrooms  and  the  installation  of  electricity  through- 
out the  building  were  the  new  additions  for  the  year.  A  separate 
hospital  building  is  provided  for  the  acutely  ill  and  is  in  charge  of 
an  excellent  practical  nurse.  The  physician  visits  the  institution  when 
summoned.  In  the  judgment  of  the  committee  the  care  of  the  sick 
is  very  satisfactory.  No  entertainments  were  provided  by  the  com- 
mittee during  the  year.  Societies  t  from  Jamestown  have  furnished 
comforts  for  the  aged  and  given  a  few  parties  at  the  home. 

Delaware  County. — This  almshouse  was  found  to  be  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  water  supply,  plumbing,  drainage  and  fire  protection,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  committee,  are  ample.  Two  porches  were  con- 
structed on  the  inmates'  quarters  during  the  year.  The  sick  are  cared 
for  in  their  rooms  by  the  matron  and  in  acute  cases  by  a  trained  nurse 
who  is  called  in  for  the  occasion.  The  physician  does  not  make  regular 
visits  to  the  almshouse  but  visits  on  call.  Religious  services  have 
been  held  fortnightly  during  the  year.  No  entertainments  have  been 
given.  The  inmates  assist  in  the  work  of  the  farm  so  far  as  they 
are  able  to  and,  to  some  extent,  with  the  housekeeping  of  the  institution. 
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Essex  County. — The  committee  reports  this  'almshouse  to  be  in  ex- 
cellent condition.  The  water  supply,  plumbing,  drainage,  ventilation, 
fire  protection  and  food  are  described  as  very  good.  The  buildings 
are  in  excellent  condition  and  the  inmates  are  comfortable  and  con- 
tented. During  the  year  the  only  construction  work  was  a  new  stair- 
way. The  almshouse  has  been  handicapped  during  the  year  because 
of  the  lack  of  adequate  help.  This  deficiency  has  been  made  up  by 
the  superintendent  doing  much  more  than  is  ordinarily  required  of  the 
person  in  charge.  The  committee  desires  to  compliment  the  super- 
intendent on  the  splendid  condition  of  the  plant.  The  sick  inmates 
are  cared  for  in  rooms  set  apart  for  each  of  the  sexes  and  the  care  is 
reported  as  satisfactory.  The  men  have  been  able  to  assist  to  a  consid- 
erable degree  in  the  farm  work  and  some  of  the  women  have  assisted  in 
the  house  work.  Daily  papers  and  magazines  have  been  furnished 
by  the  superintendent.  A  Christmas  party  was  given  for  the  inmates 
under  his  auspices. 

Franklin  County. — At  this  almshouse  there  has  been  a  change  of 
superintendents  during  the  year.  The  administration  of  the  institu- 
tion is  good.  The  buildings  and  barn  have  been  painted  and  a  new 
bath  room  installed.  The  out-standing  need  of  this  almshouse  is 
new  mattresses.  The  sick  are  cared  for  in  a  ward  in  a  wing  of  the 
building.  There  is  one  practical  nurse.  Two  concerts  were  furnished 
during  the  year  by  the  county  committee.  The  farm  was  inspected 
by  the  State  Bureau  of  Farms  and  Markets  and  some  advice  was  given 
as  to  improving  the  running  of  it.  The  inmates  have  assisted  materially 
in  the  conduct  of  the  county  farm, 
ii 

Fulton  County. — The  county  farm  and  almshouse  were  found  in 
good  condition  and  the  management  as  heretofore  is  exceptionally 
competent  and  considerate.  A  new  reservoir  at  a  cost  of  $13,000  was 
built  during  the  year.  Other  improvements  were  an  addition  to  the 
barn  and  a  new  auxiliary  boiler  to  increase  the  heating  of  the  buildings 
which  were  not  satisfactorily  warmed  during  the  past  winter.  The 
sick  are  cared  for  in  their  rooms.  The  physician  visits  the  almshouse 
tjwice  a  week  and  on  call.  There  is  no  nurse  at  the  home.  Enter- 
tainments at  the  holiday  season  have  been  furnished  by  committees 
from  Johnstown  and  Gloversville  and  at  other  times  by  the  W.  C.  T.  U. 

Genesee  County. — This  almshouse  is  reported  to  be  in  good  con- 
dition and  is  especially  commended  for  its  cleanliness  and  order  by 
members  of  the  committee.  A  sewage  disposal  plant  has  been  put 
in  operation  during  the  year  and  an  excavation  has  been  made  for 
an  additional  wing  which  will  provide  for  forty  more  rooms  for 
inmates.  The  administration  is  reported  to  be  effective  and  the  inmates 
to  receive  kindly  and  prompt  attention.  The  sick  are  cared  for  in 
their  rooms  by  a  practical  nurse.  The  physician  visits  the  home  once 
a  week  and  at  other  times  when  summoned  by  the  nurse.  In  the 
judgment  of  the  committee  the  care  of  the  sick  is  unusually  good. 
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Reading  matter  has  been  provided  by  the  Batavia  Public  Library  and 
friends  of  the  almshouse.  Religious  services  have  been  held  fort- 
nightly. The  Salvation  Army  has  furnished  entertainments  and 
motion  pictures  several  times  during  the  year.  The  almshouse  man- 
agement has  also  provided  recreation  for  the 'inmates.  The  State 
Department  of  Farms  and  Markets  has  assisted  in  the  management 
of  the  farm  and  dairy.  Literature  and  records  for  efficient  dairy 
administration  have  been  furnished. 

Greene  County. — The  almshouse  was  found  in  good  condition  and 
is  considered  to  be  well  conducted.  During  the  y^ar  only  ordinary 
repairing,  painting  and  up-keep  were  possible  because  of  the  high 
cost  of  materials  and  labor.  The  management  of  the  institution  is 
efficient  and  everything  possible  is  done  to  insure  the  comfort  of  the 
inmates.  There  is  no  special  hospital  division  for  the  sick,  nor  is 
there  a  nurse  at  the  almshouse.  The  physician  is  called  when  neces- 
sary. In  the  opinion  of  the  visitor  the  care  of  the  sick  is  hardly  satis- 
factory. Reading  matter  has  been  provided  during  the  year  by  char- 
itable societies  throughout  the  county  and  by  the  superintendent.  Re- 
ligious services  have  been  held  fortnightly.  Motion  pictures  and  con- 
certs have  been  provided  by  the  superintendent  and  his  assistants. 

Herkimer  County* — This  almshouse  is  reported  by  the  committee 
to  be  in  good  condition  but  the  contentment  of  the  inmates  is  described 
as  only  fair.  During  the  year  the  building  has  been  painted  and 
-additional  storage  facilities  added.  The  sick  are  cared  for  in  a  hos- 
pital wing  devoted  to  hospital  purposes  and  a  practical  nurse  is  in 
charge.  The  committee  describes  the  care  of  the  sick  as  being  entirely 
satisfactory.  The  physician  visits  the  hospital  twice  a  week  and  on 
call.  Reading  matter  has  been  provided  by  the  Social  Agencies  of 
Little  Falls,  Herkimer  and  Ilion.  Religious  services  have  been  held 
Once  a  month.  A  Christmas  party  for  the  inmates  was  given  by  the 
committee  and  a  band  concert  secured  through  the  hospital  management. 

Kingston  City. — This  almshouse  as  in  previous  reports  is  described 
as  clean,  orderly  and  quiet.  Ventilation  in  the  almshouse  remains  a 
problem  and  is  only  satisfactorily  secured  by  opening  the  windows 
while  the  inmates  are  at  meals.  From  this  it  appears  at  other  times 
the  ventilation  is  not  what  it  should  be.  No  improvements  have  been 
made  during  the  year.  A  bake  oven  and  equipment  for  baking  bread 
in  large  quantities  is  the  outstanding  need  at  the  present  time.  The 
floors  also  should  be  renewed  and  the  living  room  wall  redecorated. 

Lewis  County. — The  almshouse  is  reported  in  very  good  repair  and 
the  inmates  well  cared  for  and  content.  During  the  year  five  rooms 
and  the  porch  floors  were  painted.  The  sick  are  cared  for  in  a  hos- 
pital ward  by  a  practical  nurse,  and  in  the  judgment  of  the  visiting 
committee  the  care  is  satisfactory.  The  physician  visits  the  alms- 
house twice  a  week  and  when  summoned.    Reading  matter  has  been 
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provided  by  members  of  the  committee.  Religious  services  have  been 
held  once  a  month.  Parties  for  the  inmates  were  given  at  Thanks- 
giving, Christmas  and  Easter  by  the  committee  and  other  entertain- 
ment was  furnished  during  the  year  by  the  almshouse  management. 

Montgomery  County. — Eight  visits  to  the  almshouse  were  made 
during  the  year  by  S.  C.  A.  A.  visitors.  On  one  occasion  there  were 
fifty  interested  persons  brought  to  the  almshouse  by  the  committee 
when  a  picnic  was  given  for  the  inmates.  This  institution  continues 
in  very  capable  hands  and  is  one  of  the  best  conducted  county  homes 
in  the  state.  The  buildings  and  grounds  were  always  found  in  good 
order  and  the  administration  is  humane,  kindly  and  efficient.  New 
improvements  during  the  year  were  made  in  the  laundry  and  a  new 
shingle  roof  was  put  up  on  one  of  the  buildings.  Hospital  wards, 
one  for  men  and  one  for  women,  provide  adequate  provision  for  the 
sick.  There  is  no  nurse  at  the  home  because  of  the  small  salary  offered 
by  the  county.  The  sick,  however,  are  well  provided  for.  The  physi- 
cian to  the  county  house  is  in  attendance  twice  a  week  and  at  other 
times  on  call.  The  State  Department  of  Farms  and  Markets  has 
rendered  assistance  in  the  conduct  of  the  almshouse  farm  and  given 
demonstrations  there  for  the  benefit  of  the  farmers  of  the  county. 

Monroe  County. — This  almshouse  and  county  hospital  were  found 
to  be  in  excellent  condition  and  well  managed.  During  the  year  prac- 
tically the  entire  almshouse  has  been  repainted.  Considerable  car- 
pentering has  also  been  done  to  keep  the  building  in  good  repair. 
There  are  170  men  inmates  of  the  almshouse.  74  women,  and  100 
patients  in  the  #county  hospital  which  adjoins  the  almshouse.  The 
hospital  is  suffering  from  lack  of  adequate  number  of  trained  nurses 
^because  of  the  more  attractive  remuneration  for  nurses  in  private  work. 
Five  religious  services  are  held  each  Sunday  and  frequent  entertain- 
ments are  given  by  volunteer  agencies.  The  Hospital  Happiness  Asso- 
ciation provides  weekly  moving  picture  performances  and  also  special 
entertainments  on  holidays.  These  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
inmates.  The  farm  has  been  inspected  and  valuable  assistance  rendered 
to  the  county  workers  by  the  State  Department  of  Farms  and  Markets. 

Nassau  County. — There  are  two  almshouses  in  this  county,  one  for 
Hempstead  town  located  near  Hempstead,  and  the  other  for  Oyster 
Bay  and  North  Hempstead  towns.  Both  are  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee to  be  in  good  condition  and  well  conducted.  At  the  North 
Hempstead  and  Oyster  Bay  almshouses  the  gardens  have  been  improved 
during  the  year  and  some  painting  has  been  done  within  the  institu- 
tions. At  the  Hempstead  almshouse  an  addition  with  private  rooms 
for  more  inmates  was  completed  during  the  year.  At  the  Hempstead 
almshouse  there  is  a  separate  hospital  building  but  at  North  Hemp- 
stead home  the  sick  are  cared  for  in  a  wing.  Reading  matter  for  the 
inmates  of  both  homes  has  been  supplied  by  members  of  the  committee 
and  neighbors.   Religious  services  have  been  conducted  at  both  homes. 
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The  age  and  infirmity  of  the  inmates  in  both  institutions  precludes  their 
working  in  the  gardens  or  about  the  homes.  Literature  has  not  been 
furnished  during  the  year  as  far  as  the  committee  knows. 

Niagara  County. — This  almshouse,  which  is  new  and  admirably  laid 
out  and  constructed,  was  found  to  be  in  good  condition  and  excellently 
administered.  There  is  a  separate  hospital  building  with  an  operating 
suite  which  cares  for  county  patients  as  well  as  for  the  acutely  ill  of 
the  almshouse.  There  is  one  trained  nurse  in  charge  of  the  hospital. 
The  physician  visits  the  hospital  and  almshouse  three  times  a  week 
and  on  call.  Religious  services  and  entertainments  for  the  inmates 
have  not  been  conducted  with  any  regularity.  The  superintendent  and 
matron  stated  that  the  inmates  were  not  interested  in  entertainments 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  buildings  were  separated  and  the  inmates 
found  it  difficult  to  assemble  in  a  central  place.  This  would  not  be 
true  if  the  majority  of  the  aged  people  were  not  so  infirm  as  is  the 
case  in  the  present  condition  of  the  country  in  most  almshouses.  The 
management  of  this  institution  is  commended  for  the  excellent  con- 
dition of  the  grounds  and  the  gardens. 

Newburgh  City. — This  almshouse  as  previously  reported  is  one  of 
the  best  conducted  in  the  state.  It  has  city  water  supply,  drainage 
and  electric  services.  It  was  found  on  a  number  of  occasions  to  be 
clean  and  in  good  order  and  with  a  spirit  of  contentment  among  the 
inmates.  During  the  year  a  new  roof  was  built  upon  the  main  build- 
ing. There  is  need  of  an  infirmary  building.  The  sick  are  now  cared 
for  in  a  smaller  ward.  There  is  a  practical  nurse  who  is  in  charge 
of  the  sick  inmates  and  she  is  assisted  by  a  male  attendant.  The 
physician  visits  the  almshouse  daily  and  the  care  of  the  sick  at  this 
almshouse  is  unusually  good.  The  inmates  have  been  able  to  assist 
materially  in  the  farm  work,  gardening,  painting  and  house  work. 
Religious  services  have  been  held  each  Saturday  and  Sunday  by  clergy- 
men of  the  Protestant,  Catholic  and  Jewish  faiths.  Several  musical 
entertainments  were  given  during  the  year. 

Oneida  County. — The  buildings  at  this  almshouse  are  only  in  fair 
condition.  The  committee  reports  that  the  comfort  and  contentment 
of  the  inmates  is  good.  No  notable  additions  have  been  made  in  the 
past  year  to  the  plant  nor  have  there  been  any  administrative  changes. 
The  sick  are  cared  for  in  the  adjoining  county  hospital  building  where 
there  is  a  regular  staff  of  nurses  and  attendants.  The  physician  visits 
the  sick  inmates  every  day  and  the  care  of  the  sick  is  reported  to  be 
entirely  satisfactory.  Religious  services  have  been  held  every  Sunday 
by  ministers  of  three  faiths.  A  Christmas  entertainment  was  provided 
for  the  inmates  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  This  almshouse  was 
severely  handicapped  during  the  year  by  an  insufficient  number  of 
employees. 

Onondaga  County. — The  care  and  contentment  of  the  inmates  of 
this  institution  is  reported  to  be  satisfactory.     The  water  supply 
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has  not  been  satisfactory  during  the  year,  being  low  in  dry  seasons. 
The  ventilation  is  also  unsatisfactory.  The  plumbing  and  fire  protec- 
tion are  reported  to  be  adequate.  No  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
plant  during  the  year.  The  buildings  however  have  been  kept  in  good 
repair  and  make  an  attractive  home.  The  outstanding  need  of  the 
institution  is  an  adequate  water  supply,  and,  if  the  present  source  is 
to  be  used  the  water  should  be  filtered.  The  almshouse  is  hardly 
large  enough  for  the  demands  made  upon  it  and  it  is  hoped  that  when 
building  costs  cease  to  be  prohibitive  that  an  extension  of  the  plant 
will  be  made.  There  is  a  separate  hospital  building  with  two  trained 
nurses  and  eleven  practical  nurses.  There  is  a  resident  physician.  The 
inmates  during  the  past  year  on  account  of  their  age  and  infirmity  have 
been  unable  to  render  any  practical  service  either  in  housekeeping  or 
outdoor  work.  No  assistance  from  the  State  Bureau  of  Farms  and 
Markets  has  been  rendered  during  the  year  in  the  conduct  of  the  farm. 

Orange  County. — Five  visits  of  the  committee  were  made  during  the 
year.  The  general  condition  of  the  plant  is  reported  to  be  very  good. 
The  inmates  are  content  and  there  is  an  air  of  general  happiness 
throughout  the  institution.  During  the  year  the  main  buildings  have 
been  repainted.  Otherwise  there  have  been  no  noteworthy  improve- 
ments. There  is  a  separate  hospital  building  for  the  care  of  the 
sick  with  one  trained  nurse  in  charge.  The  physician  visits  the  alms- 
house three  times  each  week  and  is  in  attendance  whenever  summoned. 
Reading  matter  and  music  have  been  provided  for  the  inmates  by 
the  several  towns  of  the  county.  Religious  services  have  been  held 
during  the  year  each  Sunday.  The  State  Bureau  of  Farms  and 
Markets  sent  a  representative  during  the  year  to  advise  the  superin- 
tendent as  to  improving  and  developing  the  farm. 

Seneca  County. — The  committee  reports  this  almshouse  to  be  in 
good  condition.  The  water  supply,  drainage,  plumbing  and  fire  protec- 
tion are  adequate.  The  buildings  have  been  found  to  be  clean  and  in 
good  order.  The  food  furnished  to  the  inmates  has  been  abundant, 
well  varied  and  well  prepared.  The  inmates  have  not  reported  inat- 
tention or  lack  of  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  management.  The 
physician  of  the  almshouse  makes  a  weekly  inspection  of  the  inmates 
and  visits  in  addition  on  call.  The  sick  are  cared  for  in  a  room 
adjoining  the  men's  dining  room  and  are  looked  after  by  the  steward 
and  matron.  Reading  matter  has  been  furnished  by  friends  of  the 
superintendent.  Religious  services  have  not  been  regularly  htld  dur- 
ing the  year,  nor  have  any  entertainments  been  given.  The  inmates 
of  the  institution  have,  on  account  of  their  age  and  infirmity  been 
unable  to  render  any  assistance  in  the  conduct  of  the  farm  or 
household. 

Suffolk  County. — The  visitors  report  the  almshouse  to  be  in  good 
condition  and  the  inmates  contented  and  well  cared  for.  During  the 
year  the  building  has  been  repaired  but  no  more  improvements  have 
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been  made  due  to  the  higli  cost  of  labor  and  material.  The  sick  are 
cared  for  in  a  separate  building  by  a  practical  nurse.  This  arrange- 
ment seems  to  provide  adequate  and  proper  care  for  the  s!ck  inmates. 
Reading  matter  was  supplied  by  friends  of  the  management  and 
entertainments  were  given  at  the  holiday  season. 

St.  Lawrence  County. — Everything  in  connection  with  this  alms- 
house is  reported  by  the  visiting  committee  to  be  in  good  condition. 
The  inmates  are  contented  and  no  complaints  have  been  heard  of 
their  food  or  treatment.  No  notable  additions  or  improvements  have 
been  made  during  the  year.  The  women  inmates  who  are  ill  are 
cared  for  in  a  hospital  room.  There  is  no  special  provision  for  the 
care  of  the  sick  men  inmates.  A  practical  nurse  is  in  charge  of  the 
sick.  Reading  matter  and  entertainments  during  the  year  have  been 
provided  by  the  visiting  committee  and  the  superintendent.  Special 
feature  entertainments  have  been  provided  at  Christmas,  Easter  and 
the  Fourth  of  July.  The  farm  was  examined  by  the  State  Bureau  of 
Farms  and  Markets  during  the  year  and  advice  given  as  to  its  devel- 
opment. 

(lister  County. — The  almshouse  plant  of  this  county  is  reported  to 
be  in  very  good  condition.  During  the  year  no  additions  were  made 
to  the  plant.  The  sick  are  cared  for  in  a  part  of  the  building.  This 
arrangement  is  unsatisfactory  and  a  separate  hospital  building  has  long 
been  planned  to  be  built.  There  is  no  trained  nurse  at  the  almshouse 
and  the  sick  are  cared  for  by  the  matron.  The  physician  attends  when 
called.  This  arrangement  is  not  satisfactory.  Books  and  magazines 
have  been  given  by  societies  of  Kingston  City  during  the  year.  The 
almshouse  management  has  provided  phonographs  and  musical  enter- 
tainments. The  State  Bureau  of  Farms  and  Markets  has  inspected 
the  almshouse  farm  and  advice  given  as  to  its  development. 

Washington  County. — This  almshouse  was  visited  by  the  Committee 
in  July.  It  was  found  to  be  clean  and  orderly,  with  a  good  water 
supply,  drainage  and  ventilation.  The  inmates  were  found  to  be  con- 
tented and  cheerful.  The  sick  are  cared  for  by  a  practical  nurse  in 
wards  set  aside  for  the  purpose  and  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee 
the  care  is  adequate.  Entertainments  have  been  given  during  the 
year  at  Christmas  and  Easter  and  reading  matter  provided  by  the 
superintendent  and  friends. 

WestcJiester  County. — The  almshouse  population  for  the  past  year 
occupied  the  new  Westchester  County  Hospital  buildings  which  were 
originally  designed  for  almshouse  inmates.  A  change  in  the  county's 
policy  resulting  from  the  U.  S.  Army's  occupancy  of  the  buildings  and 
changed  economic  conditions  resulted  in  the  return  of  the  almshouse 
population  to  their  original  home  about  September  1  and  the  con- 
version of  the  new  plant  into  a  general  county  hospital. 

Conditions  at  the  old  almshouse  were  found  t»»  be  very  good.  The 
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repairs  made  while  the  army  was  occupying  the  new  buildings  have 
brought  this  plant  to  a  condition  where  it  compares  favorably  with 
all  the  well  adapted  almshouses  of  the  state. 

The  food  is  excellent  and  well  served.  The  water  supply,  heating, 
plumbing  and  fire  protection  are  all  that  could  be  desired.  The 
ventilation  of  the  dormitories  is  hardly  sufficient.  All  the  sick  will 
be  transferred  to  the  county  hospital  which  has  abundant  facilities 
and  a  very  competent  medical  and  nursing  staff. 

During  the  year,  at  the  hospital  buildings,  moving  picture  per- 
formances have  been  g%Ten  weekly,  musical  and  dramatic  entertain- 
ments at  holidays  and  on  other  special  occasions. 

Wyoming  County. — This  almshouse  is  reported  to  be  in  excellent 
condition  and  buildings  are  in  good  order.  The  care  of  the  inmates 
is  reported  to  be  of  the  best.  The  only  improvements  during  the 
year  wrere  minor  additions  for  storage  space  within  the  building. 
The  almshouse  has  no  special  hospital  provision  nor  any  trained 
nursing  servioe.  The  physician  visits  twice  a  week  and  more  often 
if  needed.  A  new  lighting  system  for  the  building  is  urgently  needed. 
The  visiting  committee  found  the  inmates  very  comfortable  and  with- 
out criticism  of  their  treatment. 

Yates  County. — This  almshouse  was  found  to  be  in  good  condition 
except  for  ventilation  and  fire  protection.  The  inmates  were  com- 
fortable and  manifestly  well  cared  for.  During  the  year  no  repairs 
or  improvements  were  made  at  the  institution.  No  hospital  provision 
is  made  for  the  sick  nor  is  there  any  trained  nurse.  This  is  the  out- 
standing need  o,f  the  almshouse.  Book  and  magazines  were  donated 
during  the  year  by  the  keeper  and  by  visitors.  Religious  services  have 
been  held  regularly  on  the  last  Sunday  of  the  month.  There  was 
also  a  Christmas  entertainment. 

COUNTY  ALMSHOUSE  FARMS 

The  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  acting  under  the  law  passed 
in  1913,  has  continued  to  inspect  and  make  recommendations  for  the 
improvement  of  county  almshouse  farms.  This  valued  co-operation  of 
the  department  has  served  to  increase  the  productivity  of  the  farms 
and  the  efficiency  of  the  farming  operations.  Grateful  acknowledge- 
ment is  made  to  the  Defjartment  for  this  leadership  and  practical 
assistance. 
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NEW  YORK  CITY  VISITING  COMMITTEE 

When  a  hospital  receives  some  sick  or  helpless  person  nowadays 
we  all  feel  a  sense  of  relief.  We  know  that  his  suffering  will  be 
relieved  and  that  he  will  be  well  fed  and  cared  for.  But  our  New 
York  City  Visiting  Committee  for  the  past  fifty  years  has  gone  further 
than  that.  We  have  followed  the  patient  into  the  hospital  and  fre- 
quently found  that  the  authorities  are  at  their  wits  ends  to  provide 
shelter,  nursing,  food,  and  clothing,  and  gladly  welcome  the  friendly 
help  of  volunteers. 

We  have  a  small  paid  staff  but  many  volunteer  visitors,  most  of 
whom  know  the  hospitals  with  the  intimacy  and  friendship  that  come 
from  years  of  visiting,  and  so  are  competent  to  work  with  the  authori- 
ties to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  patients. 

The  census  of  our  institutions  is  an  almost  unfailing  indication  of 
the  conditions  which  affect  the  poor.  Last  year  as  a  result  of  very 
little  immigration,  together  with  high  wages  and  prohibition,  the  hos- 
pitals were  two-thirds  empty,  and  there  were  hardly  enough  able- 
bodied  men  and  women  in  the  almshouses  to  act  as  helpers  and  keep 
the  buildings  clean. 

With  the  coming  of  prohibition  in  1919,  the  census  of  the  alcoholic 
wards  was  gradually  lessened  and  after  six  months  certain  of  the 
large  hospitals  closed  those  wards  entirely,  but  later  this  situation 
changed  again  and  now  the  alcoholic  wards  are  full  of  dangerous  cases 
of  intoxication,  and  there  are  admissions  to  the  almshouses  again. 
During  1920  there  has,  of  course,  been  very  little  building  and  few 
contractors  would  bid  on  repairs.  In  one  instance  it  was  necessary 
to  accept  a  bid  for  the  furnishing  of  screens  from  a  contractor  in 
Kentucky. 

The  reports  of  our  visitors  also  show  very  uneven  conditions  in 
the  administration  of  the  various  hospitals.  While  some  institutions 
have  been  painted  and  repaired  and  have  had  ample  supplies  of  cloth- 
ing, other  institutions,  have  been  in  a  deplorable  condition.  Except 
in  one  institution  the  food  has  been  sufficient  and  even  appetizing. 

It  has  been  exceedingly  difficult  to  obtain  labor  at  any  price  this 
past  year.  A  23  per  cent,  increase  in  wages  has  not  produced  a  very 
great  increase  in  the  number  of  attendants.  Our  visitors  have  also 
reported  a  noticeable  tendency  to  replace  skilled  labor  by  unskilled. 
This  should  now  be  corrected  whenever  possible. 

In  order  to  interest  young  women  in  the  nursing  profession  the 
Committee  joined  with  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Charities  Aid  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Managers  of  the  Bellevue  Training  School  in  holding 
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a  large  dinner  last  spring  to  inaugurate  a  nursing  campaign.  The 
occasion  chosen  was  the  centenary  of  the  birth  of  Florence  Nightingale. 
The  dinner  was  attended  by  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  U.  S.  Army, 
and  by  representatives  of  the  Church,  the  State,  and  the  Red  Cross. 
The  Committee  is  still  co-operating  with  every  possible  agency  to 
meet  the  unfilled  demand  of  the  hospitals  for  more  probationers. 

Each  of  our  sub-committees  is  engaged  in  actively  helping  the 
officers  of  some  one  institution  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  patients  under 
their  care.  Our  Committee  has  studied  hospital  equipment,  manage- 
ment, nursing,  clothing,  food  and  laundries  for  48  years  and  is  fre- 
quently able  to  formulate  and  carry  out  very  practical  and  helpful 
changes  in  the  life  of  the  institutions.  Besides  this  regular  work, 
the  Committee  has  entered  upon  certain  preventive  and  educational 
campaigns. 

Our  Committee  on  Dependency  has  endeavored  to  get  some  agencies 
ready  to  stem  the  tide  of  the  unemployed  and  handicapped  who  drill 
to  the  almshouses.  We  have  suggested  that  social  service  should  be 
organized  for  the  almshouses  and  that  an  employment  agent  should 
be  set  to  work  at  the  Municipal  Lodging  House.  Both  plans  have 
been  favorably  considered  and  we  hope  they  will  now  materialize. 
The  other  plan,  which  only  needs  funds  to  be  carried  out,  is  the 
starting  of  one  or  more  workrooms  so.  that  many  a  poor  man  or 
woman  could  earn  the  little  that  would  enable  him  or  her  to  spend 
their  last  days  aj  home.  Meantime  we  have  heartily  advocated  indus- 
tries within  the  almshouse.  There  is  many  an  old  man  sitting  now 
in  a  long  bare  room  with  practically  nothing  to  do.  We  have  urged 
an  extension  of  the  present  industrial  work-shops  so  that  everyone 
who  is  at  all  able-bodied  can  make  something  useful  and  interesting. 

Occupational  Therapy: 

Our  Hospital  Occupation  Committee,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  Bellevue,  has  sent  six  teachers  of  occupation  therapy  to 
Bellevue.  All  of  these  aides  have  been  especially  trained  and  have 
served  with  distinction  in  the  army  hospitals.  Many  mentally  dis- 
turbed patients  come  to  Bellevue.  Practically  every  man,  woman 
or  child  who  is  noted  in  the  newspaper  as  "  found  wandering  "  or 
"  picked  up  in  the  streets  "  comes  to  our  two  large  cheerful  work- 
rooms in  the  psychopathic  division  and  has  a  chance  to  do  some  attrac- 
tive work,  and,  if  possible  regain  control  of  mind  and  body.  Dr. 
Gregory,  the  head  of  the  psychopathic  division,  tells  us  that  his  oppor- 
tunities for  accurate  diagnosis  are  so  improved  by  this  work  that  it 
has  saved  many  men  and  women  from  the  insane  hospital.  Another 
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teacher  works  in  the  neurological  ward,  and  here  again  despondency 
is  removed,  as  our  toys,  nets  and  baskets  are  made.  We  have  special 
methods  for  the  strengthening  of  muscles  and  joints  in  our  surgical 
work-shop  and  we  have  just  started  work  on  the  tuberculosis  division. 
Besides  the  gain  in  cheerfulness  and  pleasure,  the  work  is  a  great 
help  to  nurses,  and  also  of  much  assistance  to  those  patients  who  must 
begin  to  earn  their  living  in  a  new  or  better  way. 

There  is  one  group  of  patients  in  the  general  hospitals  who  espe- 
cially need  help.  These  are  the  patients,  both  young  and  old,  who 
suffer  from  venereal  disease.  An  attempt  is  made  in  the  hospitals 
to  classify  them,  but  very  frequently  the  innocent  spend  months  with 
hardened  offenders.  During  their  long  cure  they  rarely  leave  the 
wards  and  have  almost  nothing  to  do.  The  Board  of  Education,  in 
response  to  our  representations,  has  sent  two  teachers  to  the  women 
at  Kingston  Avenue  Hospital  and  another  teacher  to  the  children  at 
the  City  Hospital.  We  are  now  working  with  many  social  hygiene 
and  hospital  agencies  to  formulate  and  materialize  a  system  of  care 
in  and  out  of  the  hospital  wards  whieh  shall  give  these  girls  and 
children  a  chance  to  be  out  of  doors,  and  also  to  learn  a  trade,  so 
that  they  can  earn  an  honest  living,  if  they  will,  when  they  are  dis- 
charged. 

There  are  other  friendly  services  which  our  visitors  render  the 
sick  and  aged  whom  they  see  so  often.  We  have  provided  gardens, 
ice-cream  treats,  pianos,  music,  toys,  Christmas  gifts,  summer  excur- 
sions, books  and  games.  The  New  York  Community  Service  sent 
music  to*  the  hospitals  all  last  year,  and  it  was  our  great  pleasure  to 
go  with  the  musicians  to  the  wards  where  the  little  concerts  would 
be  most  enjoyed. 

In  1920  the  City  voted  $15,063,018  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
muncipal  hospitals,  almshouses,  and  health-work,  in  New  York.  This 
is  a  large  investment  and  may  do  invaluable  good  or  may  fail  in 
part  through  poor  planning  or  unskillful  execution  of  plans. 

Will  you  not  help  us  to  do  the  part  of  citizens  in  carrying  out  a 
persistent,  constructive,  policy  of  growth  through  all  the  changing 
city  administrations? 
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PARTICIPATION  BY  THE  STAFF  IN  SOCIAL  WORK 
GENERALLY 

In  addition  to  their  usual  duties,  the  various  members  of  the  staff 
participated  in  national,  state  and  community  meetings,  movements, 
conventions,  conferences,  etc.  The  Association  was  represented  by 
members  of  its  staff  at  the  National  Conference  of  Social  Work  at 
New  Orleans,  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Tuberculosis  Asso- 
ciation in  St.  Louis,  the  North  Atlantic  Tuberculosis  Conference  in 
Philadelphia,  the  Annual  Conference  of  Health  Officers  of  the  State 
of  New  York  at  Saratoga  Springs,  the  New  York  State  Confer- 
ence of  Charities  and  Correction  at  Buffalo,  the  annual  convention 
of  the  National  Country  Life  Association  at  Springfield,  the  State 
Convention  of  County  Superintendents  of  the  Poor  of  New  York 
State,  and  various  other  meetings. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Association,  Mr.  Folks,  continued  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Public  Health  Council  of  the  New  York  State  Department 
of  Health,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  National 
Child  Labor  Committee,  and  a  member  of  various  other  organizations. 
During  the  year  he  served  on  part-time  in  an  advisory  and  executive 
capacity  at  the  New  York  County  Chapter  and  the  Atlantic  Division 
of  the  American  Red  Cross.  A  book  by  the  Secretary  entitled,  "  The 
Human  Costs  of  the  War,"  and  based  on  his  experiences  in  Europe 
during  the  war  and  for  several  months  after  the  signing  of  the  armis- 
tice, was  published  during  the  year. 

The  Association  has  continued  to  furnish  information  about  public 
health,  charities,  institutions,  etc.,  to  the  public  generally  and  to  appro- 
priate departments  and  agencies  of  government.  It  has  continued  the 
publication  of  a  monthly  bulletin,  "  The  S.  C.  A.  A.  News,"  which  is 
distributed  to  about  17,000  readers.  During  the  year  four  special 
issues  of  The  News  were  published  as  follows :  A  "  Health  Center 
Number "  explaining  the  provisions  and  significance  of  a  bill  per- 
mitting counties  and  cities  to  establish  health  centers  with  State  aid ; 
a  "  Nursing  Number  "  directing  attention  to  the  shortage  of  nurses 
and  emphasizing  the  opportunities  offered  by  this  profession  to  young 
women  of  suitable  character  and  education,  a  "  Westchester  Child-Car- 
ing Number,"  describing  the  work  in  public  child  care  being  done  by 
the  Children's  Department  in  Westchester  County  in  co-operation  with 
the  Westchester  County  Children's  Association ;  a  "  Children's  Num- 
ber "  devoted  to  the  Association's  work  in  child  placing,  in  providing 
for  dependent  children  in  the  counties  and  in  assisting  mothers  with 
children. 
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A  systematic  distribution  of  publications  of  the  Central  Association 
and  of  its  various  departments  has  been  carried  on. 

Following  is  a  more  detailed  mention  of  the  special  activities  of 
various  members  of  the  Association,  given  by  departments : 

Mental  Hygiene  Department: 

The  Secretary  of  the  Association,  Mr.  Folks,  addressed  the  Quarterly 
Conference  of  State  hospital  superintendents  and  managers  in  New 
York  on  "  Reorganization  of  State  Institutions;  Opportunities  for 
Service  on  the  Part  of  Managers." 

George  A.  Hastings,  an  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Association  and 
Executive  Secretary  of  its  Committee  on  Mental  Hygiene,  lectured 
before  a  class  in  sociology  at  Columbia  University  on  "  The  Social 
Significance  of  Mental  Diseases  and  Defects,"  spoke  at  a  meeting  of 
the  State  societies  for  mental  hygiene  at  the  national  convention  in 
New  York  on  the  subject,  "  Relative  Values  in  Publicity,"  and  ad- 
dressed the  graduating  class  of  nurses  at  the  Central  Islip  State 
Hospital.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  Canadian  National  Committee 
for  Mental  Hygiene,  he  gave  a  series  of  addresses  in  Canada  before 
the  following  bodies :  The  social  service  workers  of  Montreal  on 
"  Community  Control  of  the  Feebleminded  "  ;  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Toronto  Branch  of  the  Ontario  Association  for  the  Care  of  the  Feeble- 
minded on  the  same  subject;  before  a  class  of  psychiatric  social  work- 
ers in  the  social  service  department  of  the  University  of  Toronto  on 
"  The  Significance  of  Mental  Diseases  and  Defects,"  and  at  the  com- 
mencement exercises  of  that  department.  Mr.  Hastings  also  gave  an 
illustrated  lecture  in  a  New  York  public  school  series  on  "  Why 
Should  So  Many  Go  Insane?",  addressed  the  conference  of  State 
hospital  social  workers  and  clinic  physicians  at  Ward's  Island,  and 
discussed  a  paper  on  "  Fear  and  Anxiety  "  at  the  American  Public 
Health  Association  conference  at  New  Orleans. 

The  Associate  Secretary,  Stanley  P.  Davies,  gave  addresses  in  the 
interest  of  local  clinics  at  Olean,  Salamanca,  Dunkirk,  Fredonia  Nor- 
mal School  and  Hamburg  under  the  auspices  of  the  Gowanda  State 
Hospital.  He  spoke  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  and  the  Federation  of  Mothers'  Clubs  of  Jamestown  on 
the  subject,  "  Understanding  the  Troublesome  Child."  He  addressed 
a  class  in  sociology  at  Columbia  University  on  "  Mental  Ability  in 
Relation  to  the  Present  Day  Order."  He  lectured  at  the  Bowery 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association  on  "Our  Mental  Machinery  and 
Its  Up-Keep,"  and  gave  two  noonday  shop  talks  on  the  same  subject 
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at  the  American  Lithograph  Company  and  at  Bush  Terminal,  Brook- 
lyn, at  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Health  Service,  New  York 
County  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross. 

Mrs.  Margaret  J.  Powers,  Director  of  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment of  the  Committee,  delivered  six  lectures  to  case  workers  at  the 
Home  Service  Section  of  the  American  Red  Cross  on  "  Types  of 
Personality  in  Relation  to  Abnormal  Conduct."  She  addressed  fac- 
tory inspectors  of  the  United  Garment  Trades  at  the  Joint  Board  of 
Sanitary  Control  on  "  Mental  Health  in  Relation  to  Industry."  She 
spoke  at  the  University  Settlement  on  "  Principles  of  Mental  Hygiene," 
and  at  St.  Marks'  Church,  Brooklyn,  on  "  Mental  Health  and  Char- 
acter." At  the  National  Conference  of  Social  Work  at  New  Orleans, 
Mrs.  Powers  gave  a  paper  on  "  The  Industrial  Cost  of  the  Psycho- 
pathic Employee,"  which  was  later  reprinted  in  "  Mental  Hygiene" 

Tuberculosis  and  Public  Health  Department: 

Mr.  George  F.  Canneld,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Tuber- 
culosis and  Public  Health,  served  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
National  Tuberculosis  Association  and  was  the  counsel  of  a  very 
important  sub-committee  of  that  board,  appointed  to  "  evaluate  the 
aims  and  methods  of  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association  and  to 
recommend  the  changes  in  organization  that  seem  necessary."  That 
committee  is  atymt  to  present  constructive  suggestions  with  respect 
to  the  scope  of  the  work  of  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association 
and  to  the  interrelationship  of  the  work  of  the  national  association 
and  that  of  the  various  state  tuberculosis  associations. 

The  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  and 
Public  Health,  George  J.  Nelbach,  was  Chairman  of  the  Division 
on  Health  of  the  National  Conference  of  Social  Work.  The  position 
carried  with  it  membership  on  the  executive  committee  of  the  National 
Conference,  responsibility  for  the  preparation  of  the  program,  the 
securing  of  speakers  and  for  presiding  at  the  various  sessions  held 
by  the  Division  on  Health  in  connection  with  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  National  Conference  in  New  Orleans  in  April,  1920. 

Mr.  Nelbach  represented  the  committee  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  National  Tuberculosis  Association  in  St.  Louis.  April  21-24.  and 
was  elected  to  membership  on  a  Committee  of  Eleven,  to  represent 
the  forty-eight  state  tuberculosis  associations  in  a  series  of  confer- 
ences held  between  that  committee  and  the  executive  committee  and 
the  reorganization  committee  of  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association 
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for  the  consideration  of  questions  relating  to  the  aims,  methods  and 
organization  of  the  National  Association. 

Mr.  Folks  and  Mr.  Nelbach  attended  and  pa  ticipated  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  North  Atlantic  Tuberculosis  Con  erence  held  in  Phila- 
delphia, October  9-10.  Mr.  Folks  was  among  the  speakers  at  the 
public  meeting  held  in  connection  with  the  conference,  and  he  and 
Mr.  Nelbach  presided  at  two  of  the  general  sessions  of  the  conference. 

The  committee  was  also  represented  at  the  Annual  State  Confer- 
ence of  Health  Officers  and  Public  Health  Nurses  held  at  Saratoga 
Springs,  September  7-9,  by  Mr.  Folks  and  Mr.  Nelbach.  Mr.  Folks 
spoke  at  two  sessions  of  the  conference  on  "  The  Health  Center  Bill  " 
and  "  The  Training  of  Public  Health  Nurses." 

Mr.  Nelbach  and  Harvey  Dee  Brown  of  the  star!  served  as  lec- 
turers at  the  two  institutes  held  during  1920  by  the  National  Tuber- 
culosis Association  in  conjunction  with  the  New  York  School  of 
Social  Work.  These  two  institutes  were  designed  for  the  training 
of  tuberculosis  executives  and  were  attended  by  students  from  all 
parts  of  the  country. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  Mr.  Nelbach,  who  resides  in  Yonkers, 
served  as  Chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Yonkers 
Committee  on  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  and  as  secretary  of 
the  Westchester  County  Tuberculosis  Committee.  He  is  also  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Tuberculosis  Committee  of  the  New  York  State  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  appointed  by  the  State  Health  Commissioner,  Dr. 
Herman  M.  Biggs.  This  committee  consists  of  several  divisional 
heads  of  the  State  Health  Department  and  a  divisional  head  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education,  all  of  whose  activities  have  many 
points  of  contact  with  the  tuberculosis  work  in  the  state. 

County  Agencies  Department: 

Miss  H.  Ida  Curry,  Superintendent  of  the  County  Agencies  Depart- 
ment, is  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Bureau  for 
Exchange  of  Information  among  Child  Caring  Organizations;  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Charities  and  Corrections  of  the  American 
Country  Life  Association,  and  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Children 
of  the  State  Conference  of  Charities  and  Corrections.  During  the 
year  she  has  been  active  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Bureau  for  Exchange  of  Information  in  securing  an  appropria- 
tion of  $25,000  from  the  Commonwealth  Fund  for  the  organization 
of  field  service  in  behalf  of  the  68  child  welfare  organizations  banded 
together  in  the  bureau,  and  in  the  preliminary  organization  of  such 
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field  service  which  will  be  under  the  direction  of  C.  C.  Carstens  of 
Boston. 

At  the  request  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission,  the  Superin- 
tendent has  assisted  in  an  examination  for  Children's  Agents  in  West- 
chester County.  She  has  conferred  with  representatives  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Board  of  Health,  the  National  Organization  for  Public  Health 
Nursing  and  the  New  York  State  Board  of  Health  in  regard  to  child 
health  matters. 

The  Superintendent  gave  two  courses  of  lectures  at  the  Summer 
School  of  the  North  Carolina  College  for  Women,  one  on  rural 
sociology  and  one  on  rural  organization.  She  addressed  a  meeting 
of  the  State  Home  Demonstrators  at  the  State  Agricultural  College, 
Cornell  University.  She  has  conferred  with  representatives  of  child 
caring  organizations  from  Delaware  and  Vermont,  and  with  repre- 
sentatives interested  in  child  care  from  Sweden,  Belgium,  France 
and  Japan. 

Fourteen  county  committees  of  the  Association  have  been  addressed 
either  by  the  Superintendent  or  one  of  the  Assistant  Superintendents 
of  the  organization. 

Child  Placing  Department: 

Miss  Sophie  van  S.  Theis,  Superintendent  of  the  Child  Placing 
Agency,  is  a  member  of  the  Charities  Committee  of  the  Woman's 
Municipal  League;  of  the  editorial  board  which  works  in  co-operation 
with  the  New  York  School  of  Social  Work,  to  select  and  edit  material 
for  publication  of  a  series  of  monographs  on  child  welfare ;  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  The  Babies'  Welfare  Federation  of  New  York 
City ;  and  of  the  Social  Service  Committee  of  the  Vassar  Alumnae 
Association. 

During  the  year  Miss  Theis  spoke  on  "  Child  Placing  Work  "  at  the 
Baldwin  School,  Bryn  Mawr ;  at  Vassar  College,  Poughkeepsie,  and 
at  a  Jersey  City  High  School  Alumnae  Association,  McAlpin  Hotel, 
New  York.  While  in  England  Miss  Theis  conferred  with  members 
of  the  London  Committee  of  the  National  Adoption  Society,  with  the 
Committee  on  "  Hospitality  for  Children  of  the  Famine  Area,"  and 
with  members  of  Barnet  House,  a  center  for  instructors  and  stu- 
dents interested  in  Social  Welfare  Work,  Oxford  University,  Oxford. 

New  York  City  Visiting  Committee :  The  Secretary  of  the  New 
York  City  Visiting  Committee,  Miss  Marion  Russell  Taber,  is  a  member 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Women's  City  Club  of  New 
York,  and  has  constantly  co-operated  with  that  Committee.    She  is 
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also  a  Director  of  the  Kips  Bay  Neighborhood  Association,  a  member 
of  the  Charities  Committee  of  the  Women's  Municipal  League,  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital  Occupation  Committee  which  has 
organized  occupation  therapy  in  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals,  and 
Treasurer  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Occupational 
Therapy.  Miss  Taber  addressed  the  members  of  the  National  Society 
at  a  dinner  given  at  the  conference  in  Philadelphia.  Miss  Mary  L. 
Putman,  assistant  secretary,  was  in  direct  charge  of  the  Occupation 
work  at  Bellevue  during  the  summer  months.  Dr.  C.  Floyd  Haviland 
has  been  appointed  Chairman,  with  Miss  Putman  as  Vice  Chairman, 
of  a  committee  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Occu- 
pational Therapy  to  make  a  survey  of  the  occupation  departments 
in  State  Hospitals  throughout  the  country,  with  recommendations  for 
improvements.  Miss  Putman  is  an  Associate  of  the  Girls'  Friendly 
Society  of  America,  in  the  branch  at  the  "  Church  of  St.  Mary  the 
Virgin." 

Mothers  and  Babies  Department: 

Miss  Mary  R.  Mason,  Superintendent  of  the  Association's  Agency 
for  Assisting  Mothers  with  Babies,  has  continued  to  serve  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  local  committee  of  the  Inter-City  Conference  on  Illeg;timacy 
which  is  studying  the  problem  in  order  to  suggest  remedial  laws. 

THIRTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIETY 
FOR  INSTRUCTION  IN  FIRST  AID  TO  THE  INJURED 

Originally  organized  as  a  committee  of  the  State  Charities  Aid 
Association,  the  Society  for  Instruction  in  First  Aid  to  the  Injured, 
now  a  separate  organization,  gives  instruction  by  means  of  lectures 
and  literature  in  use  of  remedial  measures  to  be  employed  before 
the  arrival  of  a  physician,  and  teaches  a  few  of  the  simple  laws  of 
health  and  nursing. 

Since  its  organization  in  1883  the  Society  has  provided  instruction 
for  53,541  persons,  of  whom  36,655  passed  the  required  examinations. 
During  the  past  year  instruction  was  given  in  128  classes  to  a  total 
of  2,296  pupils.  These  classes  were  held  at  various  clubs,  settle- 
ments, chapels  and  under  the  direction  of  Board  of  Education.  Dur- 
ing the  year  4,280  handbooks  of  information  were  sold,  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year;  1,150  Esmarch  bandages  were  sold. 

The  Society  has  been  the  pioneer  in  its  chosen  work,  and  during 
its  history  of  38  years  has  consistently  pursued  the  policy  of  encourag- 
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ing  first-aid  instruction  in  every  direction,  and  in  assisting  any  organ- 
ization which  desired  to  carry  on  this  useful  work,  whether  or  not 
under  its  direct  influence.  In  accordance  with  this  policy,  we  welcome 
the  efforts  of  the  Red  Cross  in  its  successful  and  active  efforts  to 
promote  first-aid  instruction. 

FORTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 
BOOK  AND  NEWSPAPER  SOCIETY 

During  the  year  ended  September  20,  1920.  many  requests  for  read- 
ing matter  were  received  by  the  Hospital  Book  and  Newspaper  Society, 
and  every  effort  was  made  to  respond  to  the  demand,  in  spite  of  the 
express  embargo  of  last  winter,  which  crippled  the  work  in  many 
ways.  F;or  weeks  at  a  time  it  was  impossible  either  to  collect  or  dis- 
tribute any  of  the  usual  supplies. 

Generous  contributions  of  magazines  and  books  have  been  received 
during  the  spring  and  summer,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  express  condi- 
tions will  allow  the  work  to  be  carried  on  as  in  former  years  during 
the  winter. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  MENTAL  HYGIENE 


The  Committee  on  Mental  Hygiene  of  the  State  Charities  Aid  Asso- 
ciation is  organized  for  the  twofold  purpose  of  conserving  mental  health 
and  of  securing  high  standards  of  care  and  treatment  for  those  suffer- 
ing from  mental  disorders  and  defects. 

The  Committee  was  established  in  1910  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  after- 
care work  with  the  insane  which  had  been  done  previously  by  the 
After-Care  Committee  of  the  Association  organized  in  1906.  The 
Committee  works  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Hospital  Commission, 
the  State  Commission  for  Mental  Defectives,  the  Hospital  Develop- 
ment Commission  and  the  superintendents  of  the  State  institutions. 

Lines  of  Work 
The  Committee  carries  on  its  work  along  five  main  lines : 

1.  Informing  the  public  through  addresses,  exhibits,  literature,  maga- 
zine articles  and  newspaper  publicity,  about  the  nature,  extent,  causes, 
treatment,  and  means  for  the  prevention  of  mental  diseases  and  defects. 

2.  Promoting  remedial  legislation,  and  bringing  to  the  attention  of 
the  public  and  proper  officials  the  essential  facts  about  the  prevalence 
of  mental  disorders  and  the  financial  and  other  needs  of  the  State 
institutions  for  the  insane  and  feebleminded. 

3^  Promoting  the  establishment  and  effective  operation  of  free  clinics 
for  mental  disorders  and  defects,  especially  in  connection  with  State 
institutions. 

4.  Acting  as  a  bureau  of  information  about  the  examination  and 
treatment  of  the  mentally  sick  and  deficient,  and  about  institutions 
for  mental  disorders. 

5.  Serving  as  a  training  center  for  the  development  of  psychiatric 
social  service. 

Summary  of  Results  During  the  Past  Year 
Among  the  more  important  activities  and  accomplishments  of  the 
Committee  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  September  30,  1920,  are : 

1.  Continued  educational  work  throughout  the  State  for  the  pre- 
vention, earlier  discovery  and  treatment  of  mental  disorders  and  mental 
defects  and  for  better  facilities  for  these  purposes ;  42  public  Vneetings 
and  lectures  were  held;  103  articles  were  furnished  to  newspapers; 
5,000  pieces  of  literature  were  distributed ;  and  special  items  were  pub- 
lished in  The  S.  C.  A.  A.  News. 
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2.  Studied  all  measures  before  the  Legislature  relating  to  the  care 
and  treatment  of  the  insane  and  defectives,  and  took  appropriate  action 
relative  thereto. 

3.  Successfully  urged  larger  appropriations  for  new  construction 
and  permanent  betterments  at  institutions  for  the  insane  and  feeble- 
minded. Appropriations  during  the  year  for  State  hospitals  totaled 
$4,175,900;  for  State  schools  for  mental  defectives  and  Craig  Colony, 
$645,380. 

4.  Successfully  advocated  appropriation  of  $25,000  and  authoriza- 
tion of  $700,000  for  construction  of  psychopathic  hospital  in  New  York 
City.    Project  is  delayed  by  lack  of  site. 

5.  Successfully  urged  increase  in  wages  for  State  hospital  employees 
totaling  $980,000  annually. 

6.  Assisted  in  obtaining  from  special  session  of  Legislature  appro- 
priation of  $3,000,000  for  immediate  construction  of  hospital  for  care 
of  mentally  disabled  veterans  of  the  World  War.  The  institution  is 
eventually  to  become  part  of  the  State  hospital  system. 

7.  Cooperated  with  the  Hospital  Development  Commission  in  fur- 
thering its  plans  for  enlarging  the  State's  institutional  facilities  for 
the  insane  and  feebleminded. 

8.  Studied  proposed  Constitutional  amendments  introduced  in  the 
Legislature  to  reorganize  administration  of  State  institutions. 

9.  Cooperate^!  with  the  State  Hospital  Commission,  the  State  Com- 
mission for  Mental  Defectives  and  the  State  hospital  superintendents 
in  the  establishment  of  joint  clinics  for  mental  disorders  and  defects; 
furnished  publicity  for  these  clinics,  and  helped  to  promote  and  popu- 
larize them.  Five  new  clinics  were  opened  during  the  year  and  others 
were  expanded  into  joint  clinics.  There  are  now  36  mental  clinics  in 
the  State  of  which  10  are  regularly  conducted  as  joint  clinics. 

10.  Cooperated  with  the  State  Department  of  Health  and  the  Joint 
Clinic  Committee  of  the  State  in  a  series  of  joint  rural  health  clinics. 

11.  Visited  and  inspected  the  State  hospitals  for  the  insane  and  the 
schools  for  mental  defectives  and  transmitted  reports  to  the  appro- 
priate State  authorities ;  these  visits  were  made  by  the  Association's 
duly  appointed  visitors. 

12.  Cooperated  with  the  New  York  County  Chapter  of  the  Red 
Cross  in  maintaining  special  clinics  and  social  service  for  soldiers  and 
sailors  emerging  from  the  war  with  mental  and  nervous  disabilities, 
bureau  of  information  about  institutions  for  mental  disorders  and 

13.  Maintained  a  social  service  department  which  has  acted  as  a 
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which  has  helped  919  individuals  during  the  year  by  assisting  them 
toward  proper  treatment  or  social  readjustment. 

14.  Continued  to  furnish  social  service  to  the  Cornell  Clinic  of  Psy- 
chopathology.  One  session  a  week  of  the  clinic  is  set  aside  for  chil- 
dren and  is  crowded  to  capacity. 

Legislature  and  State  Departments 
With  the  State  each  year  more  thoroughly  organizing  its  program 
for  mental  hygiene,  this  Committee  is  finding  its  greatest  opportunity 
for  service  in  close  cooperation  with  the  various  State  commissions 
and  departments  working  in  this  field,  by  constantly  suggesting  new 
lines  of  endeavor,  by  organizing  public  support  in  behalf  of  needed 
projects  and  by  generally  supplementing  the  work  of  these  official 
agencies.  Such  relationship  the  Committee  has  maintained  especially 
with  the  State  Hospital  Commission,  the  State  Commission  for  Mental 
Defectives,  the  Hospital  Development  Commission,  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  and  the  Joint  Clinic  Committee  of  the  State. 

Widespread  concern  regarding  the  provision  of  adequate  and  suit- 
able accommodations  for  the  mentally  sick  in  the  State's  care,  and  the 
realization  of  the  urgent  need  of  relieving  the  overcrowding  in  the 
present  institutions  on  the  part  of  the  public  authorities,  resulted  in  the 
passage  by  the  Legislature  and  approval  by  the  Governor  of  appropria- 
tions totaling  $4,175,900  for  new  construction  and  permanent  better- 
ments at  the  State  hospitals,  with  additional  authorizations  of 
$1,461,750. 

The  most  important  progress  in  new  construction  during  the  year 
has  been  made  at  the  Marcy  Division  of  the  Utica  State  Hospital. 
Material  additions  to  the  rated  capacity  are  also  being  made  by  con- 
struction now  under  way  at  the  Brooklyn,  Central  Islip,  Kings  Park 
and  Middletown  State  Hospitals.  During  the  year  980  additional  beds 
were  added  to  the  Manhattan  State  Hospital  by  the  taking  over  of  the 
buildings  of  the  Navy  hospital  situated  on  Ward's  Island. 

Taking  up  again  the  need  of  further  increases  in  the  wage  schedule 
of  the  State  hospital  employees,  in  order  to  relieve  the  serious  shortage 
of  help,  this  Committee  supported  a  new  and  increased  schedule  of 
wages  contained  in  the  Cotillo-Jenks  bill  and  prepared  by  the  State 
Hospital  Commission  and  a  committee  of  the  hospital  superintendents. 
This  bill  became  law  and  provides  a  total  annual  increase  in  the  payroll 
of  State  hospital  employees  of  $980,000.  It  also  made  more  liberal 
provision  for  employees  not  residing  at  the  hospitals. 

The  Legislature  was  led  to  take  favorable  action  in  the  matter  of 
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establishing  a  psychopathic  hospital  in  New  York  City  and  made  a 
provision  of  $25,000  for  undertaking  work,  with  an  authorization  of 
$700,000.  Realization  of  the  project  was  delayed,  however,  by  failure 
to  obtain  a  site.  It  is  hoped  that  this  difficulty  will  be  obviated  during 
the  coming  year  and  that  construction  will  be  at  once  undertaken. 

Aside  from  the  housing  bills,  the  most  important  action  taken  by  the 
special  session  of  the  Legislature  was  the  appropriation  of  $3,000,000 
for  the  erection  of  a  special  hospital  for  mentally  disabled  veterans 
of  the  World  War.  This  action  was  taken  at  the  request  of  the  Federal 
Government  presented  through  the  Bureau  of  War  Risk  Insurance  and 
recommended  by  the  Governor  in  a  special  message.  The  money  is 
immediately  available  and  construction  of  a  1,000-bed  hospital  will  be 
undertaken  in  the  near  future  at  Creedmoor,  L.  I.  It  is  planned  to 
rush  the  work  of  construction  and  have  the  hospital  ready  to  receive 
patients  within  ten  months.  Although  built  and  owned  by  the  State, 
the  hospital  will  be  rented  and  operated  by  the  Federal  Government 
through  the  War  Risk  Bureau.  When  it  has  served  its  present  pur- 
pose, it  will  eventually  become  a  regular  part  of  the  State  hospital 
system  and  will  be  of  great  help  in  relieving  the  congestion  of  patients 
in  the  metropolitan  district. 

The  Committee  has  given  careful  study  to  five  constitutional  amend- 
ments proposed  in  the  form  of  concurrent  resolutions  which  were 
adopted  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature.  These  five  resolutions 
embody  different  proposals  for  the  reorganization  of  the  administrative 
functions  of  the  State  and  certain  of  them  vitally  concern  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  State's  mental  hygiene  program.  Through  its  Sub-Com- 
mittee on  Reconstruction  appointed  during  the  year,  this  Committee 
will  continue  to  study  these  various  proposals  and  take  appropriate 
action. 

Outpatient  Work 

The  year  has  witnessed  marked  progress  in  the  development  of  the 
important  field  of  outpatient  work.  The  Legislature,  at  the  instance 
of  this  Committee  and  the  Hospital  Development  Commission,  pro- 
vided in  the  annual  Appropriation  Bill  for  one  social  worker  to  each 
100  patients  on  parole.  This  provision  has  not  only  made  possible  the 
return  to  their  homes,  under  proper  supervision,  of  210  more  patients 
than  last  year,  but  it  has  also  increased  facilities  for  general  preventive 
work  among  the  public  at  large. 

Five  new  State  hospital  clinics  have  been  opened  during  the  year, 
making  a  total  of  36  now  in  regular  operation.  At  all  clinic  centers 
attendance  has  grown  rapidly,  due  largely  to  the  volume  of  publicity 
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sent  to  the  local  press  with  regard  to  the  clinics  by  this  Committee. 
Aside  from  paroled  and  discharged  patients,  more  than  3,500  visits 
were  made  to  clinics  during  the  year  by  members  of  the  community 
having  no  hospital  connection.  This  indicates  very  tangible  progress 
in  the  work  of  prevention. 

Mental  Defect 

The  State  Commission  for  Mental  Defectives  which  came  into  exist- 
ence July  1,  1918,  is  expending  its  major  efforts  on  increasing  the 
institutional  capacity  for  defectives  and  on  the  operation  of  clinics 
It  is  also  compiling  a  registry  of  the  feebleminded. 

The  Commission  is  handicapped  by  the  present  limited  accommoda- 
tions of  the  State  schools  for  mental  defectives  which  means  that  many 
defectives  requiring  institutional  care  have  not  been  able  to  receive  it. 
The  Commission  is  urging  that  as  soon  as  practicable,  the  bed  capacity 
of  the  State  schools  be  increased  from  4,000  to  10,000. 

Appropriations  for  new  construction  and  permanent  betterments 
at  the  State  institutions  for  feebleminded  and  epileptic  contained  in 
the  last  annual  Appropriation  Bill  totaled  $645,380,  with  additional 
authorizations  of  $770,000.  The  large  part  of  this  appropriation  is 
being  spent  at  Letchworth  Village  where  construction  is  steadily  going 
forward.  By  act  of  the  last  Legislature,  the  property  of  the  former 
State  farm  for  women  at  Valatie  has  been  transferred  to  the  State 
Commission  for  Mental  Defectives  to  be  used  for  housing  the  feeble- 
minded. 

One  of  the  most  important  of  the  extra-institutional  activities  of  the 
Commission  has  been  the  establishment  and  operation  of  a  number  of 
clinics  for  mental  defect  throughout  the  State.  It  has  been  the  wise 
policy  of  the  Commission  to  organize  and  conduct  its  clinics  in  con- 
junction with  the  mental  clinics  already  established  by  the  State  hos- 
pitals. There  are  now  10  joint  clinics  for  mental  disease  and  mental 
defect  meeting  regularly^  while  six  other  clinics  hold  occasional  joint 
sessions.  The  Commission  has  also  taken  an  active  part  in  the  series 
of  rural  health  clinics  which  have  been  held  jointly  by  various  State 
agencies  under  the  general  direction  of  the  State  Department  of 
Health.  All  the  clinics  during  the  past  year  have  been  well  attended  and 
have  been  the  means  not  only  of  helping  individual  cases,  but  of  aiding 
materially  in  obtaining  an  accurate  census  of  the  feebleminded  in  the 
State. 

General  Educational  Work 
Popular  education  in  mental  hygiene  has  been  carried  on  through 
meetings,  lectures,  newspaper  and  magazine  publicity,  exhibits  and 
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pamphlet  literature.  Public  meetings  and  lectures  numbered  42.  A 
series  of  four  lectures  on  mental  hygiene  was  given  at  P.  S.  No.  46, 
at  the  invitation  of  the  Director  of  Lectures  of  the  New  York  City 
Board  of  Education,  by  Mr.  Everett  S.  Elwood,  Secretary  of  the  State 
Hospital  Commission,  Dr.  Frankwood  E.  Williams  of  the  National 
Committee  for  Mental  Hygiene,  Dr.  Henry  Smith  Williams  and  the 
Executive  Secretary.  Among  other  lectures,  the  Executive  Secretary 
delivered  an  address  to  the  graduating  class  of  the  Central  Islip  State 
Hospital,  lectured  before  a  class  in  Sociology  at  Columbia  University 
on  "  The  Social  Significance  of  Mental  Diseases  and  Defects,"  spoke 
at  a  luncheon  of  the  State  societies  for  mental  hygiene  gathered  here 
in  convention,  and  presided  at  a  round  table  discussion  of  the  conven- 
tion. At  the  invitation  of  the  Canadian  National  Committee  for  Mental 
Hygiene,  he  also  gave  a  series  of  addresses  in  Canada  before  the  fol- 
lowing bodies :  The  social  service  workers  of  the  city  of  Montreal 
on  the  subject  "  Community  Control  of  the  Feebleminded ;"  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Toronto  Branch  of  the  Ontario  Association  for  the 
Care  of  the  Feebleminded  on  the  same  subject;  before  a  class  of  psy- 
chiatric social  workers  of  the  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  on  "  The  Significance  of  Mental  Diseases  and 
Defects ;"  and  at  the  commencement  exercises  of  that  Department. 

The  Associate  Secretary  during  the  year  addressed  a  public  meeting 
in  Jamestown  under  the  auspices  of  the  Visiting  Nurses'  Association 
on  the  subject  '^Understanding  the  Difficult  Child."  He  later  gave  a 
series  of  five  lectures  at  public  meetings  held  in  Olean,  Salamanca, 
Dunkirk,  Fredonia  and  Hamburg  on  the  subject  "  Sound  Minds  in 
the  Making."  He  also  addressed  a  class  in  Sociology  at  Columbia 
University  on  "  Mental  Ability  in  Relation  to  the  Present  Day  Order  " 
and  gave  a  talk  on  "  Our  Mental  Machinery  and  Its  Up-Keep  "  at  the 
Bowery  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  at  two  noon-day  shop  meetings.  A  talk  at  the 
Bedford  Y.  M.  C.  A.  under  the  auspices  of  the  Committee  was  given 
by  Mr.  LeRoy  E.  Bowman  on  the  subject  "  Mental  Health." 

Social  Service  Department 
During  the  past  year  the  number  of  cases  referred  to  the  social 
service  department  has  greatly  increased.  The  policy  of  the  Com- 
mittee has  consistently  been  to  avoid  building  up  a  large  case  work 
department,  and  inasmuch  as  the  size  of  the  staff  has  not  increased 
in  proportion  to  the  number  seeking  help,  it  has  become  necessary  to 
select  cases  upon  the  basis  of  the  opportunities  which  they  present  for 
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construct i vie  work  and  cooperation,  and  to  close  them  as  soon  as  the 
maximum  of  service  has  been  rendered.  This  plan  has  in  no  way 
lessened  the  number  of  individuals  assisted,  but  has  rather  more  effec- 
tively distributed  the  amount  of  time  and  effort  placed  upon  each  per- 
son. It  has  resulted  in  the  use  of  the  social  service  department  to  a 
much  greater  extent  by  social  agencies  generally  as  a  bureau  of  infor- 
mation and  advice  concerning  their  own  case  work  problems.  Mrs. 
Margaret  |.  Powers  has  continued  her  work  as  Director  of  the 
department. 

The  social  service  work  in  connection  with  Cornell  Clinic  of  Psyco- 
pathology  has  been  furnished  by  the  Mental  Hygiene  Committee  as 
in  the  past.  Growing  attendance  at  these  clinics  made  it  necessary  to 
increase  the  number  of  weekly  clinic  sessions  to  five.  These  have 
been  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  George  H.  Kirby,  assisted  by  Dr. 
Clarence  O.  Cheney,  Dr.  Ralph  H.  Folsom,  Dr.  John  T.  MacCurdy,  Dr. 
Leonard  Blumgart,  Dr.  Milton  A.  Harrington,  and  Dr.  George  W. 
Mills.  A  total  of  425  patients  was  seen  by  the  psychiatrists,  repre- 
senting 534  clinic  visits. 

Patients  have  been  referred  for  advice  by  various  social  agencies, 
physicians,  other  clinics,  hospitals,  schools,  interested  individuals  and 
other  patients.  Not  a  few  heard  of  the  clinic  or  the  social  service 
department  through  publicity  notices  or  lectures  and  came  of  their 
own  accord  to  seek  advice  for  themselves  or  their  friends  or  relatives. 
The  types  of  cases  treated  at  the  clinic  ranged  from  the  psycho- 
neuroses,  which  constitute  the  largest  number,  to  the  more  serious 
forms  of  mental  disease,  dementia  prsecox,  manic  depressive  insanity, 
constitutional  psychopathic  inferiority. 

Educational  Activities 

Members  of  the  staff  have  contributed  to  the  educational  activities 
of  mental  hygiene.  The  Social  Service  Director  delivered  six  lectures 
to  case  workers  at  the  Home  Service  Section  of  the  American  Red 
Cross  on  "  Types  of  Personality  in  Relation  to  Abnormal  Conduct." 
She  also  spoke  to  the  factory  inspectors  of  the  United  Garment  Trades 
at  the  Joint  Board  of  Sanitary  Control  on  "  Mental  Health  in  Relation 
to  Industry,"  and  at  St.  Marks  Church,  Brooklyn,  on  "  Mental  Health 
and  Character."  At  the  National  Conference  of  Social  Work  in  New 
Orleans,  Mrs.  Powers  read  a  paper  on  "  The  Industrial  Cost  of  the 
Psychopathic  Employee "  which  was  later  reprinted  in  "  Mental 
Hygiene."  The  Social  Service  Director  also  assisted  in  the  first  of  a 
series  of  rural  health  clinics  at  Genesee 
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Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Smith  College  Training  School  for 
Psychiatric  Social  Work  were  interviewed  in  this  office. 

Children's  Clinic: 

Realizing  that  the  success  of  any  program  dealing  with  psychopathic 
children  depends  to  a  large  extent  upon  proper  clinic  facilities,  Dr. 
G.  H.  Kirby  consented,  three  years  ago,  to  devote  one  session  of  the 
Cornell  clinic  each  week  to  the  examination  and  treatment  of  malad- 
justed children  other  than  the  more  pronounced  types  of  mental  defec- 
tives. The  advantage  of  such  a  plan  over  the  ordinary  clinic  for  chil- 
dren is  that  the  number  of  patients  examined  at  one  session  and  the 
return  of  such  patients  to  the  clinic  is  entirely  under  the  control  of  the 
psychiatrist  in  charge.  The  clinic  has  been  useful  to  visiting  teachers, 
social  workers,  physicians  and  parents  who  find  that  an  attempt  to 
approach  problems  of  behavior  in  children  by  careful  study  and  patient, 
persistent  efforts  at  understanding  is  effective  in  producing  more  or 
less  complete  social  readjustment  on  the  part  of  the  child. 

The  clinic  has  remained  in  charge  of  Dr.  Leonard  Blumgart  and 
has  had  a  total  attendance  during  the  year  of  97.  This  represented 
49  individuals,  32  boys  and  17  girls.  Recent  visits  have  been  made  to 
all  of  these  children  in  order  to  see  how  far  they  have  benefited  by  the 
advice  and  assistance  given  them.  A  rough  estimate  of  the  results  of 
these  visits  shows  19  cases  improved,  10  satisfactorily  adjusted,  11 
unimproved,  7  not  reported  upon  by  the  agency  interested,  and  2 
whose  families  have  moved  too  far  away  to  be  visited.  All  of  the 
children,  improved  and  unimproved,  are  being  kept  under  supervision 
and  those  who  have  adjusted  satisfactorily  frequently  report  at  the 
clinic  of  their  own  accord. 

The  effort  has  been  made  to  bring  together  all  the  information 
regarding  the  child's  mental  and  social  background  before  the  patient 
is  taken  to  the  clinic.  In  order  to  do  this  teachers  and  social  workers 
referring  cases  have  been  urged  to  bring  with  them  a  carefully  prepared 
history  and  the  report  of  a  psychological  test.  Wherever  necessary 
the  child  is  given  a  complete  physical  examination  in  addition  to  his 
examination  by  the  psychiatrist.  The  scientific  way  in  which  the  facts 
are  collected  has  proven  of  educational  value  to  the  agencies  who 
referred  cases  in  that  they  learn  to  interpret  stealing,  truancy,  etc.. 
from  the  point  of  view  of  behavior  rather  than  of  morals. 

The  need  is  urgent  for  a  home-school  where  children  may  be  sent 
when  removal  from  the  home  environment  is  imperative.  Convales- 
cent homes  ordinarily  refuse  to  take  nervous  children  and  return 
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them  promptly  when  troublesome.  Placement  in  suitable  farm  homes 
is  sometimes  possible  but  very  difficult.  To  insure  conditions  which 
the  psychiatrist  can  control,  which  allow  some  elasticity  of  method  in 
re-educating  the  child,  the  clinic  needs  to  have  at  its  command  a 
country  home  and  school  for  the  use  of  children  who  cannot  be  helped 
without  unusual  alteration  of  environment.  Such  a  school  as  that 
established  for  experiment  study  by  this  Committee  in  1918-19  has 
demonstrated  the  practical  value  of  such  a  plan. 

Red  Cross  Work: 

The  special  psychiatric  work  which  the  Mental  Hygiene  Committee 
undertook  in  connection  with  the  New  York  County  Chapter  of  the 
Red  Cross  in  April,  1919,  was  continued  and  somewhat  extended  during 
the  year  1919-20.  Two  weekly  clinics  were  held  at  Red  Cross  head- 
quarters for  the  examination  of  cases  where  mental  factors  of  varying 
degrees  were  involved.  These  were  conductd  by  Dr.  Ralph  H.  Folsom 
and  Dr.  Thomas  K.  Davis  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  George  H.  Kirby. 

On  July  1st  much  of  the  Home  Service  work  disbanded  and  the 
psychiatric  study  was  closed.  A  report  of  our  fifteen  months'  work 
was  prepared  by  the  Social  Service  Director,  especially  summarizing 
the  "  Homeless  Man  "  problem.  An  analysis  of  the  social  inadequacies 
of  a  selected  group  of  mental  cases  was  made  which,  when  contrasted 
with  a  similar  group  of  the  so-called  "  mentally  normal  "  men,  showed 
a  striking  resemblance.  Such  a  similarity  raises  the  whole  question 
as  to  how  great  a  part  psychopathy  plays  in  the  "  homeless  man  "  prob- 
lem at  large.  Without  belittling  other  factors,  it  nevertheless  does 
appear  that  more  extensive  work  in  the  future  may  assign  to  mental 
abnormality  much  of  the  responsibility  for  that  alarmingly  large  group 
who  seem  incapable  of  achieving  their  equilibrium  in  the  search  for 
social  and  industrial  adjustment.

TWENTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

State  Charities  Aid  Association 

TO  THE 

State  Hospital  Commission 


The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  State  Charities  Aid  Asso- 
ciation to  the  State  Hospital  Commission  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1920: 

Through  its  Committee  on  Mental  Hygiene,  the  State  Charities 
Aid  Association  has  maintained  its  active  interest  and  concern  in  the 
well-being  of  the  mentally  afflicted  committed  to  the  care  of  the  State, 
and  has  at  the  same  time  carried  on  the  important  work  of  popular 
education  concerning  the  mental  diseases  and  the  means  and  manner 
of  their  prevention. 

The  Association's  forty-three  visitors  have  inspected  the  thirteen 
civil  State  hospitals  at  frequent  intervals  throughout  the  year  and 
have  kept  the  Association  informed  concerning  conditions  in  these 
institutions.  Members  of  the  Central  Office  staff  have  also  visited  the 
hospitals  from  time  to  time.  Close  touch  has  likewise  been  kept  with 
clinic  activities,  out-patient  work  and  other  endeavors  of  the  State 
hospitals,  under  the  leadership  of  your  Commission,  to  enlarge  the 
scope  of  their  activities  and  to  reach  the  problem  of  mental  ills  within 
the  community. 

In  all  its  efforts  to  aid  the  State  in  this  great  humane  enterprise, 
the  Association  is  indebted  for  the  practical  evidences  of  consideration 
and  helpfulness  shown  by  your  Commission,  the  Hospital  Development 
Commission,  and  the  superintendents  of  the  State  hospitals. 

OUTSTANDING  NEEDS 
Although  alleviated  in  some  measure  by  the  action  of  the  last  Legis- 
lature, the  severe  handicaps,  under  which  the  State  hospital  admin- 
istration has  labored  to  maintain  the  standards  of  these  institutions, 
still  exist  to  a  serious  degree.  Among  the  most  pressing  of  the  needs 
of  the  institutions  are : 
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1.  Relieving  the  Continued  Overcrowding.  During  the  past  year 
the  overcrowding  in  the  State  institutions,  which  was  pointed  to  in 
this  report  a  year  ago  as  being  "  long  standing,  serious,  and  unsafe," 
has  been  only  slightly  reduced.  Justice  to  the  wards  whom  the  State 
has  under  its  care  demands  that  the  Legislature  do  its  utmost  to  pro- 
vide for  carrying  out  as  rapidly  as  possible  the  building  program  of 
the  Hospital  Development  Commission. 

2.  Making  the  Hospital  Service  Attractive.  Recent  reports  from 
the  State  hospitals  indicate  that  something  more  than  the  increase 
in  wages  effective  July  1st  is  necessary  to  fill  with  desirable  employees 
the  large  number  of  vacancies  existing  in  the  staffs  of  these  institu- 
tions. Hospital  personnel  of  the  best  type  from  medical  expert  to 
ward  attendant  can  be  obtained  only  by  making  the  hospital  service 
sufficiently  attractive  to  compete  with  other  employments.  This  at- 
tractiveness depends  not  alone  upon  the  rate  of  pay,  but  in  equal 
measure  perhaps  upon  the  nature  of  the  living  accommodations  offered 
for  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  those  who  choose  an  institutional 
career. 

3.  Immediately  Constructing  State  Psychopathic  Hospital.  All  that 
is  needed  to  make  the  psychopathic  hospital,  so  long  urged,  a  reality 
is  that  the  Legislature  should  renew  its  appropriation  of  last  year  and 
at  the  same  time  avoid  further  discouraging  delays  by  securing  a 
site. 

4.  Co-ordination  and  Standardisation  'of  Out-Patient  Work.  Fur- 
ther development  of  the  promising  field  of  preventive  and  aftercare 
work  in  the  direction  of  co-ordination  and  standardization  is  needed. 
To  this  end  the  appointment  of  a  Director  of  Prevention  and  After- 
care, and  the  provision  of  special  facilities  for  the  training  of  hospital 
social  workers  according  to  the  best  standards  of  psychiatric  social 
service,  are  urged. 

5.  Developing  Occupational  Therapy.  This  very  important  thera- 
peutic measure  is  at  present  being  utilized  only  to  a  limited  extent 
in  the  State  hospitals  largely  because  of  a  lack  of  sufficient  and  suit- 
able personnel  to  develop  and  direct  it.  The  appointment  of  a  qualified 
occupational  director  and  of  trained  occupational  teachers  in  each  of 
the  State  hospitals  is  strongly  recommended. 

STATE  HOSPITALS  OVERCROWDED  18.2  PER  CENT 
The  constant  endeavor  of  your  Commission  and  of  the  Hospital  De- 
velopment Commission  to  overcome  the  congestion  in  the  State  hos- 
pitals has  resulted  in  appreciable  progress.    During  the  year  over- 
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crowding  has  been  reduced  by  3  per  cent,  or  from  21.2  to  18.2  per  cent. 
Due  to  the  placing  of  a  larger  number  of  patients  on  parole,  the 
net  increase  in  the  hospital  population  has  been  only  266,  whereas  the 
rated  capacity  of  the  institutions  has  been  increased  by  980.  These 
980  additional  beds  were  afforded  by  the  buildings  of  the  Navy  Hos- 
pital on  Ward's  Island  which  were  turned  over  by  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment to  the  Manhattan  State  Hospital.  The  following  table  based  on 
the  census  of  June  30,  1920,  shows  the  situation  as  regards  over- 
crowding at  each  of  the  hospitals :

New  construction  made  possible  by  the  appropriations  of  the  last 
Legislature,  approved  by  Governor  Smith,  will,  it  is  expected,  aid 
materially  in  making  headway  against  the  continued  overcrowding. 
The  most  important  building  progress  now  being  made  is  at  the  Marcy 
Division  of  the  Utica  State  Hospital.  New  construction  also  under 
way  at  the  Brooklyn,  Central  Islip,  Kings  Park  and  Middletown  State 
Hospitals  will  provide  additional  accommodations  for  patients. 

With  the  number  of  the  insane  demanding  institutional  care  stead- 
ily increasing  each  year,  further  large  appropriations  for  new  con- 
struction will  be  necessary,  if  steady  and  permanent  progress  is  to  be 
made  in  relieving  the  present  overtaxed  capacity.  Overcrowding  is 
absolutely  incompatible  with  the  best  standards  of  hospital  admin- 
istration. Aside  from  overworking  an  already  short-handed  staff  and 
depriving  patients  of  the  individual  attention  they  should  receive,  con- 
gestion of  beds  and  of  living  quarters  means  an  imminent  danger  to 
the  health  of  patients,  an  obstacle  to  their  proper  rest  and  recreation 
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and  an  undermining  of  the  morale  of  the  wards  hy  an  increased 
tendency  to  confusion  and  disorder. 

The  last  annual  appropriation  bill  granted  a  total  of  appropriations 
and  authorizations  for  new  construction  or  permanent  betterments 
at  the  thirteen  civil  State  hospitals  of  $5,137,650.  Of  this  total  $3,- 
675,900  was  appropriated  and  $1,461,750  additionally  authorized.  A 
separate  bill  made  a  further  appropriation  of  $500,000  for  the  Creed- 
moor  Division  of  the  Brooklyn  State  Hospital. 

The  following  table  outlines  in  detail  the  amounts  provided  for 
new  construction  and  permanent  betterments  in  the  1920  Appropria- 
tion Bill :

LIVING  CONDITIONS  OF  EMPLOYEES 
In  many  of  the  State  hospitals  at  the  present  time  both  men  and 
women  employees  are  housed  in  inadequate  and  unpleasant  quarters. 
For  married  couples,  the  most  settled  type  of  employee,  there  is 
oven  poorer  provision.  In  the  opinion  of  many  who  are  most  closely 
in  touch  with  the  institutions,  this  inability  to  offer  attractive  living 
accommodations  will  mean  a  continued  scarcity  of  help  in  spite  of  the 
considerable  advance  in  wages  effective  July  1st.  Even  if  the  time 
should  come  when  work  elsewhere  is  not  so  plentiful  as  now,  it  is 
believed  that  employees  of  the  most  desirable  kind  will  be  less  likely 
to  enter  the  State  hospital  service  and  choose  it  as  a  permanent  pro- 
fession if  a  comfortable  home  life  amidst  pleasant  surroundings  can- 
not be  held  out  as  an  inducement. 
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PSYCHOPATHIC  HOSPITAL 
The  importance  of  establishing  a  psychopathic  hospital  as  a  research 
and  teaching  center  for  the  State  hospital  system  has  long  been  urged 
by  your  Commission  and  this  Association.  The  last  session  of  the 
Legislature  authorized  $700,000  for  its  construction  and  appropri- 
ated $25,000  for  immediate  use.  Another  bill  provided  that  New 
York  City  should  furnish  a  site  for  the  hospital,  but  Mayor  Hylan 
vetoed  this.  Efforts  have  been  made  for  some  years  to  effect  a  co- 
operative arrangement  between  the  city  and  State  as  to  a  site,  but 
never  with  success.  It  is  hoped,  now  that  the  State  has  committed 
itself  to  the  project  of  a  psychopathic  hospital,  an  appropriation  for 
a  suitable  site  will  be  forthcoming  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture and  that  one  will  be  promptly  procured  and  the  work  on  the 
institution  started.  Such  a  hospital,  by  preventing  and  curing  cases 
of  mental  disease  in  incipient  and  early  stages,  would  prevent  many 
becoming  chronic  insane  patients  and  save  the  State  the  expense  of 
continuous  care  of  chronic  cases  for  long  terms  of  years  in  the  State 
hospitals. 

OUT-PATIENT  WORK 

The  provision  in  the  annual  Appropriation  Bill  for  the  employment 
of  one  social  worker  for  each  100  patients  on  parole  was  an  important 
forward  step  in  making  possible  an  expansion  of  the  parole  system 
and  an  extension  of  clinic  activities.  That  the  hospitals  have  taken 
advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  return  patients  to  their  homes  under 
social  and  clinic  supervision  is  indicated  by  the  increase  of  210  this 
year  in  the  average  number  of  patients  on  parole. 

At  the  same  time,  new  clinics  have  been  organized,  making  35 
State  hospital  clinics,  which  are  now  in  regular  operation.  In  addi- 
tion, it  is  noted  with  interest  that  your  Commission  and  the  State 
hospitals  have  been  co-operating  in  a  series  of  joint  rural  clinics  with 
the  State  Department  of  Health,  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
the  State  Commission  for  Mental  Defectives  and  other  health  agencies. 

All  these  large  and  growing  extra-institutional  activities  point  to 
two  outstanding  needs :  First,  the  appointment  of  a  Director  of  Pre- 
vention and  Aftercare,  a  qualified  phychiatrist,  whose  duties  would 
be  to  stimulate  and  co-ordinate  the  work  in  this  field ;  second,  standard- 
ization of  the  social  work  of  the  State  hospitals  in  conformity  with 
the  latest  practice  in  psychiatric  social  service. 

The  field  work  of  the  State  hospitals  would  unquestionably  be 
benefited  by  having  an  organized  body  of  social  workers  uniformly 
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trained  in  the  best  methods  of  social  adjustment  and  case  analysis  and 
serving  under  the  supervision  of  a  competent  director  working  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  State  hospital  superintendents. 

The  growth  of  the  parole  system  in  the  several  State  hospitals  from 
year  to  year  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY 

The  therapeutic  value  of  training  patients  to  some  useful  employ- 
ment of  their  time  and  energy  is  keenly  realized  by  all  those  having 
to  do  with  the  administration  of  the  State  hospitals.  The  develop- 
ment of  occupational  therapy  has  necessarily  lagged  because  sufficient 
trained  leaders  and  teachers  have  not  been  provided  to  carry  on  the 
work.  The  benefits  resulting  to  patients  from  the  occupational  activi- 
ties, in  which  a  limited  number  are  now  engaged,  demonstrate  clearly 
the  wisdom  of  extending  these  benefits  to  a  much  larger  percentage  of 
the  hospital  population. 

This  development  of  the  work  on  an  adequate  scale  must  be  done 
under  expert  guidance  in  order  to  suit  the  type  of  occupation  to  the 
particular  mental  problem  of  the  patient.  Hospitals  for  the  insane 
in  some  other  states  already  have  well-organized  departments  of  occu- 
pational therapy  and  are  producing  most  gratifying  results.  It  is  not 
for  New  York  State,  which  has  led  the  way  in  the  care  of  the  insane, 
to  overlook  this  rich  opportunity  for  aiding  the  recovery  and  adding 
to  the  contentment  and  usefulness  of  the  mentally  afflicted  in  its  care. 
The  further  fact  must  be  considered  that  the  employment  at  suitable 
occupations  of  patients  whose  condition  warrants,  also  aids  in  lowering 
the  cost  of  their  maintenance.    It  is  hoped  that  the  Legislature,  with 
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the  approval  of  the  Governor,  will  see  its  way  clear  to  include  an 
appropriation  for  the  salaries  of  a  suitable  number  of  such  directors 

and  teachers  in  the  forthcoming  budget  of  the  State  hospital  service. 

VISITORS  TO  CLINICS 

A  large  and  gratifying  increase  in  clinic  attendance  during  the 
year  is  revealed  by  the  table  on  the  following  page.  The  total  visits 
to  clinics  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1920  were  9,969  as  compared 
with  7,203  the  previous  year,  or  an  increase  of  38%.  Of  the  visits 
6,033  were  made  by  paroled  patients,  356  by  discharged  patients,  and 
3,580  by  persons  having  no  hospital  connection.  It  is  especially  encour- 
aging to  note  that  these  latter  visits  to  the  clinic  on  the  part  of  mem- 
bers of  the  community  almost  doubled  during  the  year,  increasing 
from  1,836  last  year  to  3,580  this  year. 

Such  a  large  attendance  at  the  mental  clinics,  particularly  on  the 
part  of  those  who  have  had  no  previous  connection  with  the  State  hos- 
pital, indicates  that  one  of  the  most  important  phases  of  the  whole 
preventive  program  is  making  very  tangible  headway.  Nothing  holds 
out  more  promise  of  decreasing  the  incidence  of  insanity  and  of 
making  the  blessings  of  mental  health  a  reality  for  many  who  are 
now  suffering  from  mild  forms  of  mental  disease  than  that  th^  public 
should  learn  the  way  to  the  mental  clinic  and  feel  free  to  bring  there 
all  of  the  worries  and  nervous  disturbances  which  impair  individual 
efficiency  and  happiness.  i 

The  following  tables  show  the  number  of  first  and  return  visits 
to  the  clinics  and  the  activities  of  social  workers  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1920: 

LEGISLATION 

The  Association  has  kept  actively  in  touch  with  all  matters  of  legis- 
lation pending  before  the  Legislature  or  under  consideration  by  the 
various  State  departments,  having  to  do  with  the  welfare  of  the  insane. 
Among  the  bills  which  the  Association  supported,  and  which  were 
passed  by  the  last  Legislature  and  approved  by  the  Governor,  are  the 
following : 

1.  The  Appropriation  Bill.  The  Association  successfully  urged 
the  inclusion  in  the  annual  Appropriation  Bill  of  items  appropriating 
$3,675,900  for  new  construction  and  permanent  betterments  at  the 
State  hospitals  plus  additional  authorizations  of  $1,461,750. 

2.  Hospital  Wage  Bill.  The  Cotillo-Jenks  bill  framed  by  your  Com- 
mission and  a  committee  of  the  State  hospital  superintendents  and 
actively  supported  by  this  Association,  was  enacted.    This  bill  pro- 
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vides  for  an  upward  revision  of  wages  for  all  State  hospital  employees 
with  a  varying  percentage  of  increase  in  the  different  grades  and  a 
total  annual  increase  in  the  hospital  pay  roll  of  $980,000. 

3.  Psychopathic  Hospital  Bill.  Two  bills  authorizing  the  erection 
of  a  State  Psychopathic  Hospital  in  New  York  City  were  successfully 
urged.  One  of  these  bills  provided  an  authorization  of  $700,000  with 
an  immediate  appropriation  of  $25,000,  and. also  directed  the  removal 
of  the  Psychiatric  Institute  from  its  present  site  on  Ward's  Island 
to  be  made  a  part  of  the  Psychopathic  Hospital.  Another  bill  author- 
izing New  York  City  to  provide  the  site  for  the  hospital  and  give 
or  lease  the  same  to  the  State  was  referred  in  due  course  to  Mayor 
Hylan  and  by  him  vetoed. 

4.  Reorganization  of  State  Government.  In  the  closing  hours  of 
the  Legislature,  several  proposals  looking  to  a  complete  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  State  government  and  especially  a  reorganization  of  the 
State  institutions,  were  passed.  These  proposals  are  in  the  form  of 
concurrent  resolutions  proposing  amendments  to  the  Constitution.  They 
are  to  be  submitted  to  the  Legislature  again  next  year  and  such  as  are 
passed  then  will  be  submitted  to  a  popular  referendum  the  following 
year. 

DEPORTATION  OF  ALIEN  INSANE 
During  the  year  the  Association  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Gov- 
ernor's advisors  ^the  accumulation  of  alien  patients  in  the  State  hos- 
pitals who  were  deportable,  but  who  remained  a  burden  on  the  tax- 
payers of  the  State  because  of  the  failure  of  the  Federal  government 
to  supply  funds  for  deportation.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  during 
the  year  147  alien  insane  were  deported  by  the  United  States  Immi- 
gration Board,  while  64  were  repatriated  at  the  expense  of  the  State 
and  127  at  the  expense  of  friends.  Besides  these,  464  non-resident 
insane  were  returned  to  other  states.
